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EDITORIAL 

One Step Back, Two Steps Forward. 




Facts have confirmed what was established by the Communist Party of Peru (PCP.) The 
most important news of 1996 was the confirmation that the effects of the "bend in the 
road" of the People's War (the capture of President Gonzalo), has been overcome. This is 
truly fabulous because this is no longer September 1992 but the end of 1996. It has been 
four years of intense struggle for the Party to build organizations superior to those of the 
reactionaries. This construction refers principally to the three instruments of the 
revolution: the Party, the People's Army and the People's Front. The revolution continues 
the armed struggle to achieve the strategic offensive which is approaching closer each 
day. This is the stage in which insurrections in the cities will be initiated to conquer 
power countrywide. 



With respect to the old State, the economy is undergoing a profound crisis as a result of 
the application of their neoliberal program. In 1995, Fujimori, after the fraud in which he 



was elected with 1 8 percent of the vote, had to readjust his neoliberal program and it has 
burst. He persists in an exhausted program that has gone from failure to failure in all parts 
of the world. For the government, 1996 was a year of crisis, conflicts, more intervention 
of Yankee imperialism, and widespread corruption and narcotrafficking in the armed 
forces and the government, including Fujimori himself, and his traitorous advisor 
Montesinos. 

Facts have also demonstrated that their three counterrevolutionary goals: to reinvigorate 
bureaucratic capitalism, restructure the old state and annihilate the People's War, are 
historically and politically impossible to achieve. Privatization is strongly repudiated by 
the people; the trade deficit is widening; the so-called "modernization" of the State is 
repeated like a bad joke. On the People's War, they talk about the return of "Sendero," 
and increase the military repression against unarmed civilians; even dissidents in the 
armed forces are being murdered or jailed (e.g., General Robles.) At the same time, the 
U.S. Pentagon has sent additional military reinforcements to fight the insurgency in the 
Huallaga Valley, under the same old disguise of "war on drugs." 

On the world level, the general counter-revolutionary offensive led by U.S. imperialism, 
along with its appendages (IMF, World Bank, AID and UN) who impose their worn out 
neoliberal policies on the oppressed countries, have failed to achieve their goals. What 
marks the world situation today is the beginning of a New Great Wave of the World 
Proletarian Revolution, whose seeds can be seen in every corner of the world. That's why 
the PCP upholds that revolution is the principal historical and political trend in today's 
world ! 

The Party has said that the counter-revolutionary offensive is sharpening the class 
struggle at the world level, and this in turn is intensifying the fundamental contradictions 
at the world level, especially the contradiction between oppressed nations and 
imperialism, as well as the contradictions between the imperialist powers and 
superpowers for hegemony, and the contradiction between the proletariat and 
bourgeoisie. The working class in Europe, Australia and the United States, for example, 
is emerging from its lethargy. 

Thus, we see the decrepitude and putrefaction of imperialism which is in decline and 
rotting along with its worshipers, the revisionists and renegades like the moribund Teng 
Hsiaoping and Boris Yeltsin. Can imperialism today deny that its so-called neoliberalism 
is collapsing everywhere? This fact is expressed by the growth of unemployment, hunger 
and the belligerence of the masses. Beyond that, the imperialists are preparing for a new 
world war, which is where the trade war, the formation of blocks and alliances, and the 
growing militarization is leading. 

On the other hand, the Marxist counter-offensive is advancing. The initiation of the 
People's War in Nepal is a blow to imperialism on another flank. In Peru, as on the world 
level, things are improving for the revolution and getting worse for the enemy. We ask: 
what is driving and spurring on this entire process both at the national and world level? 
Without a doubt, it is the advance of the People's War in Peru. 



On the military level, the contradiction between revolution and counter-revolution is 
expressed as People's War vs. Counter- Insurgency War. In the case of Peru, it is a 
counter-insurgency war led directly by U.S. imperialism since April 1992, vs. the 
People's War led by the PCP. 

It is important to understand what the Party says: that with Fujimori's coup in 1992, there 
was a turn in the situation because at that point, Yankee imperialism took over the direct 
command of the counter-insurgency war. So far, they have applied the strategy of low- 
intensity conflict, but the advance of the People's War is pushing them towards open 
military escalation. 

To the extent that the People's War advances, large Yankee military intervention directly 
or by way of third parties, becomes a fact. For that reason, the PCP says that since April 
1992, the principal contradiction has begun to change. It is entering a situation in which 
the principal contradiction of today, the masses vs. feudalism, is gradually becoming the 
contradiction between nation and imperialism, which will be seen even more clearly 
through a direct invasion, or an invasion by third parties. 

Finally, we present our most comprehensive issue yet to make available to supporters of 
the revolution worldwide and progressive people interested in Peru. We hope that this 
information will help to clear up the fog of disinformation that has been spread around by 
the imperialist media, its lackeys, and revisionists. We also seek unity with all 
revolutionary forces, supporters of the People's War, and with the Peru People's 
Movements (MPPs) in accordance with the International Directive of the PCP, the Party 
accords, the First Congress, the Second and Third Plenum, the milestone following the 
Congress, and the speech from the cage which condenses the Third Plenum, and the 
current documents of the Party. 

THE ARMED STRIKE: FORCE OF THE NEW 

POWER 

In the midst of the People's War, the Communist Party of Peru (PCP) has introduced the 
armed strike as a new and advanced weapon of struggle to mobilize the masses in the 
cities. In Lima (Peru's capital) the PCP has organized the People's Revolutionary Defense 
Movement (MRDP) which is an organization that plans and implements stunning and 
successful armed strikes. The MRDP not only struggles for the economic demands of the 
people, but it provides the most conscious masses of the country, the proletariat, an 
opportunity to express through various actions their hatred for the old landlord- 
bureaucratic State. This form of struggle empowers the desire of the masses to radically 
transform society, to end oppression and misery, and to bury once and for all the 
unburied corpse of the existing system. 

The armed strike shows the great development of the four forms of struggle in the 
People's War: Agitation and propaganda, sabotage, selective annihilation and guerrilla 
combat. 



Throughout Lima, mainly in the poorest neighborhoods, the fighting is intense; at the 
start of the day, the agitation and propaganda spread out to the entire city. This helps to 
generate favorable public opinion. With simple words and examples, the PCP analyzes 
the concrete problems of the country, especially the rights and just demands of the 
masses that are being denied without remorse. Against hunger and misery, against 
repression and genocide, against the old State and imperialism, the MRDP mobilizes 
broad sections of the masses, and leads the fight in confrontations with reaction, 
heroically challenging them for every inch of land, at all times taking the initiative in the 
war. 

What does an armed strike mean to reaction? A shattering blow, because it strikes and 
weakens its economic structure, the foundations of bureaucratic capitalism, of semi- 
feudalism and of imperialism. It forces the Peruvian State to send into the streets all its 
police and armed forces, in ever greater numbers, which shows the fear they have when 
facing the legitimate outrage of the people. 

What does reaction do in the face of a stunning armed strike? Among other things: 

1 . Through its government spokesmen and the whole network of communications media 
at their disposal they complain about the lack of transportation, the closing of shopping 
centers, the sabotages, and the open clashes and annihilations of their uniformed servants. 

2. With the assistance of a handful of strike breakers at their work places, reaction tries to 
make the masses believe that the armed strike was a failure and that they should reject it. 
For example, during the February 14, 1992 armed strike, Fujimori's Minister De Los 
Heros said: "The supposed armed strike by Sendero Luminoso has failed completely 
because 97.3% of the workers went to work, which means the repudiation by the workers 
of such violent action." 

3. Now more than ever, the reactionaries desperately hide the achievements of the 
People's War, the greater development and construction of the New Power, the mobile 
warfare, the growing struggle of the masses with their just demands and concerns. 

The imperialist media, including the outlets of revisionists and fake leftists in many 
countries, echo this farce. But looking only at the transportation sector whose operations 
were completely stopped, and which has about 150,000 workers, more than 2.7% of the 
workers of Lima, the lie of the reactionaries is exposed. Even if we count only the 
"creative entrepreneurs" as imperialism calls the super-exploited ambulatory vendors, the 
statistics of the Minister were like cheap snake oil he was trying to sell. Of the total 
number of enterprises in Lima (production and services) more than 85% are small and 
medium firms that not only closed on the day of the armed strike, but in many cases had 
agreed in advance to abide by the strike. Markets, grocery stores, retail shops, ambulatory 
workers, schools and universities remained closed in compliance with the authority of the 
New Power, the MRDP. 



Then what remains is a very small number of companies whose owners and personnel are 
utterly reactionary, as an expression of the class struggle. 

The armed strike is not a union strike, but a mass strike carried out as part of the People's 
War and its development, by the continuing destruction of the obsolete structures of the 
old State and the construction of the New State. 

The armed strike also helps to expose and crush opportunist positions and the collusion of 
the treacherous and servile revisionists, who crawl like running dogs behind reaction and 
imperialism. It is not a coincidence that on the same dates that the armed strikes are 
called, they schedule their "marches for peace" in Miraflores (a wealthy neighborhood), 
or "cultural events" in Villa El Salvador, which is counterproductive for these miserable 
wretches because very few participate and back such efforts. The only support they get is 
from reaction and imperialism. 

Those attending such marches are the most recalcitrant elements defending the interests 
of the old State, and they even act as agents provocateur in the midst of the masses, and 
propose so-called anti-terrorist fronts and struggles against subversion, specifically 
against the PCP. This is merely opposition to revolutionary violence, to the need for 
communist parties to lead revolutions, to the dictatorship of the proletariat, and 
opposition to communism as the inevitable goal of humanity. The armed strike helps to 
expose and crush these opportunists so the people can see clearly who defends their class 
interests and who really just trafficks with them as part of the counterrevolutionary tasks: 
to reinvigorate bureaucratic capitalism, to restructure the old State apparatus and to 
annihilate the People's War. 

The armed strike also unmasks and crushes all the imperialist propaganda that "the Party 
is divided," or "PCP calls for peace talks," or "peace talks is a two line struggle within the 
PCP," mere fairy tales refuted by reality. It forces the most recalcitrant "senderologists" 
at the service of imperialism, such as Raul Gonzales, Ivan Degregori and Carlos Tapia to 
recognize the success of the armed strikes, and that the PCP is a bold and strong 
organization of a new type, expressing the qualitative development of its actions, in 
preparation for the taking of the cities through armed insurrections. 

At the international level, the armed strike generates public opinion favorable to the 
People's War. Before and after an armed strike, the world media (even in imperialist 
countries) cannot hide the strong offensives carried out by the People's Army of 
Liberation. That means that the actions of the PCP transcend our borders and that among 
the masses throughout the world the awareness of the development of the People's War in 
Peru is increasing every day, which proves that the People's War serves the world 
revolution. 

ANATOMY OF THE ARMED STRIKE: THE PEOPLE FIGHT FOR EVERY 
INCH OF THE BATTLEFIELD 



Beginning in 1991, the modality of the armed strike was applied to most major cities and 
localities in the country. Cities such as Puno, Ucayali, La Libertad, Huallaga and 
Ayacucho have been the most prominent. But it is in Lima, with nearly 8.5 million 
inhabitants, where an immense majority of the masses witness and participate in the 
strength of the New Power and the repudiation of the old State. The armed strike 
unmasks the demagoguery of "economic success" by the government. It confronts the 
anti-people assaults of the government and imperialism through their crushing taxes and 
Legislative Decrees to sweep away the basic rights of the workers, the benefits and 
previous gains of the people; it confronts the full-fledged capitulation practices of the 
revisionists through their bureaucratic union leadership, the trafficking of hand-outs 
(asistencialismo) and the decomposition of the MRTA. The armed strike represents the 
highest point of the class struggle, where millions of people actively participate and show 
their optimism and confidence in the Communist Party and the victory of the Democratic 
Revolution thought the People's War. As an example, let's describe the historic February 
14 th , 1992 armed strike in Lima. 

At least two weeks before hand, the powerful "word of mouth" information system of the 
Party announcing the forthcoming armed strike is put into full operation. On February 7 th , 
upon request of the MRDP, a stunning guerrilla offensive shook Lima in anticipation of 
the large scale military action the following week. This had the purpose of boosting the 
fighting spirit and will of the masses, with the public display of banners featuring slogans 
calling for the strike. 

The reactionaries responded with a massive counterrevolutionary campaign in their 
papers and TV, intimidating the workers, students, street vendors, small entrepreneur and 
the people in general, with threats of being labeled as "terrorists", being fired from their 
jobs, expelled from school, etc. And also the military intensified its "search and seizure" 
operations in poor neighborhood, factories and university campuses. 

When the day of the battle arrived, at dawn, red flags of the proletariat were already 
raised on top of the hills surrounding Lima and on the bridges of the capital. Early that 
day, the masses in the districts of Independence, Comas, San Martin de Porres, Los 
Olivos, Puente Piedra and Ancon were already waving red flags on the streets, shaking up 
Peru's capital with political and military actions. Agitation and propaganda, sabotages 
and ambushes went on and on from sunrise to sundown. The people shook up the entire 
city of Lima. 

Among the actions of higher quality was a spectacular ambush against a troop carrier of 
the National Police on Tupac Amaru Avenue in the district of Comas. The Maoists 
rapidly annihilated 4 bullies, wounded 10, and let those who surrendered go free. The 
high battle readiness of the guerrillas, as well as their precision of execution stunned the 
international press, while the masses celebrated with joy. 

The murderer Fujimori ordered the deployment of his mercenary troops in quantities 
never seen before. Tanks, trucks and all sorts of armored vehicles armed to the teeth with 
plentiful and sophisticated weapons, were positioned on the main highway from Lima to 



the neighborhoods of Canta and Ancon. Other police, on foot, positioned themselves at 
strategic points in areas where major confrontations could be expected, such as the 
neighborhoods of El Progreso, Porras Barrenechea, Collique, Av. Espana, and areas in 
the district of Independencia, among others. To complement the repressive activities on 
the ground, several helicopter gunships overflew Lima at a low altitude. 

Lima looked like a battle zone where one of the contenders was the residents of some of 
the poorest neighborhoods and shanty towns surrounding Lima. However, despite the 
huge military deployment, the oppressed masses have massively heeded the Maoist call 
for an armed strike, not only paralyzing their usual activities for 24 hours, but actively 
mobilizing under the leadership of the MRDP. All public transportation was suspended 
for the day, the markets were closed, the municipal and banking agencies did not 
function. The same thing happened with the commercial stores and small industries 
located along the Tupac Amaru and Panamericana Norte freeways; also the national and 
private schools heeded the Maoist call. Even though the armed forces put into circulation 
military vehicles, "pirates" (gypsy cabs) and government "Enatru" busses, thousands of 
workers heeded the Maoist call. The masses of workers and employees mobilized under 
the noses of the military. A woman worker said: "This is the way the people must rise 
against the murderous Fujimori who is taking away our rights." At various parts of 
avenues and roads, groups of workers set tires on fire and threw rocks at military vehicles 
and the "Enatru buses." A young construction worker said: "We won't allow the murderer 
Fujimori to starve us to death." 

BOLD AMBUSHES AND ATTACKS AGAINST MILITARY AND ECONOMIC 
TARGETS 

In a selected spot at km. 14.5 of the Tupac Amaru Avenue, a Maoist contingent waited 
patiently for the passing of a military contingent. Several hours earlier, the 
revolutionaries had installed a remote electrical detonation system and 50 kilos of 
dynamite, covered by a layer of soil, while others placed themselves strategically on a 
nearby hill armed with pistols and submachine guns to prevent any surprise. Not noticing 
the guerrilla plan, two troop carrier trucks approached the mined area, separated from 
each other at small intervals as they usually do. That didn't help them at all. At the right 
time, a rebel contingent audaciously stopped one of the trucks, using a decoy, while 
others activated the detonating mechanism. At 5:40 a.m., a deafening explosion blew up 
the military truck, raising a large cloud of black smoke and debris in the air, and 
spreading a fog over the ground. The explosion was heard in the entire neighborhoods of 
Ano Nuevo, La Pascana and San Agustin, barely four blocks away from the Police 
headquarters in the area. One car of the counterinsurgency battalion of Independencia 
was completely burned by the explosion. The guerrillas retreated without any casualties. 

After 15 minutes, hundreds of police and army troops came to the site, collected the 
corpses, and took the wounded to the hospital in the locality of Collique. The military 
casualties were members of the 73th Precinct who have debts of blood with the people. 
They have arrested, tortured, and murdered many residents, students and workers. A 



woman resident of the place asserted: "They were very abusive with us, they ransacked 
our homes several times, that's why the guerrillas killed them." 

At 6 a.m., looking for ways to revive their fallen morale, the armed forces of the localities 
of Carabayllo, Comas and Independencia, began a witch hunt in the shanty towns of "El 
Progreso" and others, arresting unarmed residents. They conducted "combing operations" 
from km. 7.5 to km 19 and nearby areas, but without any results. In addition, journalists 
who were trying to cover the armed strike were brutally assaulted by the police. 

The armed strike was also a success in the areas of Avenue Argentina, Colonial, and 
neighboring working class shanty towns (e.g., Carcamo, etc.) The welcome of the masses 
for the MRDP was expressed in various ways. Starting in the evening on Thursday 
February 13 th , the area around Union Square (Parque Union), and the streets going to El 
Callao, were completely darkened. 

At 11 PM, only minutes away from the start of the armed strike, the cashier [el cobrador] 
of a bus line warned the public constantly: "To Ave. Argentina, to El Callao, Callao, 
Callao! This is the last bus leaving the station until the day after tomorrow! Tomorrow no 
buses! Tomorrow is the Armed Strike! NOBODY WORKS, so board it now!" And the 
passengers rushed to board the bus. Inside the bus, the only thing they spoke about was 
the Paro Armado called by the MRDP. And those not talking were avidly listening. 

February 14 th , at 4 a.m., then 5 a.m. and 6 a.m., the train that normally whistles to wake 
up the area shanty towns couldn't be heard. That train runs daily, transporting the miners 
to the mines in La Oroya and Cerro de Pasco (Central Peru), and to El Callao, 
transporting the wealth of our country (minerals such as silver, gold, lead and copper) 
which the imperialists steal with pleasure from us. 

At 5:30 a.m., a powerful dynamite blast destroyed the lobby of a bank branch at km. 1 1 
in the district of Comas. At the same time another 10 explosions against economic targets 
were heard in the districts of El Ermitano, Tahuantinsuyo, Collique, and other areas. 

Already at 6:30 a.m. the reactionary newscasts (print, TV and radio) of the mercenary 
hacks, "Radio Programas," "Radio Honda," and the others, could not be heard since there 
was no electricity, and on the streets the reactionary papers did not arrive either. The only 
news circulating in Lima at the time was true and clear-cut: The armed strike, for the 
rights of the people and the People's War! 

At 7 a.m. several vehicles heavily guarded by armored cars and police patrols, including 
private cars of bourgeois businessmen, showed up at the doors of factories at Avenida 
Argentina; they wandered around the city without getting any passengers, much less any 
workers. The government of Fujimori provided a "grace period" of several hours without 
reduced pay for lateness. It failed. Then, the exploiters who own the factories threatened 
with firing, and labeling as "subversive" any worker who was absent. But all in vain; the 
masses of workers heeded the call of the MRDP which will lead the workers and peasants 
to victory and to the People's Republic of New Democracy. 



No bus line circulated on Avenida Argentina, and the trailer truck drivers parked their 
immense vehicles all along a side of that long avenue. None of the banks were open. At 
the shoe factories such as Bata Rimac, El Inca and El Diamante, no workers were present. 
Similarly at the noodle factory of Nicolini and Alianza the workers refused to listen to the 
hypocritical call for help from the reactionary dictatorship. Also in the textile industries, 
Peru Knitting, Fanritex, National Cotton Mills, San Miguel Fabrics, Rayon, Cuvisa, 
Amazonas Threads, etc., etc. All those factories closed their doors since the working 
class refused to show up to work, abiding by the call for the armed strike "against hunger, 
misery, unemployment and the crisis." 

By 1 1 a.m., the armed strike was a success. A group of workers from a glass factory 
approached the MRDP with a serious complaint. The owner of the factory, a man named 
Harthinger, had fired 400 workers five months before for no reason at all, and without 
paying or even acknowledging a cent of their salaries and the legal compensation he 
owed for the time they worked in his factory. The workers of the Harthinger glass factory 
adopted a position to militantly support the armed strike, asking that this form of struggle 
not only be in Lima but in the entire country. They asked that the PCP apply just 
sanctions against cruel factory owners such as Harthinger, "Because many of the children 
of our fellow workers have died of hunger." 

IN EL CALLAO. After 5 a.m., the avenues Argentina, Colonial and Venezuela and the 
intersections with avenues Universitaria, Faucett, Gutierrez, Saenz Pena, and Guardia 
Chalaca were deserted. These streets were packed with the armored cars and tanks of the 
military. Callao's markets such as "La Libertad" of the Obelisk, Northern zone 
"Chacaritas", "South Santa Maria" and many others were closed. Neither of the bank 
branches opened their doors. That did not save them from becoming targets of the 
People's Army of Liberation: two of them, one on the 19 th block of Peru Avenue, and the 
other on the 25 Avenue of Jose Granda, were attacked. 

Many merchants took advantage of the day off to clean their establishments, but without 
serving the public. Workers standing near the doors of their factories formed pickets. 
Their opinion about the armed strike was unanimous: "This is a genuine form of struggle 
and certainly shows the need for a new power against the old, not to mention the points of 
the platform, the slogans for better wages, for land, for national production, and against 
hunger, genocides, excessive taxes, against imperialism. Those are all correct." 

Other guerrilla attack occurred on Santa Rosa Ave. at the intersection of avenues 
Angelica Guzman and Tomas Valle. During the entire day, the city was patrolled 
constantly, including by helicopters. Raids and arrests went on, until well into the night. 

Around 4 a.m. on Friday February 14 th explosive charges were detonated at the front of 
the house of the Mayor of Ventanilla, Cesar Guzman Lopez. In Brefia, at 5:50 a.m. 
guerrillas detonated an explosive at the home of Carlos Rodriguez, a death squad 
member. Minutes later, other members of the Maoist guerrillas sabotaged the installations 
of the telephone company of the district. 



At 5:30 a.m. the Maoists ambushed two police vehicles: the first was attacked on Manuel 
Iglesias St., in the district of Agustino, where one policeman was killed and another was 
wounded; another military vehicle was ambushed at 1 1 a.m. in San Juan de Lurigancho, 
on Proceres de la Independecia Ave. where the three occupants of the vehicle were 
seriously wounded. 

In the district of Surquillo, at 7 a.m., PCP combatants blew up the Angamos and 
Gonzales Prada bridges of the Expressway. At the same time, three bank branches were 
smashed in the district of Chosica, 35 km. east of metropolitan Lima. The same fate 
befell the saving and loan cooperative in Huaycan. At the same time, residents of Ave. 
Wiesse and Santa Rosa burned tires and blocked the streets with rocks. Here, the 
uniformed goons showed their sadism, savagely beating many. But by then the armed 
strike was already a success. 

On February 14th, the uniformed goons of the armed forces took over public places, 
squares, markets and universities such as San Marcos, where they climbed to the roofs of 
various pavilions, ostensibly to "preserve the public order." Since that wasn't enough, 
they brought helicopters. Despite all that "security" displayed by the reptilian Fujimori, 
there was no public transportation anywhere in Metropolitan Lima. 

During the night, the struggle of the masses continued in various places in Lima and El 
Callao. In the Yerbateros area (midtown Lima) the Maoists placed an explosive near the 
police station. 

Thus, the workers, the proletariat, the residents of the neighborhoods and shantytowns, 
the homemakers, students, professionals, in synthesis all the oppressed, today salute the 
vibrant armed strike in Lima, in the very heart of the reactionary power. The exploiters 
know that this is one more step toward the prospect of conquering power in all the 
country. You no longer will be able to stop the windstorm that will sweep you away. And 
you know that, just as well as we do. 

PLATFORM AND SLOGANS OF THE ARMED STRIKE 

"AGAINST HUNGER, UNEMPLOYMENT AND THE CRISIS!" is the first cry of 
battle. This targets the economic program of the government, which in more than 6 years 
has only increased the hardships of the population, while the profits of the big 
bourgeoisie, landowners and the imperialists have increased considerably. It exposes the 
reactionaries' obsession with reinvigorating the rotten bureaucratic capitalism that is 
generating a greater crisis, which is hitting children and poor people the hardest. The 
farce of "national reconstruction" or "sacrifice today for a better future" has blown up in 
the air. Such demagoguery of the regime only entails the preservation of the exploitative 
system, their State and their Armed Forces. 

"AGAINST REPRESSION AND GENOCIDE!" Every protest by the people has been 
answered with the most brutal repression and genocide by Fujimori's Armed Forces. The 
workers are beaten, jailed and murdered on a daily basis, but still the government claims 



it "respects human rights." The defeated National Police and Armed Forces are 
chronically corrupt and in decomposition. They commit all sorts of abuses, thievery, 
murder, rape, and narcotrafficking. They perpetrate genocides against the unarmed 
people. While the revolutionary forces generally release enemy prisoners, the policy of 
"war without prisoners" is a pattern of the reactionaries. They claim "the number of 
disappearings has decreased", but it is because the prisoners are murdered instead, and 
abandoned at some deserted location, or presented as "fallen in combat." At the same 
time, as part of their psywar, they publicize the arrest of hundreds of thousands of 
civilians as suspected "terrorists" who in reality have nothing to do with the PCP. 

"AGAINST THE OLD STATE AND IMPERIALISM!" Added to the plundering of our 
wealth and natural resources by imperialism, are the cuts in wages and the increase in the 
cost of living because of more crippling taxes imposed in order to keep their profits up 
and to pay the foreign debt to imperialism on a timely basis. The old State, principally the 
Armed Forces, is a gendarme for imperialist interests. Other State apparatuses collect 
taxes for services they do not provide. Year after year, there is more unconditional 
servility to imperialism, mainly Yankee, so much so that the economic and political plans 
are elaborated and subject to prior approval by the U.S. and its financial institutions such 
as the International Monetary Fund (IMF) and Agency for International Development 
(AID), which today has plans for greater military intervention to combat the People's War 
under cover of the "war on drugs." This situation characterizes Fujimori as the most 
sinister mercenary of imperialism, a genocidal sell-out in the service of imperialism, 
mainly Yankee. To shake them up a little bit, at dawn on February 14, PCP combatants 
completely destroyed SUNAT (tax collector) and hit the residence of the Yankee 
gendarme in Peru. 

"FOR LAND, BETTER WAGES AND NATIONAL PRODUCTION!" This slogan 
upholds the peasant struggle for "Land to the tiller!" ("La Tierra para quien la trabaja"), 
as well as an increase in wages for the workers and the proletariat in general. Likewise 
the demand for "national production" upholds the present need to confront imperialism 
and bureaucratic capitalism and to develop national production. This just demand covers 
the rights of the national bourgeoisie and the repressed petty bourgeoisie of Peruvian 
society. The level of wages has decreased ever year, to the point that now one worker's 
wages only cover about 17% of the family budget. 

On the other hand, through legislative decrees covering the agricultural sector, the 
government promotes the mortgage of land and the mechanisms for the concentration of 
land in the hands of big landowners, big banks and foreign imperialist companies. All of 
these perpetuate the exploitative order on which the landlord-bureaucratic dictatorship is 
based under the guise of "parliamentary democracy" and "elections." 

"FOR THE PEOPLE'S REPUBLIC OF PERU!" which is the alternative in the face of the 
collapse of the old State and the greater putrefaction of its institutions such as the 
parliament, the judicial system, and the armed forces (backbone of the reactionary 
dictatorship against the people). For the exploited and oppressed who make up more than 
90% of the population, there is only one way to win their rights: The People's Republic of 



Peru, which already has shown its superiority in meeting the needs and interests of the 
proletariat and the people, through the hundreds of People's Committees which are the 
seeds of the emerging People's Republic of New Democracy. 

"FOR THE RIGHTS OF THE PEOPLE AND THE PEOPLE'S WAR!" While 
imperialism orders reactionaries like Fujimori to raise its "human rights" banner to 
sidestep the oppression and exploitation which the people suffer, and to legitimize its 
aggression against the oppressed nations of the world, the proletariat raises the struggle 
for People's Rights and People's War, which represent their just demands and rights, 
starting with the right to life itself, all the way up to the right to rebel and to conquer 
Power. 

In conclusion, the armed strike is a victorious milestone for the Party, for the proletariat 
and for the masses. It is a combative struggle in which the masses actively participate 
during the entire day against the old State and the reactionary regime, thus expressing a 
high level of development of the People's War, destroying the foundations of the old 
State and marching forward toward the conquest of power countrywide and the 
installation of the new State: the People's Republic of Peru. 

The armed strikes are not only stunning blows to reaction, but represent the undermining 
of the old reactionary order, the unmasking and crushing of revisionists and opportunists 
of all kinds and, therefore, it undermines the interests of Yankee imperialism in our 
country; sabotaging the plans of the IMF and other imperialist institutions amidst 
spectacular police deployments, which means that nothing is impossible today for the 
PCP and the People's Army of Liberation !P 

THE NEW POWER: 

THE PEOPLES COMMITTEES AND THE 
PEOPLES ARMY OF LIBERATION (EPL) 

The EPL is an army of new type that carries out political tasks established by the PCP. It 
applies the Maoist principle that "the Party commands the gun and we will never allow 
the gun to command the Party." The EPL performs 3 tasks: to combat, which is the 
principal; to mobilize, mainly to politicize, organize and arm the masses; and to produce, 
implementing self-reliance and self-sufficiency. The People's Army is an example to the 
people of the world and serves the world proletarian revolution. 

EPL is mostly made up of peasants led by the Communist Party, it upholds as its 
ideology Marxism-Leninism-Maoism, Gonzalo Thought. They are forged in a life full of 
hardship, sacrifice and the risk of giving up their lives, which leads them to revolutionary 
heroism. 

President Gonzalo has organized the EPL, incorporating the masses into people's militias, 
forming 3 military forces: the principal forces, the local forces and base forces which act 



mainly in the countryside, with actions in the city as a complement. This is a step forward 
towards the armed masses of people. The Party is organized at all levels of the People's 
Army; there are two commands, one military and the other political, and it develops by 
means of a two-line struggle between the proletarian military line and the bourgeois 
military line. 

The revolutionary People's Army also has 3 departments: political, military and logistical. 
It organizes itself into guerrilla squads, contingents and battalions in the countryside; and 
in the cities it has special detachments general guerrilla detachments and the people's 
militias. 

All the principles of the military operations are based on a simple principle: "strive hard 
to conserve our own forces and smash those of the enemy." In a revolutionary war, these 
principles are directly linked to the main political principle of the war. The 
implementation of these principles on the battlefield means utilizing the revolutionary 
army to defend our country and to expel the invaders. To this end, the soldiers of the 
revolution carry out their operations. 

Every war imposes a price, sometimes this price is very high. This does not negate the 
principle of conserving our own forces and smashing those of the enemy. In other words, 
the two aspects are opposites intrinsically linked to each other, since sacrifice is needed 
not only to destroy the enemy but to conserve our own forces. The partial and temporary 
non-conservation of our forces is indispensable to conserve the whole. This basic 
principle infers a myriad of other principles that guide the military operations, including 
the strategy. 

THE OPEN PEOPLES COMMITTEES 

In spite of the extraordinary efforts of the reactionary regimes in Peru to hide the truth, 
the world has already seen one of the hundreds of Open People's Committee in which the 
New Power is a reality. The People's Committee of Sorata (Ayacucho) and the urban 
support bases of Lima were shown in the extraordinary video "The People of the Shining 
Path", it won't be too long before genuine international supporters of the revolution place 
the entire film on the Internet, showing the world more images of the stunning advances 
of the People's War. 

One of the first revolutionary journalists to reach the People's Committee of El Alto 
Huallaga was Luis Morales Ortega who on September 14, 1987 visited the area and wrote 
a revealing report with extensive film and photos. For this outstanding journalistic 
activity, shortly thereafter, Morales Ortega paid with his life. The "democratic" 
government of Garcia Perez ordered his assassination. Four years later, on July 11, 1991, 
another journalist visited El Huallaga to report on the People's Committees. For that 
reason, the murderer Fujimori still keeps him imprisoned at the Cantogrande prison. At 
the end of 1996, no one can deny that the People's Committees abutting the Huallaga 
Valley are a stronghold of the New Power. 



The persecution and hostilities by the armed forces defending the old society are 
confronted by the People's Army along the banks of the Huallaga River. On one bank of 
the River, are the members of the counter-subversive forces and informants who watch 
closely the visitors who arrive in the zone. Although the hordes of the regime can still 
contaminate some of the populations along the main highway (Carretera Marginal) where 
the struggle of revolution and counterrevolution is hotly contested, on the other side of 
the river are the People's Committees, some of them clandestine and others open, all of 
them under the leadership of the PCP, where the red flag of the proletariat waves high 
and proud. 

On many occasions, the genocidal army and its Yankee advisors have strafed the 
population from helicopters; they also may arrest, torture and kill any passerby they see 
in the area. In the community of Pueblo Nuevo, 15 minutes from the U.S. military base of 
Santa Lucia, the armed forces have ransacked the homes of unarmed peasants, kidnaped 
them and dumped them in the river. Recently the Peruvian marines and special operation 
forces of the police are conducting patrols along Carretera Marginal that are continuously 
ambushed by the People's Army. 

On the margins of the Huallaga are the territories of the New Power, some more 
developed than others, but all of them have become more sophisticated and sharper in 
confronting the genocidal armed forces should they dare to penetrate the red bastions. In 
1994, the enemy launched its "final offensive" in the Huallaga, and the little murderer set 
the deadline of July 28, 1995 to finish off the "few hot spots of subversion". They tried to 
penetrate by air, land and river, but their advance was crippled by the fierce resistance 
from the armed masses of people organized by the People's Army and the PCP. They had 
to hold back to avoid more losses. 1996 is almost over, and the countersubversive forces 
do not dare again to penetrate the liberated territories. The few times they did they were 
soundly defeated by the People's Army, and with the strategic retreat of the population so 
as to avoid the heavy bombardment from their warplanes, the revolutionaries prevent 
genocides. Thus, the life of the people is modest, hard and full of sacrifice. 

The base force of the People's Army of each open People's Committee play the role of a 
new type of police. It guards against enemy ambushes, prevents enemy infiltrations and 
guarantees the security of the masses. In case of enemy attack this force made up mainly 
of local population must provide cover while the people retreat, stopping the enemy 
attack. They also carry out rearguard tasks for the local force of the People's Army in 
case of counterattack or retreat in order to reestablish the base area at a later date. 

In addition to the two line struggle between the proletarian military line versus the 
bourgeois military line, and the study of Party documents, all combatants have productive 
tasks, with their weapons over their shoulders. Machete in hands, they are involved in 
productive activities. The military training is intensive, the mock exercises of attack and 
defense are frequent. The focus is on human power, not on weapons. If a strategic retreat 
is ordered, all population with their basic utensils, medicines, munitions, clothing and 
food are mobilized to deny the murderous army a target in the people. 



People's Justice is carried out during People's Assemblies which are mass meetings where 
the accused are judged with objectivity but exemplary justice. 

The synchronization and the timing to coordinate activities among People's Committees 
is precise because not only are the populations well informed of the current events of the 
People's War, but many times they perform joint military activities against the enemy. 
The attack against the military base protecting ENDEPALMA, a large manufacturer of 
olive oil, was done jointly. In this action, 4 military commanders, 4 captains and many 
military goons were annihilated. 

Party festivities, May 1 st , May 17th, October 7th, December 3rd, June 19th, etc. are 
celebrated by the People's Committees. Public programs are prepared in advance, in 
which the masses from many People's Committees further strengthen the ties among 
themselves. 

In these meetings the Party reports are read, especially those of the Central Committee. 
Also, revolutionary art, poetry, drama and songs are presented by the masses and 
combatants. 

THE NEW ECONOMY 

The New Economy casts aside the old and rotten relations of production and exchange 
controlled by the big landowners, and the drug lords. Even thought the monopoly and 
commercialization of basic products such as cacao still exists, the New Economy is based 
on self-sufficiency, self-supply and collective work in accordance with the necessities of 
the People's War. In the cocaine zones, where for years only coca has grown because the 
land has not been fertile enough to growth other products, the Communist Party of Peru 
has promoted the cultivation of food products like yucca, plantains, pituca (giant potato 
from the East) and cacao, among others, with the aim that the People's Committees do not 
have to depend on the marketing of coca. The PCP also puts important emphasis on 
supporting the cultivation of food products for the market, which makes it possible for 
the open People's Committees to import fertilizers at minimum surcharge. For example, 
the Commissar of Economy and Production of a People's Committee is charged with 
ensuring that the small merchants who come in to sell fertilizer are limited to a 30% 
profit rate. In the past, these products were marketed at a profit rate of up to 300%, which 
made it impossible for the peasants to plant anything other than coca. 

The Economy of a New Type being developed has been an exemplary and effective way 
to further address the basic needs of the people. 

The peasants and their families are guaranteed housing and a parcel of arable land. The 
land in the Open People's Committees is for those who till it; subleasing or hereditary 
lands are not allowed. Everyone who is willing to work under the system of leadership 
and organization of the Open People's Committees has the opportunity, which under the 
old society was denied to them. There is frequent exchange of products, but it is 
controlled by the commissioner of the economy, who makes sure a fair price is had by 



both parties. Often, there are exchanges or bartering of fruits, garden vegetables or 
legumes for processed products from the cities like oil, pasta, spices, etc. There are also 
frequent exchanges of products from the zone for potatoes and onions from the sierra 
region. 

As for commerce, prices are regulated once products enter the Open People's Committee. 
The maximum rate of profit allowed is 30 percent. Control of the sale of alcohol is even 
more rigorous. To discourage the sale of alcohol (and thus its consumption) the 
maximum rate of profit allowed is 5 percent. Its consumption in public areas is limited to 
Saturdays and Sundays. 

ALTERNATIVES TO COCA CULTIVATION 

The Upper Huallaga region is known worldwide as a center of coca production. The poor 
peasantry of this extensive tropical valley dedicate a part of their time to the harvesting of 
coca leaves. 

A unresolved problem in the region, and one which causes a dilemma for the peasants, is 
the low market value of their food products in comparison with that of the coca leaf. 
While plantains, cacao and yucca are bought by businessmen and intermediary 
monopolies at low prices (which don't even cover the expense of planting and 
harvesting), coca is bought by intermediary businessmen (traqueteros) at prices that 
roughly cover the cost the peasants have invested in their food crops. 

There are areas controlled, organized and administered by the Communist Party of Peru 
in which excellent quality rice is produced; they also oversee chicken and other animal 
farms on a scale never before seen in this region. In sum, the economy of the New State 
is developing steadily despite great difficulties and obstacles put in place by the old 
society and its representatives. 

In the Open People's Committees one can sense the determination of the people led by 
the Communist Party of Peru to develop a self-sufficient economic system that no longer 
depends on dollars from the sale of coca leaves. Therefore, in addition to promoting the 
cultivation of food products, the raising of livestock such as hogs, chickens, ducks, sheep 
and work animals is also promoted. One of the main goals of the commissioners of 
production in the Open People's Committees is to bring about steady commerce and 
exchange of products with the villages and Open People's Committees of the sierra 
region, in order to balance the people's diet with geese, potatoes, garden vegetables and 
other products that the Upper Huallaga region lacks. 

PERU'S PEOPLES WAR: A REVOLUTION 
PROVEN IN DEEDS 

Based on Chairman Mao's development of the Law of Contradiction as applied to the 
theory of People's War, President Gonzalo teaches that it contains two aspects; one weak 



and another intermittently strong, and it has to undergo the following three stages: first 
the strategic defensive, second the strategic equilibrium and third, strategic offensive. 
Within the period of strategic defensive, guerrilla warfare is the main form of struggle, 
this is a generalized and broad- based guerrilla warfare in the countryside as well as in the 
cities of the entire country, with the countryside as the principal field of battle, and the 
city its complement. 

FROM GUERRILLA WARFARE TO MOBILE WARFARE. President Gonzalo lays out 
that mobile warfare, in Mao's terms, will develop further in accordance with how reaction 
has to carry out the counter subversive war. Although at the present moment guerrilla 
warfare is still the principal form and mobile warfare a complement, in the latter there are 
some modalities specific to a protracted war. 

As the People's War intensifies, they will have to intensify the counter subversive war, 
carrying out more genocides, therefore, it is important to maintain a correct and just 
political and ideological line of the Party. 

PLANS OF THE REVOLUTIONARY WAR. We have learned to conduct the People's 
War with a unique strategic plan, applying the principle of strategic centralization and 
tactical decentralization. The People's War is conducted in accordance with a single plan 
that contains several sections, strategic-operational plans, tactical and concrete plans for 
each action. The key is the single strategic plan: that's what allows us to maintain the war 
as a unity, and that's the key in the direction of the People's War. 

The plans are strategically centralized and tactically decentralized; they are strategic 
plans that encompass both actions and construction, which are carried out through 
campaigns; and when the plans became more complex and of longer duration, sub-plans 
are developed, or more limited plans within more general plans. When we began the 
Great Plan of Developing Bases, it was applied first as a Pilot Plan. Each one has a 
political and military strategy. They are approved, and applied in the struggle. 

The Central Committee approves strategic-operational plans, as agreed at the Expanded 
National Conference of 1979. The strategically centralized plans also consider the 
operational situation and establish the forms of struggle: agitation and propaganda, 
sabotage, selective annihilations, and guerrilla combat. The plans also set forth the 
priorities, stages and chronology. 

The People's War always pays close attention to strategic centralization, because it allows 
that all act within a plan are carried out in waves of attacks in a systematic and 
simultaneous manner, hitting and defeating the enemy in large and diverse zones, with all 
methods and means possible, to deliver hard and grievous defeats to the enemy. Whoever 
has studied the principles and the military theory of Chairman Mao Tsetung, always 
reemphasizes that he establishes a strategically centralized plan, the key that permits the 
action to develop. Applying this plan has permitted us to deliver hard strikes to the enemy 
in the whole country; in this manner we confront more difficulties. 



Persist in the strategically centralized plans without forgetting that they are tactically 
decentralized; apply strategic-operational plans because these establish the connection 
between the strategic and the tactical. Stalin outlined looking at the connection between 
the strategic and the concrete actions. 

FORMS OF STRUGGLE IN THE PEOPLES WAR 

1. AGITATION AND PROPAGANDA: This develops as the most profound campaign of 
agitation and propaganda which any Party has ever carried out. To wage propaganda 
means to disseminate ideas focusing on the objectives, and agitation focuses on specific 
problems for which the masses struggle. Their great importance is linked to winning and 
shaping public opinion. 

2. SABOTAGE: This inflicts heavy blows to the Peruvian economy, which finds itself in 
one of the worst crises in the history of the country. Besides striking the public 
administration and the information systems of the banks and industry, it greatly 
reverberates among the masses, because they look at the power outages and know who 
causes them. The masses see how the Peruvian state expresses its class character by 
attending first to the needs of the big bourgeoisie and postponing the needs of the people. 
The principal factor is that the effects of the sabotage are felt in the most important and 
advanced economic zone of the country, the central economic zone, which at the same 
time is the strategic zone for restoring the old society. 

3. SELECTIVE ANNIHILATION: This strikes the reactionary authorities, it beheads and 
paralyzes the functioning of the state apparatus. To strike and behead the state and 
bureaucratic authorities at whatever level, obstructs the functioning of the state and even 
more, it generates a power vacuum. That political vacuum remains to be filled for 
exercising power. 

4. GUERRILLA COMBAT: Its quantity is great and continues to increase. It has two 
fundamental forms of struggle: ambushes and assaults. Ambushes are being developed 
which evolve in more severe blows each time, and are pounding the armed forces. To 
assault officials has much more impact since the repercussions are seen at once: demands 
for leave in the army have had to be prohibited. 

5. THE ARMED STRIKE: President Gonzalo has also developed a new modality of 
struggle, the armed strike, which involves wielding the four forms of struggle; i.e. 
agitation and propaganda, sabotage, selective annihilations, and guerilla combat, and at 
the same time mobilizing immense masses. 

THE STRATEGY FOR BUILDING THE PEOPLES ARMY OF 
LIBERATION 

The strategy for building the People's Army of Liberation originates from its political- 
ideological construction, based on Marxism, and on the establishment of the political 
line. The reconstituted Party, holding to this, already had the instrument, the heroic 



combatant, the Communist Party of Peru of a new type, Marxist-Leninist-Maoist, the 
vanguard organized as a political organization (not the political-military organization as 
is usually erroneously stated), the Party necessary in order to launch the struggle for the 
conquest of Power with arms in hand by means of People's War. 

The first, the main thing based on our previous work, the People's War, has helped us to 
understand Maoism as the new, third and superior stage of Marxism. It has aided the 
development of the militarization of the Party and its concentric construction. The 
People's War has served the purpose of forging the People's Guerilla Army in 1983, 
which has come to be the People's Army of Liberation, forged as this in 1993. 

FORGING THE PEOPLES GUERILLA ARMY 

Following his thesis on the formation and development of a People's Army, the great 
Lenin established the Popular Militia, which is merged into the army and fulfills the 
functions of army, police and administration. Nevertheless, Lenin was not able to develop 
this, given the aggression of 14 countries. Chairman Mao did empower the militia, and 
developed the construction of the revolutionary armed forces with the tremendous 
participation of the masses. Marx established that the proletariat needs its own army, and 
the thesis of the general arming of the people. In essence, he made the case for Yenan to 
convert itself into a militarized base of support. 

President Gonzalo, developing this thesis, conceives of the army as the principal form of 
organization, and that the left should lead it, to prevent utilizing the army to carry out a 
restoration. President Gonzalo establishes the triple task of communists: to forge oneself 
as a communist first and foremost, then as combatants and administrators of the New 
State. President Gonzalo, moulding the Marxist-Leninist-Maoist thesis, and taking into 
account the specific situation of the People's War, established the formation of the 
People's Guerilla Army (PGA) from its preparation to the People's War. Thus, he 
concieved the necessity of constructing the principal form of organization in order to 
carry on the People's War, defeat the enemy, and build the New State. 

On December 3, 1979, it was agreed upon to constitute the first company of the first 
division of the Red Army. In 1980, with the initiation of the People's War, the 
detatchments and fighters were molded, which allowed passing over from the 
disorganized masses to the organized masses. In 1983, President Gonzalo proposed the 
formation of the PGA because this was a political necessity in order to confront the 
enemy and develop the People's War. 

Why the PGA? Because it implements guerilla warfare. It is not a regular army but a 
guerilla army; and its characteristics permit if it were necessary, to act as complement to 
a regular army. The PGA is composed primarily of poor peasants, proletarians and petty 
bourgeoisie. To arm itself, it expropriates arms from the enemy; under the slogan 
"conquering arms" it confiscates arms from the enemy, paying the necessary cost. 

THE CHARACTER OF THE PEOPLES ARMY 



It is a new type of army which executes the political tasks of the revolution established by 
the Party. The Party applies the Maoist principle that the Party commands the gun and the 
gun never commands the Party. It is a People's Guerilla Army, an army of a new type, 
which fulfills three tasks: 

1 . Fighting: This is principal, corresponding to the principal form of organization . It is a 
task well stated by President Gonzalo in the first session of the Central Committee, "Our 
purpose is to fight." 

2. Mobilization: This is very important, for through it the work of politicizing the masses 
and arming them with Marxist-Leninist-Maoist, Gonzalo Thought Ideology is carried out. 
It is the PGA that leads the class struggle by fulfilling the political tasks of leading and 
mobilizing the masses. This second task involves organizing, mobilizing, politicizing and 
arming the masses. 

3. Production:This applies to self-sufficiency,seeking not to burden the masses. The 
army which does not fullfill these tasks is not a new type of army but the old type of 
parasitic army. The PGA is fundamentally composed of peasants, led absolutley by the 
Party. With regards to their formation, President Gonzalo states: The iron legions of the 
PGA are sustained by Marxism-Leninism-Maoism, Gonzalo Thought, which is the basis 
of their invincibility. They are forged in the hard life, sacrifice, and defiance of death, 
which leads them to revolutionary heroism. 

THE PEOPLE'S GUERILLA ARMY, BACKBONE OF THE NEW POWER 

It is the backbone of the New Democracy because it fulfills the role of exercising power 
and defending it. It extends the prestige, influence, direct control and strenghtening of the 
New State at the national level. It fulfills the role of police, defending, controlling, 
guiding and exercising justice. The form of doing justice is through people's trials, where 
the masses give their opinion, direct, judge and punish. 

INTERNATIONAL SITUATION AND 
PERSPECTIVE 

"What important problems are there in the world? In recent times, an important event is 
the Gulf war; it clearly shows the principal contradiction [imperialist super-powers and 
powers against oppressed nations]. Another event is the "Putsch" in the USSR, it is 
revisionism's total, definite and complete bankruptcy; this is the positive and principal 
aspect. As we have seen, now the field further clears up; the bankruptcy is definite; even 
the name they adopted, 'Commonwealth', colors them from head to toe. This is the 
sinister result of revisionism, this is where revisionism now takes them; again it creates 
horrible misery, profound decay, and today it sinks in oppression, blood and destruction. 
It is essential to point out the total, complete and definite bankruptcy of contemporary 
revisionism. These are the two most important current events; first the situation in the 
former USSR; second, the Gulf. 



The war in Yugoslavia, as the one in the Gulf, is a powerful exposure and unmasking of 
the propaganda 'a new era of peace is opening', and 'the end of ideologies implies an era 
of peace'; in Yugoslavia we see the combat and struggle of pseudo-allies against a small 
country, with the aim to divide it. Contrary to what they preach, war continues to be a 
means to impose and struggle for hegemony. Thus, Yugoslavia is sure and practical 
reconfirmation that war is still a means to impose hegemony and dominate; Marxist 
theory proves it, practice confirms it. These events occur in Europe, right under their 
noses. 

Other relevant situations: Cambodia is a good example of how they are trying to resolve 
old problems by creating new ones. In partnership, the super-powers and powers in the 
UN Security Council (China included) have agreed on a plan for Cambodia which now is 
implemented through the UN's total control. The UN operates as an instrument of 
imperialists and serves their plans to carry out mobilizations, form the new army, 
organize the bureaucracy, recall refugees, and prepare elections. In this way the UN in 
Cambodia does as it pleases as the representativ of the interests of the super-powers and 
powers, principally Yankee imperialism. Another clear example of how national 
sovereignty is negated and wiped out. 

Another important problem continues to be the Middle East. Its process shows where the 
bourgeois line leads, and the weakness of bourgeois principles (we see it in Arafat.) The 
struggle of the Palestinian people, as part of the Arab people, demonstrates that - 
regardless of the loss of blood and the heroic struggle- if one does not persist, if the 
proletarian class does not lead through an authentic Communist Party, that is a Marxist- 
Leninist-Maoist Party, it all ends up abandoning the course and surrendering the cause, it 
ends in selling out the interests of the people. Today there is much talk of how to end the 
conflict to benefit Israel and Yankee imperialism, but this will create new contradictions, 
new struggles. 

The international question leads us to establish: the super-powers, the USA and the 
former USSR, continue to be so although the USA is attempting hegemony; Yankee 
imperialism must be viewed as principal hegemonist super-power at the moment. The 
two super-powers struggle for hegemony, but the one that has the advantage and aims to 
sole hegemony is the USA, this is why we should consider it as the main hegemonist at 
the moment. There are two principal enemies, the two super-powers (we are still within 
the period established by Mao, although the period of 'struggle of the two super-powers' 
is not over yet; that one has the advantage, it does not mean that the other is finished); 
thus, there are two principal enemies, one of them is the principal hegemonist at the 
moment, and a principal enemy, in perspective, Yankee imperialism. And confronting the 
imperialist super-powers and powers (the First and Second Worlds) are the oppressed 
nations: the Third World. This is how we condense the international political situation. 
We must study facts, analyze them well, and do so starting with the question: What are 
their implications and what problems do they involve?"

[President Gonzalo during the Third Plenum of the Central Committee of the PCP. The 
document has two parts.

The second Part addresses the problems of construction of the 
Communist Party that today is a valuable ideological resource for the International 
Communist Movement.

PROBLEMS OF PARTY BUILDING 

QUOTE. "The correctness or incorrectness of the ideological and political line decides 
everything. When the Party line is correct, we can have everything: if we have no men we 
will find them, if we have no guns we will get them, and if we do not have Power we will 
conquer it. If the line is incorrect, we will lose everything we have won." 

PRESIDENT GONZALO. "Since the correct ideological political line is decisive, 
because our ideological political line is correct, the People's War, its development, its 
triumphs and victories are due to the just and correct application of our line. Ideology and 
politics are the starting point for all our practical work..." 

QUOTE. "Practice Marxism not Revisionism, unite and don't split, be open and above 
board; don't intrigue and conspire." 

PRESIDENT GONZALO. "Be a Marxist not a Khrushchev, nor a Gorbachev, nor a Teng 
Hsiaoping. In syntheses, don't be Revisionists, because we are the opposite of 
Revisionism. Today, revisionism is in general bankruptcy, but that doesn't mean it doesn't 
exist. It exists. Its accomplices are out there and plentiful. They are adopting new forms 
to fool the class and the people." 

QUOTE. "The political line is like the key cord of a network. If one pulls it the entire net 
will open up." There is much of that in the X Committee. Many intrigues and 
machinations that have to do with these peasant bases that we must sweep away and 
crush. If we are communists, we must hold ourselves to what Marxism teaches us. 

PRESIDENT GONZALO. "That is the key cord, and the political question is the point of 
departure for our daily activities. Chairman Mao tells us: The political ideology decides 
everything, and that must guide us to analyze our work. We reiterate that in the X 
Committee there is sectionalism with focus only on local issues. 



What is sectionalism? It is a "small-group mentality." The application of this politics 
aims not at the interest of the Party, but it goes against the interests of the people and the 
proletariat. It has to do with splitting. It is a contrary line; therefore, we must not keep 
this attitude of sectionalism. It is true that here in this Committee a line contrary to the 
Party does not exist, but there is sectionalism, a mountain of it. The issue is whether we 
need to see the interests of the Committee as a UNITY or as sectionalism. 

X does not criticize himself, is he acting just like the "caudillos" [populist leaders — 
trans.] of the past? Like a little military dictator (militarejos)? It is clear that there is petty 
leadership in the Committee. There is resentment, of course!, instead of developing the 
interests of the Party, they are busy with personal animosities, petty intrigues and dirty 
infighting. We must lay the issues out openly here and find corrective actions; we must 
crush these attitudes. 

If we do not focus our struggle in the interests of the class, of the people, of the poor 
peasantry, then we generate "caciques" [A populist chief in a peasant community — 
trans.], then we are not communists. As President Gonzalo says, the people can see that 
little village lords with commanding voices are so arrogant that they look like angry dogs 
with their tails raised. 

How does the two line struggle develop here? Is it like a personal struggle, low, dirty, full 
of intrigues and revenges contrary to the interests of the proletariat? We must elevate it to 
the political level, we must put the problems on the table so that the Party can resolve 
them. We must keep in mind that our bases must embody both the proletarian mind and 
the peasant hands. Chairman Mao said that leadership must keep in mind the above 
quotations. 

THE 5 UNIFICATIONS OF THE COMMUNIST PARTY 

QUOTE. "It is necessary to reaffirm the discipline of the Party which consists of: 

1.- The subordination of the militant to the organization. 

2.- The subordination of the minority to the majority. 

3.- The subordination of the lower level to the higher level. 

4.- The subordination of the whole Party to the Central Committee (CC). Whoever 
violates these rules of discipline, undermines the Unity of the Party." 

PRESIDENT GONZALO: Democratic Centralism is key, it is a condition of 
Communists. It serves Unity. The UNITY of Communists is precious, and must be based 
on principles. Unity that is not based and sustained on principles is not Unity. See how 
much Unity has been declared since the earliest times of the International Communist 
Movement, and how many treacherous revisionists have spoken about Unity. They have 
spoken empty words of Unity to hide their divisive positions. So where is the erroneous 



root for Unity not to be established? It is that individual and group interests have been 
established instead. Unity is sustained upon principles, upon Marxism-Leninism-Maoism 
(MLM) ideology, around an established plan, the process of the People's War. That is 
what must unite us, and not personal or group interests. 

1. UNITY OF UNDERSTANDING. If we don't begin by understanding the issues in the 
same manner, then there will be no basis for unification. If we don't understand the same 
principles and standards, we will not be able to grasp the issues with revolutionary 
criteria. If there is no unity of understanding, then there is no basis to talk about Unity. 
Unity of Understanding is the basis of the other unifications. 

2. UNIFICATION IN POLITICS. Political Unification is based on the Unity of 
Understanding. Only by understanding things uniformly, can we establish a uniform 
policy. We need a unified understanding of the class struggle, the New Power and its 
defense, and the defense of our politics. 

3. UNIFICATION IN PLAN. On the basis of Unity and understanding in Politics, arises 
Unification in Plan. If there were not a uniform understanding in politics, there would not 
be a common plan. If not, each person would establish and implement his own plan, as he 
sees fit. That is completely improper for Communists. 

4. UNIFICATION IN ACTION. Having Unification in Plan, we enter the Unification 
of Action: one single action to strike like a closed fist, so as not to strike the enemy with 
open fingers. Based on these four unification, the fifth unification arises. 

5. UNIFICATION IN COMMAND. Only thus can we have a unified Command, and on 
the basis of Unification of Command, we will have Centralization. That is the problem of 
Democratic Centralism, and one of the problems which afflicts the X Committee is the 
problem of Command. The command has been questioned, it is not accepted, it doesn't 
have the required unification. Ambushes are planned, agreed upon, then are not carried 
out. In reality, there is not agreement because there is not Unification in Understanding. 
When the actions are not being accomplished, then the infighting appears, the 
contentions, the questioning, the non recognitions, the lack of submission, the 
insubordinations, the problems of command. It is a problem of Democratic Centralism, 
and the cause of it is the lack of Unity of Understanding. Are they underestimating the 
power of our peasant bases? Learn and apply the five unifications here! 

The 5 unifications must be understood well, and all unity has got to be based on 
principles, on established standards and politics of the Party, and not for each person to 
do as he pleases. 

The discipline of the Party demands among other things, that the minority subordinate 
itself to the majority. Even in the event that your opinion has been rejected, you must 
support the decision approved by the majority. If you consider it necessary, you can 
present the matter again for reconsideration in the next meeting, but in no way can you go 
against the decision already adopted 



We must learn better to subordinate ourselves to Party discipline, that is to subordinate 
ourselves to the Central Committee, to the agreements of the Zonal Committee. The right 
must take its turn; those vacillating will have to be crushed. 

It is necessary to reaffirm ourselves in the discipline of the Party. We all understand that; 
clearly that's not the problem. The problem arises when we don't apply it, then we must 
demand its application; it is a must. The secretary must be firm with his authority. He 
must apply his authority, not authoritarianism. Have patience in forging the proletariat 
and the peasantry. Comrade secretary lacks firmness, he is flimsy, he flits around, he 
doesn't like to study; but he has the capacity for decision, and you, because you are 
friends, say nothing; then the Committee will be in an uproar because of this problem. 

We abide by the principles, then we have to apply them. We are prepared to apply them. 
In Committee X you talk about a lot that is seen but not accepted, where the unified 
substance is not addressed because there is sectionalism. If we don't consider the Unity of 
what is attempted, each one doing as he wants, as he sees fit, there is no subordination to 
the majority, there is no subordination to the Central Committee; it's clear that there isn't. 

Where does this theory of base government come from? There is no submission to the 
CC in that; the decision and submission in there comes only from the head of that 
Comrade. We must persist in the problem of unity; the problem is not just saying let's 
conduct an ambush, the problem is applying it, and for its success political struggle is 
required. In the struggle, we need to apply the 5 unifications; if not, our Unity is up in the 
air, a formality of Unity, pure appearances. 

ON THE CONSTRUCTION OF THE PARTY. To be studied and applied thoroughly 
(see the PCP publications in Bandera Roja —Red Flag) President Gonzalo proposes three 
issues in the construction of the Party, through the three tasks of Marxism, which 
continue to be fully valid and applicable today. When they speak to us of the Party as 
distinct from and opposed to other parties, that continues perfectly valid, and there is no 
need to add or subtract anything. When Marx says that the Party is for conquering Power, 
what more can we add to that? Absolutely nothing. 

Then when Lenin speaks to us about the problem of underground Party work, it is in 
essence to maintain high the flags of the revolution: that is fully valid; or when Chairman 
Mao talks about how to build the Party, the problem of the United Front, the armed 
struggle, etc., that is masterful, it is the problem of linking the Party to the armed 
struggle, the United Front! When he speaks to us of the Party as a compact organization, 
selective and efficient: all that is accurate and great. The contributions of the 3 greatest in 
history, our three unfading flags, is then comrades, a development that makes sense: 
that's how to understand the construction of the Party from the viewpoint of Marxism. 

If we fully understand that the ideological and political line decides everything, then we 
will achieve the five unifications. 



In addition, we must address other problems; for example that the Party is the one leading 
everything. Why do we start out with issues of the organization of the Party? Because 
there are comrades who are militants of the Party but do not apply the principles of the 
Party, and we see that there are comrades who have sectarian criteria; these are attitudes 
we must sweep away. Insist that our militants be forged as communists. We must not 
forget that incorporation into the Party is an organic incorporation to begin with, but the 
main issue is the ideological and political incorporation, and that developes in the midst 
of hard struggle, an internal struggle which takes place in the midst of the class struggle, 
of the masses and of the People's War; a struggle to incorporate within ourselves the 
Basis of Party Unity (BUP), the Congress, the ideology, the Programme, and the Line. 
That's why the struggle is carried on. 

STALIN'S THESES 

This is important. Comrade Stalin was a great organizer. No one who is a communist has 
any doubts about that, that is good. I believe that we must take into account the problem 
he taught us, that line by itself is not enough. Comrade Stalin told us: there are some who 
believe that line is enough, and that having the better, more beautiful and perfect line is a 
marvel. That is completely erroneous; line is not sufficient! 

First: there must be a correct political line (Base). 

Second, organization. Why? Because without organic apparatuses it is not possible to 
implement the political line; even definite, significant and concrete agreements could not 
be made into reality. Only with Organizational Apparatuses can the line be carried into 
practice, that is what he taught us. The line is not enough; we must shape the line into 
organizational aparatuses. We must consolidate, construct the Party, the People's Army of 
Liberation, the United Front-New State (the 6 forms of Power), firmly solid, a war 
machine of the proletariat, to organize the masses so that they can actively defend the 
revolution, so they can fight. What else do we need? A Plan! 

Third, struggle must be organized by means of those organic apparatuses to put the line 
into practice. So, the problem is to organize the struggle. If struggle is not organized, then 
one cannot go on from line to reality; the line is not applied, nor is the plan. 

Fourth, the cadres must be well selected, a good selection of cadres is a must. 

Fifth, we have to manage the development of the cadres, and the directives for the 
application of the line. 

There are 5 issues: 

1. Line. 

2. Organization. 



3. Two line struggle. 

4. Selection of cadres. 

5. Mangement of tasks. 

Comrade Stalin emphasized to us that we have to consider what Lenin taught on 
organization and construction of the Party; both go together; we call it organizational 
construction. Well, all these questions treated by Lenin and Stalin can be condensed as 
follows: what is principal in the organizational work is the selection of men and a good 
management in the accomplishment of tasks. So, he tells us, this is Lenin's general idea. 
The teachings of Lenin on this matter are masterful, we must keep them in mind, Why? 
Because the problems of organization in the Party deserve our utmost concern for the 
conquest of Power. In Committee X today with still more reason. 

Later Comrade Stalin laid out the following, analyzing the situation of the Bolshevik 
Party and a series of problems which survived, he proposed solutions to get rid of the 
problems, telling us this: 

In the first place it is important to direct the attention of our Party comrades immersed in 
daily problems of every kind toward the great political problems of national and 
international significance. In any Committee there is always a mountain of problems, 
daily problems that if we don't solve them will bog us down. That's how it is in the 
parties. So what do we do? We have to step out of these problems, so we don't get 
bogged down; we have to go to the great political problems of national and international 
character. It helps us if we remember the problem of the proletariat in the Democratic 
Revolution, in the World Proletarian Revolution. That helps us get rid of these problems 
that bog us down without getting swamped, marking time, going around and around.That 
is what we have to look at; that must continue to have primary attention in our work. 

Another problem: Comrade Stalin stressed the important method of instructing the 
comrades based on their own errors; that's very important in the work. We make many 
mistakes; well then, what to do when confronting the cadres? We must educate them 
analyzing the problems, the errors they have made, the root of those problems and the 
road to solve them -- these 3 questions: the error made, the root of the error and the 
solution. 

We are told that Bolsheviks must therefore be tougher, capable of acknowledging their 
own mistakes, capable of telling their ERRORS committed, that's why he says that we 
must have courage, we must destroy their causes and point out the way to correct them: 
that is the way to be Bolsheviks, that is also the way for us to be communists. However, 
Comrade Stalin says certain comrades think that it is not good to talk about the errors of 
the comrades, because it would diminish their authority and so they lose self-respect, thus 
they hide their mistakes. Using that procedure the cadres suffer, and the mistakes deepen! 



PRESIDENT GONZALO: if anybody believes that to care for the self-respect of the 
cadres we have to hide the mistakes, where is that leading? To dangers; to keep on 
making mistakes, and this gets worse. By hiding their errors, they repeat them more and 
more, and not only that, there are NEW ERRORS. So they keep accumulating, and where 
does that lead? It leads to a complete failure of their tasks. So the cadres remain stuck, 
their self-respect and tranquility remain diminished, because to try to preserve cadres by 
hiding their mistakes is a false and mistaken way of doing things. Thus they are not 
forged, they are ruined since they get more swamped. That is a poor method. I believe 
that these things are very necessary to address for the Committee to respond to the 
problems it has... 

ON CORRECTING MISTAKEN IDEAS IN THE PARTY 

QUOTATION: "There are various non-proletarian ideas in the Communis Party 
organization in the Fourth Red Army which greatly hinder the application of the Party's 
correct line. Unless these ideas are thoroughly corrected, the Fourth Army cannot 
possibly shoulder the tasks assigned to it in China's great revolutionary struggle." Mao 
Tsetung, Dec. 1929 

PRESIDENT GONZALO. The above quote is very good and fits like a glove our own 
reality which is distinct. Our own experience must be seen with clarity if we don't want to 
commit errors in our work. There is the material base: the great majority are of peasant 
origins and others come from the petty bourgeoisie; it is very interesting. That's our social 
base too. Then this is a good document starting from the first question, that enumerates 
the errors, and then sets forth the solutions, pay attention to that quotation. 

In the the Chinesse case, for example: the Red Army was composed in its great majority 
of the peasantry and other elements of the petty bourgeoisie; the peasantry is also petty 
bourgeois. Of course, you already know that, that is according to Marxism-Leninism. We 
can't forget the historical importance of the peasantry, it has been considered as a class 
for good reason, but it is also petty bourgeois; that must never be forgotten because both 
are based on small property, on small production. For that reason, I reiterate that the 
peasantry has importance because of their immense political weight. Because the great 
majority of them are poor, then they become an ally; and together with the proletarian 
class they make up the Worker-Peasant Alliance. Watch out! We must know how to 
specify things well, the alliance is not proletariat-peasants-petty bourgeoisie; it is the 
Worker-Peasant Alliance: this shows how that part of the petty bourgeoisie has been set 
aside by the importance it has and because of the poverty it suffers, and that it takes up 
the banner of destroying private ownership of land by the landowners, the great property. 
Of course that is the reason; we must know how to place things well; I think if one sees 
that, one already understands. 

"What is the use if we analyze the problems of the Committee X from a purely military 
viewpoint? "...There are comrades who consider the military problems and the political 
problems as having opposed interests. You see? For them it is not a problem when one 
says up there are military problems, and down here are political problems. It's not that 



way at all, but things get presented by counterposing the political to the military. They 
refuse to recognize the fact that the military constitutes just one of the means. They think 
that the Red Army like the white army has only one task: to fight. What happened with 
the main force of Committee X? Aren't they degenerating in these criteria? Here it is 
then, a fault crystalizing in facts due to the focus on a single task. See Volume I page 
111, "Purely military viewpoint." [Spanish version — trans.] 

With regard to the organizational: They subordinate the organization of the Red Army 
charged with the political work to those in charge of the military work. Why doesn't the 
army's political department work in this Committee? Why doesn't it function as in other 
committees? This is the first thing that must function, otherwise how can we establish 
that the Party be in control of the People's Army; how can its absolute political leadership 
be exerted? Apparently one may think that is not the way it is, but appearance is one 
thing; this problem must be resolved. 

SECTIONALISM. Those in Committee X worry about the body of the Army. But, they 
do not understand the whole thing, because there is heavy sectionalism, this is an intense 
form of "small- group" mentality. Clearly some comrades pay little attention to the 
directives. Some do not understand the objective conditions, and others do not understand 
the subjective conditions; that is, there are many poisonous weeds, so we must tear them 
out. That has its social base and root, the ideological dynamics which we have been 
speaking about from the beginning. 

They say they suffer from a lack of perspective; yes they do. That's what is going on 
here; why don't they carry out detailed work to conduct the ambushes? Why haven't the 
actions been carried out? Why don't these comrades accomplish their duties? Why don't 
they see the need for observing details and doing hard work? why? Because they have no 
political understanding of the actions; they don't understand what it's for: it is to push 
forward the development of the Support Bases. They don't understand that it is for 
conquering Power. Any armed action we do must be planned; if we don't see the 
importance, we won't plan, we won't act with attention to details; that is the reason then. 

ULTRA DEMOCRACY. What can we say about the comrades in Committee X? Is 
authority being recognized there? No, it is not. Then there are individuals, not authorities. 
We have discussed this with the Committee. The concepts in the documents they 
submitted are alien to the principle of organization of the Party. For example, when an 
ambush is agreed upon, it is not put into practice with sincerity, that's what is happening. 
That has to do with violating the principles of organization. 

The document of Committee X also criticizes that neither principles nor standards are 
being applied. Criticism, instead of being a weapon of combat is becoming a weapon in 
personal struggles, a manifestation of individualism; we must study. Many comrades do 
not do self- criticism within the organization of the Party but outside of it. They are 
practicing gossip. How the hell are we going to put an end to that? In all apparatuses 
where that exists, we have to end it. It helps the enemy, the old system. The struggle must 



be raised within the organization . We must apply the standards, to end, to cut out all the 
gossip that serves the enemy, that serves reaction. 

In synthesis: We need to correct erroneous ideas, applying chapter 24 of Vol. 1 of 
Chairman Mao's works. That is an important chapter in which various quotations are 
condensed. Study well page 258 [Spanish version — trans.] Here liberalism and other 
problems are gone into. These problems exist in Committee X as in other committees of 
the Party. Letting these things to go on and not maintaining a principled position when 
facing these situations, who does that serve? 

To give an example: they disobey orders, others focus on personal attacks and seek 
revenge, others listen to incorrect ideas and say nothing. They speak in the Party 
meetings without investigating first, without asking questions. They must read and study 
all this. For example, to work without discipline and without a plan, isn't that what's 
happening? Clearly so! This text is very important; this is all the same document, which 
must be considered for the rectification of erroneous ideas in the Party, complementing 
the quotations in Chapter 24. It is urgent that you must study it as part of the Rectification 
Campaign specific to this Committee. They are not counterpoised to the general line of 
the Party. 

You should start to identify, weed out and sweep away as much as possible the ideas 
alien to the Party, alien to M-L-M, Gonzalo Thought. That is what is in unity. 

We must apply the quotations about People's War; there you find how to make the 
People's War according to the position of the Party, according to the positions of the 
Proletariat; and making People's War is our main task as communists in this country. 
Who prevents the war from expressing its power with alien ideas, with mistaken ideas 
that must be eradicated by the rectification campaign? Sweep away the alien ideas with 
the document "On Correcting Mistaken Ideas in the Party." So apply the rectification 
Campaign with the two documents that are part of one whole. It's not a matter of study, 
one does not study what is wrong, the issue is to embody what is in conformity, so we 
can give power the People's War, to arm the head in order to arm our hands; when one 
arms the mind, that is arming the hands to fight better.

REVOLUTION IS THE ONLY SOLUTION FOR 
WOMEN'S OPPRESSION 

"The women's struggle for their emancipation is linked to the triumph of the revolution. " 

"Unemployment, hunger and misery is what the old order has to offer to millions of 
women. " 



Under the instructions of his Yankee advisors, Fujimori has created an entity known as 
the "Ministry for Women," that endeavors to contain with demagoguery the increasing 
number of women involved in the sharpening of the class struggle in Peru. This 
highlights the central problem of the politicization of women, as an integral and 
indispensable part of the People's War led by the PCP. 

Besides its ideological strength, one of the things that distinguishes the Communist Party 
of Peru (PCP) from other liberation movements throughout the world, is the active 
organization and incorporation of women into the revolutionary struggle. Over half of the 
PCP Central Committee established by the First Congress in 1988 was women, as is still 
the case today! This is just one example, of the significant part women play in the 
leadership of the Peruvian Revolution. 

The "senderologists," those self-proclaimed "experts in the affairs of Shining Path" (as all 
reactionary scum call the PCP), from the beginning of the People's War, have made 
speculations about the participation of women in the armed struggle. Among other 
ridiculous things they have said, is that the massive participation of women was due to 
"President Gonzalo representing for them some sort of idealized father figure" and from 
the beginning, they tried to convince us how the Party was really a "cult" dedicated to 
violence. 

These speculations are the shortsighted reactionary conceptions of these individuals, who 
apparently cannot accept the idea of women in leadership positions, having their own 
rational thoughts, and not acting as appendages of men. They reflect a concept of women 
as motivated by feelings, and not by logic, letting themselves be used at will by men, for 
the furtherance of their interests. 

The fact of the matter is that Peruvian women take an active part in the revolutionary 
struggle, including the armed struggle, out of a conscious realization, that the PCP is the 
only Party which today, genuinely represents, the just demands of the people and the full 
emancipation of women. 

l.WHAT IS THE PCP'S POSITION ON WOMEN'S RIGHTS? 

The political line of the PCP is based on the ideology of the proletariat, Marxism- 
Leninism-Maoism, Gonzalo Thought, which upholds that without the massive 
participation of women, the proletarian revolution is not possible. Chairman Mao restates 
this position when he says: "The emancipation of women is part of the emancipation of 
the proletariat." But he also leaves out any doubt that the emancipation of women must 
be won by women themselves, who constitute half of heaven and therefore must help to 
conquer it. 

Analyzing the historical process, Engels established the fundamental thesis that the place 
of women in society, depends on the property relations of the means of production, how 
the right to property is exerted, and the relations of production derived therefrom. He 
defines the great historical defeat of women that took place thousands of years ago, when 



kinship affiliation and inheritance through the father, replaced affiliation and inheritance 
through the mother. 

Thus, women lost their position as heads of their families, their control over communal 
property and their participation in public life; and they became economically, politically 
and ideologically subject to men. This occurred when paternity of children had to be 
clearly established, due to the development of private ownership of the means of 
production in the hands of men. This replaced communal rights to the productive forces, 
thus opening the way for the exploitation of man by man, and for the formation of the 
first states to impose, through organized violence, the interests of the exploiters against 
those of the exploited. At the same time, the group marriage of primitive communal 
society was replaced with marriage systems of paternal affiliation (headed by the man 
who often could have several wives). Later this was replaced by the monogamous family 
of the bourgeois era. 

In this manner, Engels exposed the intimate link between private property, the family and 
the state. He clearly defines that the material base for the oppression of women is found 
in the private ownership of the means of production, and not in the division of labor, as 
many supposed revolutionaries and self-proclaimed Marxists have held by twisting the 
thesis of Engels. The emancipation of women can only be achieved by abolition of 
private property, which will lead to the disappearance of the monogamous bourgeois- 
style family, and finally to the withering away of the state, since neither of these would 
serve any further useful function. Thus, the objective interests of women are identical to 
those of the proletariat. 

Marxism defends the demand for the "emancipation of women" and opposes the thesis of 
"liberation of women", which is a product of bourgeois and petty-bourgeois feminism, 
and leads to the counterpoising of men and women, hiding the true causes of the 
oppression of women. The emancipation of women cannot be achieved by destroying 
"patriarchal society", but only through ending exploitative society as a whole. 

2.THE SITUATION AND POSITION OF WOMEN IN PERUVIAN 
SOCIETY 

The PCP analyzes the situation of women in Peruvian society from a Marxist viewpoint. 
Jose Carlos Mariategui, the founder of the PCP, paid special attention to the struggles of 
women, and established the foundations of the specific line of the Party on the woman 
question. To determine the women's situation, he first defined the general characteristics 
of Peruvian society, defining it as semi-feudal and semi-colonial, characterized by 
backwardness and bureaucratic capitalism. 

The base of Peruvian society is made up of semi-feudalism in the countryside, 
characterized by private and state latifundia (large land holdings), which sustain 
themselves by serfdom and free labor, producing mainly for export. Minifundia (small 
plots of land) tended by poor peasants using very rudimentary means, whose products are 
mainly for self-consumption, or at most reach the local market, many times lack any legal 



protection since they have no titles of property. Even though each reactionary regime has 
put an "agrarian reform plan" in place, and distributes a token number of titles to land, the 
fact remains that the political power of the landowners is fundamentally maintained on 
this economic base. 

In the cities, capitalism has developed based on feudalism, and completely subject to the 
needs of imperialist capital. It is decrepit and parasitic, that is, bureaucratic capitalism. It 
is only able to develop those sectors of production which benefit imperialism, which 
means that it's based on the exploitation of cheap raw materials, and maintains the 
country in complete submission economically, politically, ideologically and militarily to 
imperialism, mainly US imperialism. 

The state is a dictatorship of the big bourgeoisie and landowners, who are the ones 
benefitting from the current relations of exploitation; thus it uses all means at its disposal, 
to preserve their interests. The social foundation of this society is the family, which 
fulfills both social and economic tasks (many of which in imperialist countries are 
fulfilled by society as a whole, such as supporting its members in case of sickness, 
unemployment, old age or unforeseen calamities, and financing the education of the 
children). In the ruling classes, the family also helps maintain the concentration of power 
in the hands of a relatively small number of influential families, whose members and in- 
laws share important positions in the economy, politics and the armed forces. 

The role of women in society is influenced above all by their functions in the family, as 
mothers, transmitters of traditional moral values, and domestic laborers. This traditional 
role fulfills important functions in the upkeep of the old system. Women "should" seek to 
"marry well", and their education is tailored to that end. Ruling class women study in the 
best schools and universities, improving their value in the matrimonial market. Many 
times women of the middle classes also see their education in this light. In addition, today 
women of the highest classes have the possibilities of professional careers, because it is 
well-known that in Peru, such positions are allotted based on nepotism and political 
trustworthiness, making no major difference whether it's a man or woman. Thus, it's no 
longer rare to find women in important positions in the economic and political fields. 

On the other hand, women of the popular classes generally receive an education which 
prepares them for domestic work, in order for them to be able to contribute to the support 
of the family, easing the burden of the man as head of the family. For them, employment 
is understood to be a period of transition between school and marriage, although many 
women continue to work outside the home after marriage, to complement the meager 
salary of the husband. A typical case would be a peasant girl in the shanty towns 
surrounding a major city, who, before marriage, works as a household maid in exchange 
for room and board, and sometimes a tip, and after marriage she contributes to the family 
income, as an ambulatory vendor or by cleaning houses. 

In the imperialist countries the employment of women generally allows for the lowering 
of wages of workers and laborers, since the capitalists pay their workers the bare 
minimum to sustain their labor power and assure the subsistence of the family. In other 



words, salaried work by women and their contribution to the family earnings, permit 
cutting down salaries in general, because their incorporation into the productive process 
sharpens competition in the labor market. 

In Peru, during the prolonged economic crisis of today, wages have been cut considerably 
and the average wage of a worker is much below the minimum necessary for subsistence. 
The situation of the middle class is similar. Today, no family of the people is able to 
survive with only one salary. Generally, not only the father and mother work, but the 
children also contribute to the family income. For this reason, close family ties persist 
both in the countryside and in the city, because they serve as the only social "safety net". 
So, only in exceptional cases does the incorporation of women into the productive 
process, lead to economic independence from husband or parents. 

The situation of women in the countryside is determined even more by family ties. Little 
girls from peasant origin, at a very early age assume their share of the tasks in the home 
and the family plot, and after marrying, as a rule very young, they continue the same 
chores at their husband's property. Very few women from poor families, who are the vast 
majority, go beyond the most elementary education. Many times they speak very little 
Spanish, and have the highest rate of illiteracy. Their responsibilities are clearly defined: 
besides domestic work and tending to the children, they help the men tend the family 
plot, tend cattle and sell a few agricultural products at the local market. 

It is normal for women to have many children, who are considered cheap labor, and thus 
the women spend their youth going from one pregnancy to the next. Representing the 
family in public life is the task of the man. However, the traditional ways of life in the 
countryside are being broken because the land is no longer able to support all the 
descendants. This forces the men to temporarily leave the home to work in the mines and 
plantations, or the entire family leaves the countryside, to try to earn a living in the city. 

But it is also becoming more common for girls to leave the family when they're very 
young to work as domestic employees in the city. This is considered a privilege in certain 
ways, because they have a chance to learn Spanish, and if they're lucky they may finish 
school. Many of them get married in the city, and with their families populate the shanty 
towns, which now surround every major city in the country. 

These material circumstances are accompanied by a patriarchal double standard of 
morality, which considers the woman a possession exclusively for the man: as a sexual 
object, mother and domestic maid. Even if the woman has a job, in her private life her 
field of action is reduced to the home, and strict marital fidelity is expected of her. The 
man is completely free for sexual piracy. Consequently, prostitution and single 
motherhood are a common sight. These morals correspond to the still prevailing feudal 
mentality. The bourgeois liberal ideas that inspired the first feminist struggles in other 
places, as well as the bourgeois democratic revolution, with its ideals of "liberty" and 
"equality", have been unable to get their foothold in Peru. 



In the imperialist countries, the state has given women the formal right to equality, but 
has been unable to make it a reality. The incorporation of women into the productive 
process is not sufficient to guarantee their emancipation; it is only the starting point for 
the emancipation struggle. Those "Marxists" who think that "the woman question" can be 
solved by giving women equal conditions within the economic process, are only 
obscuring the true cause of feminine oppression: private ownership of the means of 
production. The emancipation of women can only be accomplished by the abolition of 
this private property, and the only social system capable of achieving that is socialism. 
Therefore, even if a bourgeois-democratic revolution in Peru were still historically 
possible, it could not achieve the emancipation of women. That is only possible today, 
through developing the democratic revolution of the new type, such as the one that the 
PCP is leading, and its uninterrupted continuation through the Socialist Revolution. 

3.THE INCORPORATION OF WOMEN INTO THE 
REVOLUTIONARY STRUGGLE 

In Peruvian history, there are a number of extraordinary women who provided important 
contributions to the country's literature, art and politics. It suffices to remember Micaela 
Bastidas, who at the end of the 18 th century, with her husband Jose Gabriel Condorcanqui 
(a.k.a. Tupac Amaru II) led one of the largest peasant uprisings in Peruvian history. In the 
19 century, influenced by liberal bourgeois ideas, there emerged the first women in 
literature and the demand for education for women. Until then, there were only "girls' 
schools" operated by nuns, with very limited curricula, preparing girls for their future role 
as housewife and mother. Access to these private institutions was for the privileged 
classes only. According to the feudal mentality, women working outside the home were 
considered as lacking decorum, a symbol of social decay. 

As a result of the struggles for the right to education, in 1908 women were allowed to 
enter the university for the first time in Peru. In 1928, the first state school for women 
was founded in Lima. At the time, the vast majority of women students pursued careers 
in education. After World War II, women entered all professional careers, and today 
studying at the university is not limited to the ruling classes, although because of their 
high cost, their doors remain closed to the poor sectors. So today, the right to education is 
no longer a problem of gender, but of the necessary economic means. 

The most profound change in the situation of women took place with their incorporation 
into industrial production. The emergence of bureaucratic capitalism at the end of the 19 th 
century introduced the use of machinery, which made possible the growing integration of 
women into the productive process. This created the material base for the politicization of 
women, which was expressed as their participation in trade union struggles. Women took 
an active part in the struggles for better wages and working conditions, and for the eight 
hour work day, and they organized actions to protest against poverty and the high cost of 
living. With all this, especially with their adherence to the proletarian ideology, women 
finally saw the doors open for their definitive emancipation. 



Mariategui analyzed the feminist movement of his time and concluded that three 
fundamental tendencies could be seen, based on their class character: bourgeois 
feminism, petty bourgeois feminism and proletarian feminism. He summarized: "Women, 
like men, are reactionary, centrists or revolutionary. They cannot, therefore, fight together 
in the same battles. On the current human political scene, class differentiates individuals 
more than gender." He also held that a genuinely revolutionary feminist movement would 
have to be based on proletarian ideology. He saw how the incorporation of women into 
the productive process was an important condition for them to develop political 
consciousness, and he called on Communists, to pay special attention to work among 
women in the universities and trade unions. The object of this work was to politicize 
women, incorporate them into the class struggle, and elevate their ideological and 
political levels through their education in proletarian ideology, as well as their 
organization into trade unions and into the Communist Party, where he foresaw the 
creation of women's secretariats. 

When in the 60's President Gonzalo, who was heading the red fraction, began the 
reconstitution of the PCP as a party of the new type, Marxist-Leninist-Maoist, he 
reclaimed Mariategui's theses on the woman question and developed them further. The 
result was the founding of the "People's Feminist Movement" (Movimiento Feminino 
Popular, MFP) as an organization generated by the Party in the struggle for the specific 
interests of women. 

The MFP developed a declaration of principles and a programme. There it rejected any 
and all bourgeois feminism and emphasized that "The struggle of Peruvian women is part 
of the struggles of the exploited and oppressed people, and their enemies are the same." 
Its established tasks are to struggle for the specific demands of women, to mobilize, 
politicize and organize them on the basis of the thought of Mariategui, as well as their 
participation in all the organizational forms of the proletariat, and in the people's 
struggles in general. 

The application of this specific line in the mass work led to the great number of 
Communist women who have taken their place on the side of the fighting people. 
Convinced that only the destruction of exploitative society and the construction of a new 
society would realize the emancipation of the oppressed, they broke with the traditional 
role of women and actively took part in the long years of struggle against revisionism, to 
prepare the PCP for the initiation of the armed struggle. One great example is Comrade 
Norah, born in 1945, founding member of the red fraction, and an implacable fighter 
against revisionism, who until her death in combat on November 14 th , 1988, was an 
outstanding member of the Party's Central Committee. 

With the beginning of the People's War, the struggle of women also took on another 
dimension. It rose to a struggle for emancipation with weapons in hand. When the first 
guerilla units marched onto the field, many women were among them, smashing the 
prejudice that war is only for men, participating from the very beginning in equal 
conditions in the armed actions. They showed their capacity to confront the difficult life 
of the guerilla and their high courage and bellicosity; many gave their lives for the 



revolution. On many occasions, they proved in practice their capability as leaders and 
assumed command of their units. 

While at the start of the People's War, the majority of women in the revolution were of 
petty bourgeois origins, and very soon that changed too. Since 1982, when the first 
People's Committees were formed as the specific form of the State of New Democracy in 
the countryside, the peasantry increasingly incorporated themselves into the revolution. 
This also meant the massive incorporation of peasant women into the People's War, since 
one of the particularities of the Peruvian revolution is that in the People's Committees, the 
whole population is organized militarily, as the base force. Under the New Power, 
women as well as men have the right to take an active part in the decisions of the People's 
Committees. 

In addition, organisms are generated which represent the specific needs and interests of 
the women, and they enforce them. The children in the People's Committees also receive 
a new democratic education, without differentiation by sex, which from early age, 
develops their political consciousness. The result is a generalized politicization and the 
emergence of many women with a highly developed revolutionary spirit. 

In the cities as well, we see the active participation of women in the class struggle. They 
understand that the wage cuts and firings of their husbands affect their own existence, 
and they actively support the workers 'struggles. In the struggles in the shanty towns to 
defend their plots of land, or in the struggles for potable water, drainage or electricity, it 
is common to see women in the front lines. The PCP takes these demands as just and 
correct, and creates organisms generated by the Party to lead these struggles. 

The class conscious men and women workers are organized into the "Movement of 
Class-conscious Workers and Laborers" (MOTC in Spanish); the most advanced part of 
the population in the shanty towns constitute the "Neighborhood Class-conscious 
Movement"(MCB). In 1990, "People's Struggle Committees" were developed in some 
shanty towns. They were formed in places where the majority of the population supported 
the revolution, and they constitute an embryonic form of the New Power in the city. Their 
main task is to lead the struggle for the just demands of the workers and poor masses in 
general, as well as to organize other collective activities, and to solve concrete problems 
of the population. 

There too, women participate with the same rights and duties as men, and have formed 
organizations of collective survival. Some, like the "People's Cafeteria" (Comedores 
Populares) or the "Glass of Milk Committees," were initially founded by the revisionist 
parties for electioneering purposes. Today, in the same places, class conscious women 
have assumed leadership, and they do not "humbly and appreciatively" accept the 
handouts the State so nicely "gives" them; rather they demand it as a right of the people 
that it actually is. The working masses, with their labor, with their sweat and tears, and 
with their heavy toiling, create all the riches of society without exception, and so they 
have the right to the fruit of their own labor. These "generous handouts "of the haughty 
powerful, are but the fruit of the labor of the masses which have been wrested away from 



them by force of arms. They are now recovering them, as is due, by force of arms. These 
people's struggles are very instrumental to the politicization and organization of women. 

In the Third Plenum of the Central Committee, in July of 1992, the PCP saw the need to 
push forward the struggle for the basic needs of the people and to place themselves at the 
head, to win over the masses in the cities, and construct the People's Liberation Front. 
President Gonzalo reaffirmed this agreement in his historic speech of September of '92. 
There is ample evidence that the PCP has taken up this directive and is putting it into 
practice. According to information in the Peruvian Press, increased activity by the PCP in 
the factories and shanty towns is very noticeable, and new organizations are being created 
to struggle for the just demands of the masses. These activities will lead to a still greater 
integration of women in the cities, into the revolutionary movement. 

STRUGGLE IN THE IDEOLOGICAL REALM 

For centuries the thesis of a supposed "human nature" has been used as an ideological 
justification for oppression in general, and of women in particular, along with the 
complementary thesis of the so-called "feminine nature." In particular, religion has 
played a nefarious role in the propagation of these ideas. Marxists, however, sustain that 
human beings are a product of society and resolutely oppose the "feminine nature" thesis, 
as well as that of "human nature". 

Applying Chairman Mao's great thesis that politics commands everything, the place 
within the leadership structure of those integrating into the Party, army and organizations 
generated by the PCP is defined exclusively by their ideological and political level and 
not, as in bourgeois society, by good relations with the ruling class or even by specific 
qualifications. The PCP starts from the need to carry out the tasks, to apply a correct 
political line and to rely on the masses; no one, man or woman is excluded beforehand 
from any task simply because they may not have a few specific skills or know-how. In 
this way, women cannot be limited to traditionally "women's tasks" as happens so often 
in the bourgeois and revisionist parties, where only rarely do women manage to become 
leaders. 

On the other hand, we cannot completely ignore that ideological transformation is a very 
prolonged process; there are revolutionaries too who consider taking care of children and 
domestic work as primarily the responsibility of women, because women as well as men 
find breaking with prejudices about traditional roles not very easy to achieve. So in many 
people the prejudice persists that politics is primarily a thing for men, telling women they 
are unprepared to understand politics. The background for this is the persistence of the 
feudal-imperialist mentality expressed in individualism and selfishness. 

The frequent argument hindering the political advancement of women is, what else? That 
someone must take care of the children, and that someone is understood to be the mother. 
Thus, women find it harder to break away from the ties of the old society, where 
domestic work and the care of children are not organized collectively. For instance, if 
both men and women work, why can't the plant's cafeteria, at the end of the work day, 



give each family a canteen with an already prepared supper? Likewise the day care 
centers and other institutions? — All those things are impossible to achieve under 
capitalism! But not under genuine socialism based on Marxism-Leninism-Maoism, 
Gonzalo Thought. The old customs weigh heavy, but they are being shaken as the 
revolution progresses, and after power is conquered they will be destroyed, as both the 
material basis for the oppression of women and the feudal-imperialist system and 
ideology that sustain that oppression are attacked and eliminated. 

Peru People's Movement (MPP). 

Women Represent 30% of the Employed & 
Unemployed Labor Force 

Peru has an approximate population of 24 million. About 12 million are women (50.4%). 
Out of the total population, 8.9 million are economically active (mostly unemployed and 
underemployed people older than 15 years old). From this number, women represent 
2,670,000 (30%). The chronic poverty of the country caused by the super exploitation 
and ruthless economic policies imposed by imperialism (IMF, World Bank), has thrown 
millions of women and children into the streets to work as peddlers and vendors, servants 
and other degrading domestic occupations in order to feed their families. The same 
government statistics (Felix Murillo Alfaro, INEI, October 26, 1996) report that only 
827,700 (9.3% of the total) are employed, 678,180 (7.6%) are involved in some kind of 
activity on the streets (peddlers, informal market, etc.), 379,000 (4.26%) work at home 
but have no income, 248,310 (2.8%) are registered as servants, generally in exchange for 
food and shelter or less than the minimum wage. Only 50,730 (0.57%) of economically 
active women own businesses or occupy management positions. 

In the case of working men, 43% are underemployed, these are also classified as 
"independent workers or informals"; 29% are workers with relatively regular jobs, and 
24% are office employees (public and private.) 

PERU'S POPULATION. 

According to government projections reported by the National Institute of Statistics 
(INEI), the population of Peru up to lune 30, 1996, is 23,947,000 inhabitants. The 
increase from 1995 to 1996 was 415,000.

CRISIS OF BUREAUCRATIC CAPITALISM 
DISGUISED AS "MODERNIZATION" 



While the old State of the big bourgeoisie and large landowners crumbles into pieces 
through the actions of the People's War, and because of the sharp crisis confronting the 
world capitalist system (imperialism), its theoreticians, agents and puppets like Fujimori, 
have for years been promoting capitalist illusions among millions of unemployed and 
underemployed masses through their "modernization" programs. 

The myths of "modernization" and "the informal sector," which imperialism promotes 
directly through the regime and indirectly through the non-governmental organizations 
(NGOs), is one of their last desperate efforts to fool the people and divert the struggle of 
the masses, thus trying to stop the march of the People's War towards the conquest of 
power. 

For example, there is the trafficking of the masses of poor by imperialist profit making 
organizations such as the U.S. Tinker Foundation and its appendages in Peru "Accion 
Internacional," "Accion Communitaria," "Grupo Carsa," "Orion," the USAID and its 
Institute of Liberty and Democracy (ILD) among other poverty pimps, who with the 
complicity of the regime, pressure the poor to mortgage the little they have, to obtain 
loans with high interests rates and excessive fees. Many of the 1.4 million households in 
Lima, most of them in shanty towns, see their lands and homes seized by these 
imperialist organizations for lack of payment. 

These NGOs began coming to Peru as part of the counterinsurgency strategy in the early 
1990's, first disguised as "charitable" organizations to help the poor, later to show their 
true colors as blood suckers, especially of the thousands of underemployed who barely 
survive as street vendors, peddlers and small businesses. These are the "active 
entrepreneurs" that the imperialist media promotes (see Nancy S. Truitt, Director of the 
Tinker Foundation, The Wall Street Journal 10/20/96). 

If capitalist "active entrepreneurship" of the poor was the real solution to poverty, as 
claimed by imperialism in their drive to "modernize" Peru, why has the number of poor 
increased by 2 million from 1990 to 1993 and by 660,000 per year thereafter? (O'Brian 
and Sierra, Forum Solidarity & Democracy, August, 1994) 

"INFORMAL WORK" IS HIDDEN UNEMPLOYMENT 



As a result of the growing rate of unemployment and the uncontrollable Andean 
migration, a massive population has been generated in the belts around the cities, which 
has contributed even further to the breakdown of the obsolete structures of the existing 
system. The uncontainable growth of the "misery belts" of shantytowns has transformed 
"traditional" Lima into a "cornered" district. This situation results from the semi-feudal 
and semi-colonial nature of Peruvian society. The migratory overflow has surpassed the 
financial resources of the old State; the few large industries have been unable to absorb 
all the cheap labor produced by the decline of the existing system. 

The migrants, workers and peasants, confront the obsolescence of the old state, which 
cannot meet even their most basic needs such as jobs, housing, drinking water, sewage, 
electricity and so on. The rural migrant, unemployed and without any prospects, enters 
into competition with thousands of others who seek to survive outside the "official" 
system of wage exploitation. 

Unlike the economist Hernando de Soto and the CIA, who want to disguise the 
unemployed and underemployed by referring to them as "potential entrepreneurs," the 
informal workers are really just men and women who have no other choice than to seek 
their meager sustenance on a daily basis, going from transitory employment to a 
precarious occupation, never knowing exactly what will happen the next day. Charioteers 
at Jiron Huancavelica, stevedores at Jiron Huanuco today; tomorrow they will be at La 
Parada (flea market) or in Miraflores, as roving vendors of cigarettes or candy, thus 
procuring their immediate subsistence in the face of merciless exploitation. 

WHO COMPRISES THE INFORMAL SECTOR IN PERU? 

Mainly the very oppressed, people from the provinces, artisans, professionals and others 
who, as a result of social decomposition, have been plunged into extreme poverty, and 
whom the old State no longer can manage adequately. So the economic system and the 
reactionary State, to manipulate and put to sleep the exploited masses, cynically label 
them "potential entrepreneurs" who, with some theoretical "bank loans", would be able to 
fulfill as a group their unsatisfied needs. 

The real objective of the exploiters and the NGOs in Peru is to prevent the inevitable 
revolutionary explosion, expressed in our country by the People's War. Contrary to their 
wishes, the Maoist revolution has developed victoriously throughout the entire country, 
joining in combat that immense "reserve industrial army," crushing with facts the 
imperialist euphemism which attempts to reduce this problem to some sort of technical 
question. 

It's worth commenting on the role of revisionism, whose elements have not hesitated to 
place themselves as part of the imperialist planning. These "socialists" and "leftists," 
financed by U.S. and European imperialism, today are the mercenaries who apply the 
imperialist deception known as "modernization". 



They propose unsupported justification and reasoning to exempt the reactionary State 
from any and all of the responsibilities befitting it; in the case of the street vendors and 
migrating refugees, the revisionists have attempted to brainwash these impoverished 
masses by telling them that only through their own efforts at exploitation can they 
incorporate themselves as "great entrepreneurs." Those are the facts; the "Marxists" have 
abolished with a single pen-stroke the rights to a just salary, to unionization, to social 
services and the right to dignified and stable employment. 

The reactionary thesis of "self-employment" seeks to reinvigorate bureaucratic 
capitalism, to provide "relief" to the old State, and to generate, through the hunger of the 
people, the resources to save this system of exploitation which the People's War is tearing 
down. This is one way the reactionary government replenishes the funds for their 
mercenaries and for the genocides against the armed rebellion. 

THE REALITY OF THE AMBULATORY WORKER 

Today there are at least 500,000 ambulatory vendors in metropolitan Lima, grouped 
together in various guilds. At a national level, the ambulatory workforce now reaches 
approximately 2 million persons, which confirms the searing reality of how the criminal 
economic measures of the various governments, especially Fujimori's, have plunged 
thousands of Peruvians into misery and poverty. The old State has abandoned any 
responsibility for serving the welfare of the people. 

The growing pauperization of the population of our country has also forced hundreds of 
professionals to work as ambulatory merchants regardless of their skills and academic 
training. Thus, to the sellers of individual cigarettes, are added the empty bottle 
collectors, the ambulatory sellers of counterfeit manufactured goods, those who fill out 
applications, those who peddle stolen objects and/or second hand merchandise, children 
who beg for bread on the streets, and thousands of others. 

As usual, the reactionaries have tried to enrich themselves at the expense of the 
ambulatory workers; each quack who acts as Mayor participated in this outrage; 
yesterday it was Barrantes and Belmont, now it's the reactionary Andrade and his cronies, 
who ceaselessly commit all sorts of abuses against the humble ambulatory workers. They 
suck dry the meager earnings of these workers who are barely able to survive, through 
arbitrary taxes, "standards," and "obligations." 

So there can be no doubt about the reactionary core of these elements, they emphasize the 
need to "decongest the zones of high economic concentration"; in other words, they 
legalize the dislodgement and the "legal" massacre of the street worker. And, "forgetting" 
that an ambulatory worker cannot pay municipal tribute because his activity only enables 
him to barely subsist, these misers callously imposed a series of fiscal contributions for 
licenses, health benefits they don't receive, and so on. 



While the big bourgeoisie lauds the "informal worker" for his "heroism," by means of 
their legal and repressive instruments they treat him like a criminal, and it is common to 
see the police vent their sadism against modest ambulatory workers. 

Thus the imperialist plan of "promoting modernization and the informal sector" is but a 
cynical deception at the expense of the exploited so as to maintain their rule and political 
power. Confronted with the inadequacies and abuses camoflaged by this myth, the 
masses opt for the heroic struggle to win their just and necessary demands on the 
battlefield of the People's War. 

THE DEBACLE OF THE PERUVIAN ECONOMY 

During the last 6 months of 1996, the gasoline prices have increased 51%. That has 
boosted the price of foods and public transportation, which not only affects the masses, 
but also affects Peruvian capitalists who export their products abroad. In Peru, gasoline 
costs more than in the U.S., and is much higher than in neighboring countries even 
though Peru is self-sufficient in crude oil, and refines 75% of its own oil production in 
Lima (refinery La Pampilla.) 

The domestic consumption of sea products in 1996 decreased 2.8% relative to 1995, and 
the sales dropped 3.2% in the same year {La Repiiblica, November 3, 1996). 

In November of 1996, 100 big foreign and national capitalists associated with the 
Chamber of Commerce Switzerland-Peru met in Lima and criticized the economic 
policies of Fujimori. They concluded that: "The economy is cooling down, sales have 
dropped, businesses have difficulties with their bank accounts, capital investment has 
frozen, and with the 'resurgence' of Sendero, anything can happen in Peru." (La 
Repiiblica, November 10, 1996) 

Even the profits of imperialist companies have dropped. For example, the net income of 
the U.S. mining company Southern Copper Corp. for the quarter ending September 30, 
1995 was $62,100,000, but in 1996, during the same quarter, it dropped to $37,900,000. 
Net income for the first 9 months of 1996 as compared with the same period of 1995, 
dropped $137,400,000. (Wall Street Journal, October 28, 1996, p. c-13) Still, the 
dictatorship desperately throws up a smoke screen, by publishing full-page paid 
advertisements written by the Yankee mercenary Steve Yolen ("International Investors 
Show Confidence," Wall Street Journal, October 1, 1996, p. b-10) 

These candid admissions of the ruling classes reflect an existing fracture in the big 
bourgeoisie and the military. It is not a surprise that foreign capitalists now warn 
potential investors in Peru, that Fujimori has dropped 50 points in his so-called 
"popularity" since the beginning of 1996. If this trend continues, the tyrant's reelection 
dream will turn into a nightmare, since it will facilitate the strategic offensive of the 
People's War, that will surely take him out of power to be tried publicly for his crimes 
against the people, or will simply end his miserable life as a lackey of imperialism with 
enough lead in his head. 



He boasts of "modernizing" Peru (on paper) with a myriad of anti-people Law Decrees, 
most of them copies of federal regulations used in imperialist countries (e.g., Ministry of 
Women & Human Development of Germany.) Fujimori not only reads plagiarized 
speeches (the essay of Michael Coppedge at the OAS General Meeting in 1992), but also 
babbles policies given to him by his imperialist masters. This "modernization" by decree, 
reminds us of the time of Belaunde Terry (another demagogue of the big bourgeoisie) 
tried to imitate in Peru, the U.S. Food Stamp program. This social quixotism died at birth 
for lack of oxygen. 

These laws have failed even in imperialist countries, so how will they succeed in a semi- 
feudal country such as Peru? None of those decrees address the fundamental problems of 
the economy: massive unemployment, hunger, misery, destruction of the national 
economy and the long-term recession. 

The condition for the above agreement was a down payment of $1,256 million dollars in 
1996 to the International Monetary Fund (IMF), the World Bank, International 
Development Bank, USAID, and Japan. 

Main creditors: 180 banks represent 99% of the debt, among them City Bank, Chase 
Manhattan Bank, Bankers Trust Co, Bank of Nova Scotia, Bank of Tokio-Mitsubishi Ltd, 
Banque Nationale de Paris, and Dresdner Bank.

Although that according to independent economists the unemployment rate is the highest 
in the last 1 6 years as a result of the policies of hunger and misery, the regime officially 



claims a 9% unemployment rate (a lower figure than many cities in the U.S.!) But this 
bogus number includes the millions of street peddlers, beggars and informales as if they 
were fully employed. 

Labor-management agreements on working conditions, labor stability, and minimum 
wage were abolished by the regime. The additional 50% earned for overtime time work 
was reduced to 25%. 

The exploitation of children and the youth has been aggravated by a government program 
to pay them a reduced wage, without any social benefits. It is estimated that only 10% of 
the workers of each employer receive social benefits (paid health insurance, holidays, 
etc.) and 90% of them are in reality, temporary workers without rights. 

No matter what type of cosmetics they used as make-up, the rotten old State is a dead 
corpse that is being buried by the People's War. Only the New Power will be able to 
address the critical problems faced by the Peruvian people.

DRUG CZARS MEET IN PERU 



On October 2, 1996, Clinton's drug czar Gen. Barry McCaffrey met with and gave his 
public support to his Peruvian counterpart Captain Vladimiro Montesinos. Montesinos is 
also chief advisor of the dictator Fujimori. Both "czars" have known each other for a 
while, since Gen. McCaffrey was the commander of the U.S. Southern Fleet based in 
Panama for many years. There apparently, part of his job was to "interdict" the plentiful 
drugs flowing from Latin America to urban centers in the U.S., including the cocaine 



shipped by the CIA to fund the anti-Communist U.S. mercenaries (Contras) in Central 
America in the 80's. Furthermore, in spite of the indiscriminate bombing of civilian 
targets during the U.S. invasion of Panama in December of 1989, in which Gen. 
McCaffrey played a prominent role for the Bush Administration, the New York Times 
editorial page ("American Drug Aid Goes South," Nov. 25, 1996), called McCaffrey "a 
General with a good record on human rights issues," but criticized him for endorsing and 
calling czar Montesinos, "an honest advisor." The Times has not yet figured out that both 
military men are two sides of the same coin. 

Who is Czar Montesinos? He has a long career in the "drug war." After being recruited as 
a CIA informant when he was a young army officer (for which he was expelled from the 
army during the regime of General Velasco), he became a well-known attorney for drug 
barons in the 70's, and in the 80's a real estate/land trafficker working in partnership with 
Alberto Fujimori. At the time, both Montesinos and Fujimori were close to the U.S. 
Embassy in Lima, participating in the Peruvian-North American Institute. By 1990, 
Montesinos was already working at the National Intelligence Services (SIN -the Peruvian 
CIA) leading the scheme to elect the "obscure" murderer Fujimori as President of Peru. 

On August 17, 1996, Demetrio Chavez Penaherrera, alias "Vaticano," one of the biggest 
drug kings in Latin America operating in the Huallaga Valley testified in a public hearing 
that since 1991 he has been "personally paying Czar Montesinos $50,000 per month in 
exchange for information through radio transmissions on the operatives of the U.S. Drug 
Enforcement Agency (USDEA) in the area of Campanula, and for protection from the 
Maoist guerrillas. This agreement ended when Montesinos requested a 100% increase in 
the payments." A few days later, "Vaticano" was taken to the Navy base at Callao, 
tortured and drugged in prison by SIN until he recanted. Czar Montesinos' ties to cocaine 
trafficking is so extensive that his intermediaries and cronies in Miami, Mexico and 
Colombia are still being identified. 

Drug czar Montesinos' ties to the CIA have been acknowledged even by U.S. Senators 
Patrick Leahy and Christopher Dodd. In an October, 1996 letter to CIA Director John 
Deutch, these Senators requested that the Agency cut its close ties with Montesinos: 
"...We are aware of the links of Montesinos with violations of human rights, including 
massacres, torture, disappearances, and his links with drug cartels in Peru, whom he 
served before becoming an advisor to Fujimori." (Gestion, October 25, 1996) Obviously 
Sen. Leahy's (a senior member of the Senate Intelligence Committee) concern for Peru is 
hypocritical; he wants to shield the CIA from another drug scandal. 

US / PERU, PARTNERS IN DRUG TRAFFICKING 

The fact of the matter is that the U.S. and Peruvian drug czars are not really interested in 
fighting against the drug cartels operating in Peru, but against the powerful People's War 
of liberation led by the PCP, being waged in the entire country. If there was a genuine 
war on drugs by U.S. imperialism, drug trafficking would have been wiped out long ago. 
A real "war on drugs" is incompatible with U.S. imperialist interests. 



First, it is not in the interests of the U.S. bourgeoisie (the ruling class of big bankers and 
corporation heads) to eradicate drugs from poor urban neighborhoods which are some of 
the largest consumers. The drug business accomplishes two important goals for the 
imperialists: one is that the ultimate destiny of the huge drug money is the U.S. banks 
(Wall Street), and two, drug consumption keeps the U.S. youth (especially the poor) in a 
dormant-passive stage, thus preventing the most rebellious sectors of U.S. society from 
actively participating in the inevitable class struggle to be waged in this country. 

Second, and this is the most important, the economy of Peru as of other Andean 
countries, is dependent on drug profits. In Peru money laundering, including the 
"washing" of narco-dollars is legal. The Fujimori dictatorship, certified by the U.S. State 
Department as "drug clean," is involved in narcotics dealings up to the neck. The military 
institutions themselves are compromised with drug trafficking. Here are a few examples: 

1. January 10, 1996, Judge Carmen Rojas issued a warrant for the arrest of Generals Ortiz 
Lucero and Edgar Solis, Vice-Minister of the Interior (in charge of the National Police) 
and partner in the Law Firm of Montesinos respectively. They were charged as protectors 
of the drug cartel "Los Nortenos." A few days later, Judge Rojas was fired by 
Montesinos. 

2. February 4, 1996, Generals Rios and Bellido [see The New Flag, July 1996] and nine 
other Army officers were charged as being accomplices of the drug king "Vaticano." 
They implicated General Hermoza Rios, Chief of the Armed Forces. In addition, 
Generals McDonald Perez and Sobrevilla, were implicated as protectors of the drug king, 
Abelardo Cachiche. 

3. May 10, 1996, 169 kilos of cocaine were found in the presidential DC-8 plane heading 
to Paris. The pilot of the plane, Air Commander Alfredo Escarcena Ichikawa, is 
Fujimori's military attache and crony. 

4. July 3, 1996, during a routine inspection, 120 kilos of pure cocaine were found in the 
Peruvian Navy ship "Matarani" by the government of Canada in Vancouver. 

5. July 11, 1996, the Peruvian Navy warship Ilo was detained with 62 kilos of cocaine. 

According to the Mexican paper La Reforma, Montesinos and close cronies and relatives 
of Fujimori are involved in international cocaine trafficking through 15 dummy 
corporations (Wotan International, Colinsa, Crousillat Brothers, Mobetek, Vifebrina, 
Debrett, Benavides Inc., etc.) whose owners are Santiago Fujimori (brother), Isidro 
Kagami Fujimori (nephew), and Augusto and Manuel Miyagusuku. Their drug trafficking 
is linked to the purchase on the black market of Russian-made weapons, including planes 
and helicopters, that are then re-sold at higher prices to the Peruvian armed forces. 
Among the helicopters purchased with drug money were seven MI-25s and 12 MI- 17s 
from the Sandinista Army of Nicaragua, that are being used mainly to strafe civilians as 
part of the counter-insurgency war. 



While the generals of the U.S. -funded police group known as "Dirandro" profit from the 
drugs and properties confiscated, the Army, Air Force and Navy are engaged directly in 
narcotraficking (see Mirko Lauer, Resumen Semanal Dec. 29, 1995.) Let us recall the 
testimony of General Bellido, former political and military commander in the Huallaga 
Valley (the biggest coca producing area in the world) who publicly admitted that the 
military has been working with the Colombian/Peruvian drug cartels for many years in 
exchange for "food and money for the troops." 

In reality, the Peruvian Army and its U.S. advisors based at Santa Lucia (Alto Huallaga 
Valley) have never fought against the drug cartels. They have used the war on drugs as a 
disguise to fight the People's Army of Liberation (the real fighters against drug 
trafficking), and this has to do not only with the bold recovery of the PCP activity, but 
with its expansion in all the three regions that comprise Peru: The coast, the sierra and the 
selva, or jungle area. 

The narco government of Peru is asking the U.S. Congress (through Gen. McCaffrey) for 
supplemental aid of 250 million dollars (EFE, October 22, 1996). Clinton's 1997 "war on 
drugs" budget is 15.1 billion dollars compared with 4.7 billion in 1988, while overall 
drug use in the U.S. has doubled between 1992 and 1995 despite big spending on 
interdiction (Joshua Wolf Shenk, The Economist, October 1996). However, the infusion 
of more U.S. taxpayer money to the dictator in Peru won't change the intense activity of 
the Maoist guerrillas. 

Sooner or later, U.S. imperialism will implement outright military intervention in Peru, 
most likely under cover of the "war on drugs." Invasion contingency plans drawn up by 
the Bush Administration could easily be put into effect, backed up by a Reagan-style 
propaganda blitz about "fighting narcoterrorism," this time spouted by liberal Clinton. To 
confirm this, on September 4, 1996 Douglas Wankle of the DEA stated that "cocaine 
producers are already established in Peru." Previously, "Peruvian narcos shipped the raw 
cocaine to be refined in Colombia." (Gestion, September 5, 1996.) Patrice Vandenberghe 
of the anti-drug office of the United Nations in Lima also stated, "The price of coca has 
increased in Peru, and the Army has stopped the war on drugs. The participation of the 
police is meaningless. This has opened a breach for the narcotraffickers who will buy the 
coca leaves from the peasants." What does this mean? Who else will do the dirty job if 
the Peruvian military cannot do it? Wasn't the UN a useful tool for U.S. imperialist 
invasions in other oppressed countries? 

The PCP has analyzed all these possibilities. In its documents Let the Strategic 
Equilibrium Rock the Country and The Two Hills, the PCP Central Committee 
masterfully evaluated this matter and concluded that a U.S. invasion will change the 
fundamental contradictions of the People's War to become a war of national liberation. 
Considering the above, on September 24, 1992, President Gonzalo in his last public 
speech, as a prisoner of war inside a tiger cage, called for the formation of the People's 
Front of National Liberation under the leadership of the Peruvian Proletariat and the PCP. 
This call is currently being implemented as part of the advance toward the conquest of 
power. 



DICTATORSHIP UNABLE TO CONTAIN THE 
REBELLION OF THE YOUTH: the Resistance of the 
Student Movement Grows 

A goal of the imperialist lackey Fujimori and his fascist military allies has been to jail the 
ideas, to stifle the culture and to chain the youth, all in an attempt to annihilate the 
People's War. In his desperation, looking for a social base among the youth, his 
"intelligence" services (SIN) recruit mercenaries disguised as university students; many 
of them are from religious sects financed by imperialism, who along with the military 
launch campaigns to erase "the fresh PCP red graffiti that make the walls of the 
university ugly." 

They paint the walls green to replace the red PCP slogans. But whichever way one looks 
at it, it is a reactionary military action to confront a revolutionary military action. The 
agents of the genocidal government working inside the universities vainly try to convince 
the people that their letterings are good and those of the students are bad. 

However, they have been unable to obtain the participation of the students in these 
counterrevolutionary actions for any length of time. What they do is to get involved in the 
institutional life of the University by coercing school authorities and committing 
despicable crimes on campus such as the one committed at the dormitory of La Cantuta 
University (where 9 students and 1 professor were murdered on July 18th, 1992). 

The military occupation in the universities is similar to the "civic actions" being 
conducted in the urban settlements (shantytowns), but during the six years of occupation 
at the University of San Marcos for example, the only thing they have been able to show 
to the world is to expose the nature and extent of the fascist occupation of the 
universities, which by its own logic and dynamics has generated powerful resistance from 
the student movement in Peru. It is in this context that the reactionary attempt to privatize 
the universities and eliminate free education by increasing the tuition have been fought 
and resisted heroically by the students. 

"Against the fascist militarization of the universities! COMBAT AND RESIST!" is the 
main slogan of the youth of San Marcos, who have been rejecting the intervention of the 
military. The combativeness and resistance is expressed in belligerent internal and 
external mass mobilizations. 

There are have been many great struggles of the student movement, for instance the 
mobilization carried out by the Law and Medical students at San Marcos, courageously 
demanding the withdrawal of the troops and the resumption of classes. These students 
were not afraid at all of the shots fired against them by Fujimori's henchmen, and in mass 
rallies armed with stones and bricks they were able to kick the murderous army out of 
their school. 



In the heat of the struggle workers and faculty of the schools (many of them young 
themselves) joined the students, mobilizing jointly in stunning marches, blocking main 
avenues and government buildings of Lima, thus putting pressure on the regime and its 
appointed school authorities to remove their henchmen from campus. This is happening 
in Peru's schools despite the fascist curfew imposed by the armed forces (from 10 PM to 
5 AM)for the criminal purpose of arresting, murdering and disappearing university 
students, professors and workers. 

The actions of Fujimori and his military on campus are like the flailing arms of someone 
who is choking; they have shown their criminal character: the low morals of the so-called 
"forces of order" who rape students, steal the merchandise of street vendors and, since 
they are cowards, go around with their faces hooded, snooping around the classrooms, 
cafeterias, student meetings and around the sports fields. 

"This state of siege currently ruling within the perimeter of our university cannot and will 
not intimidate the revolutionary effervescence of the students, but will empower it," a San 
Marcos female student asserted. 

Another youth, a mathematics student, stated: 

"Jose Carlos Mariategui, founder of the PCP, tell us that these times belong to the youth, 
therefore, he sets forth that it is the responsibility of the youth to build the new society. 
He says that this generation will develop ever cleaner and more immune to stupid 
prejudices and servile tastes. 

"This helps us to strike on the head those certain revisionist student leaders, who as 
supporters of this old order, support this occupation in deeds. Their opportunism before 
the masses has been gutted and crushed, since the facts show who the real defenders of 
our schools are." 

RESISTANCE AT THE NATIONAL ENGINEERING 
UNIVERSITY(UNI) 

Reaction Lashes out Against the Youth! 

As the class hatred of the university students against their oppressors continues to build 
up, the reactionaries vainly dream of containing the fury of the youth with their military 
intervention. The UNI has experienced this situation. For example, the Research Center, 
which was controlled previously by the Japanese (who left in a panic as a result of the 
Maoists' actions), now is managed by the repressive forces themselves. 

Since they took over the campus in September 1991, they have ransacked the laboratory 
equipment. At night, the military has stolen the computer equipment and copying 
machines, and have raped female students. The university's rector and the National 
Association of Rectors (ANR) were accomplices to these crimes because of their 
cowardly silence. 



In December 1993, three UNI students were arrested on campus, taken to the Dincote 
headquarters, and one of them was tortured to death. "Neither the university authorities 
nor the groups manipulated by revisionism made any statements about those blatant 
crimes; rather they denied that the victims were students. When the relatives of the 
victims requested student verifications, the cowardly authorities refused to grant them, 
for fear of being arrested themselves," revealed one of the student comrades. 

The revisionists, to numb the consciousness of the students, raise the banner of self-help 
(asistencialismo) for the purpose of boosting themselves up on the needs of the masses. 
They have been trafficking in some university schools (facultades) by giving courses in 
computers and English, and demanding payment in dollars from students and workers. 

It is also well known that "free education" in the national universities exists in name only; 
the truth is that the students themselves must carry the cost of their education on their 
own shoulders. For example, the library in the Program (facultad) of Sciences, has 
imposed fees on students and professors. 

THE FUTURE BELONGS TO THE YOUNG 

Chairman Mao taught us: "The youth is the most active and vital force in society. Young 
people are the most anxious to learn, and the least conservative in their thinking." It 
means that the new generation are not passive but active, dynamic and fearless fighters in 
defending their rights. In the universities, the youth fight and resist in defense of the 
university and for a scientific, democratic and popular education. 

Amidst countless hardships and difficulties, the sons and daughters of the people, of the 
urban proletariat and lower middle classes, attend the schools to forge themselves as 
professionals. The revolution has won the minds and hearts of many of them. 

And despite the sinister actions of the government, the students' struggle has been 
emboldened even further. Not a day goes by that posters, leaflets and graffiti do not 
appear hailing the PCP and President Gonzalo, right under the noses of the uniformed 
goons; nor is there a moment in which issues like the need to defend the universities are 
not discussed and debated in the classrooms, trying to ignore the SIN snitches roaming 
around them. In the mass rallies, the students maintain an ironclad class spirit, not 
allowing themselves to be cowed by the bullets of the occupying forces. 

Finally, even as the fascist military interventions occur in the universities, the People's 
War continues to advance, and its repercussion and prestige grow. The respect and 
solidarity for the PCP, President Gonzalo, the Central Committee, the Peoples' Army of 
Liberation and People's Committees are growing more and more not only in Peru but in 
the entire world; that can never be erased with whitewash nor with reactionary bayonets! 
It is a sign of the strong contradiction being forged by the people in arms in our country, 
through more than 16 years of their unstoppable path toward the conquest of power and 
the building of the People's Republic of Peru, future base of the World Proletarian 
Revolution. 



MILITARIZED SETTLEMENTS AND PEASANT 
RONDAS: REACTIONS SAND CASTLES IN THE 
TIDE OF THE PEOPLES WAR 

"U.S. imperialism persists in its failed counterinsurgency policy of using masses against 
masses, and in the countryside using the peasants as ramparts of Fujimori's genocidal 
armed forces." President Gonzalo 

From the time the armed forces intervened to directly combat the People's War in 1983, 
they began to group peasant communities into settlements under their control near the 
military garrisons, and to organize them into paramilitary groups, in Peru called Civil 
Self-Defense Committees (rondas), which are reminiscent of the settlements organized 
by the U.S. military in Vietnam, Guatemala and elsewhere. Although the 
counterinsurgency tactics carried out in Vietnam and Guatemala correspond to the same 
U.S. doctrine of Low Intensity Warfare, the Peruvian case is more complex, and different 
in some aspects. 

Since 1983 when the genocidal armed forces began to ravage peasant communities and 
villages in the Sierra and the jungle strips, they simultaneously devoted themselves to 
building human settlements or concentration camps (in Peru called nucleaciones) where 
everybody (men, women, elderly and children) are armed with crude weapons and forced 
to confront the Maoist guerrillas, who are better provisioned and armed with the just and 
correct ideology of the proletariat. 

The policy of pitting masses against masses was seen initially in the southern portions of 
the country, in the sierra. Now that the People's War has vigorously expanded 
nationwide, the reactionaries have also expanded their paramilitary, for example in 
Northern Peru and the jungle region (e.g., Huallaga). The tactic of the genocidal army to 
build their anti-guerrilla bases is as follows: in a given town or community, the counter- 
insurgent forces gather together all the survivors from the various settlements scorched or 
wiped out by the armed forces. The peasants selected to prevent Maoist infiltration are 
forced to do tasks, including building houses for the soldiers and a series of military 
fortifications. The women are compelled to abandon their own families so that they can 
cook and feed the criminals. Women are used as servants and even as sexual objects by 
these butchers. 

For a period of about three or four months, the peasants are trained physically, with 
minimal nutrition provided by the Army or by a non-governmental organization (NGO) 
working with the military (in many cases this causes them to contract diseases such as 
tuberculosis). The Army devises a watch system for the rondas. In their search for 
guerrillas, the genocidal armed forces deploy themselves behind the members of the 
rondas. For example, they force the ronderos to walk "in point," first in the column, 
exposing them as cannon fodder, highly vulnerable in any ambush by the Maoists. The 
purpose is two fold: 



1) to cowardly preserve the army forces by using the rondas as a buffer, 

2) if the Maoists attack the rondas, the NGOs working with the military (e.g., fake human 
rights groups) or the military itself, can accuse the PCP of "killing peasants." 

After the training period, the military selects the most servile among the ronderos as 
"authorities" in the settlement. Generally, these are landowning peasants or their 
relatives. Crudely armed and recently with rear-loading shotguns, they are then 
abandoned to their fate. The counterinsurgency base the army had build in that particular 
town is then withdrawn and placed elsewhere, where the procedure is repeated. Although 
they know the terrain superbly, the poorly armed ronderos, besides defending an unjust 
cause, will become the target of the people's policy of reestablishing the New Power in 
the countryside. 

After studying the problem originated among the people by the counterinsurgency forces, 
the PCP decided to destroy these militarized settlements. First it crushes the clandestine 
work of the reactionaries, and provokes the desertion of those who have been forced to 
remain in the rondas by the reactionary guns. Second, while taking over and destroying 
the settlement, the party targets the most recalcitrant and reactionary elements who 
consciously and deliberately support the genocidal army and the regime. The ronda 
chiefs, who are mostly infiltrated military elements, and their advisors are annihilated. 

Many times the Maoists conduct their own infiltration into the reactionary rondas, 
causing serious casualties to the genocidal army. Many ambushes of military convoys 
have taken place inside the ronda bases themselves. For this reason, the worst fear of the 
army is that their ronda settlements may be destroyed from within, especially by those 
peasants who are forced to join the paramilitary, who are aware of the reactionary role of 
the rondas and how the army uses them as cannon fodder in patrols and other operations. 
For each concentration camp and system of counter-revolutionary rondas that 
imperialism builds in the country, the PCP destroys two bases of ronderos, causing the 
disbandment of others not yet attacked. 

The counterrevolutionary experience of imperialism in the world shows us that it forces 
peasants to form shock groups to oppose the advance of the People's War. In Malaysia 
(Southeast Asia), for example, this reactionary tactic was implemented by the imperialist 
occupation forces, who managed to promote rampant slaughter among the population, by 
virtue of which the peasantry and native populations generally were used as cannon 
fodder, and then transformed into a human shield for the genocidal armed forces. 

The strategy of "rural villages" meant for the Malaysian people the death of more than 
17,000 of their children. As in Peru, the counter-insurgent forces entered the communities 
and towns where supposedly there was a strong guerrilla presence, to murder the 
suspected revolutionaries and set up concentration camps. This counter- insurgent method 
was applied in Malaysia in a period similar to the current period in Peru: at a time when 
imperialism and reaction wanted to recover territory and political presence among the 
population. In the case of Malaysia, rural paramilitary groups formed by the counter- 



revolutionary Army became relatively permanent because the Malaysian Communist 
Party erroneously led a revolutionary war without properly building up support bases. 
Finally, they fell into amateurishness and walked to their defeat. 

THE PEASANT: MAIN ALLY OF THE PROLETARIAT 

In Peru, revisionism hasn't missed a chance to ride on the back of the struggles of the 
peasantry. They have bureaucratic control over the tainted Peruvian Confederation of 
Peasants (CCP) and the National Agrarian Confederation (CNA). The history of struggles 
in Peru shows that whenever the peasants are immersed in a sharp and suffocating crisis, 
they have launched protests against the sinister corporative and pro-imperialist plans of 
the reactionaries. At the same time, expert traffickers such as Hugo Blanco, Juan Rojas, 
Luna Vargas, Lucas Cachay and others have tried to position themselves as leaders of the 
mass movements, arguing falsely to the reactionary press that they represent the Peruvian 
peasants. 

There is also a particular case worthy of ridicule, almost unbelievable in its absurdity. 
Ricardo Letts, a former member of Vanguardia Revolucionaria (a pseudo-Maoist group 
in the 70's) and a former PUM/United Left legislator, has tried many times to "lead" the 
peasants, which is obviously an unnatural relationship, since he is a wealthy landowner 
from one of the biggest exploiting families linked to the comprador bourgeoisie. Among 
his relatives is the banker and industrialist, Jorge Picasso Perana, a crony of Fujimori. 
This sneaky character, then a paleface "representative of the peasants" boasts of keeping 
"good relations" with the wage slaves in his own fiefdom, an olive plantation in the 
Department of lea. 

Taking advantage of his agro-industrial empire, Mr. Letts pretended to present himself as 
an example for middle and rich peasants. Fanning his social tendency to individualism, 
this revisionist tried to show that the peasants support gradual evolution out of semi- 
feudalism in the countryside, so that they can attain a higher economic status, while the 
poor peasants, who are the overwhelming majority in the Andes, languish in the shadow 
of exploitation and semi- feudalism, plowing infertile lands in the best of cases. He 
attempted to brush off the class differences, which in this case, would clearly show who 
has possession of the means of production, and who must sell his labor power below its 
true worth so as to feed himself and his family. 

These traffickers and traitors have no position with regard to the reactionary decrees 
issued by the regime. They are spread out on the field, fulfilling the revisionist 
programme. Others, like the left-overs of the defunct pro-Albanian Party of Labor, claim 
that the PCP does not destroy landowning property but "nourishes it," "vigorizes it" and 
"creates capitalism." They uphold the worn out Trotskite theory that distributing land to 
poor peasants promotes individual property in the countryside instead of collective 
property. 

What these revisionists will never be able to understand, is that in a semi-feudal country 
like Peru, where there are no longer whip-brandishing feudal lords, yet the feudal 



exploitation and serfdom of colonial times persist, the peasantry, mainly the poor 
peasants, still have not liberated themselves from feudal ties. They haven't managed to 
attain individual property in the capitalist system, which is a necessary first step for the 
rural economy to be socialized. The peasants would never be able to liberate themselves 
while they still carry all those chains and infrastructural disadvantages which are 
preserved by semi-feudal conditions. For this reason, they must go through a State of 
New Democracy, and from there progress to socialism. 

The problem of land ownership is vital in the current stage of the Democratic Revolution. 
The PCP solves this problem brilliantly. First by confiscating the land of the big 
landowner, and second by distributing this land among the poor peasants, constructing 
new forms of agricultural and commercial relations, of individual and collective 
ownership of the land, and collective planting of crops. Thus, they are preparing the 
peasants for the next stage, the socialization of the countryside in the State of New 
Democracy. At the same time, the PCP sustains and increasingly fuses the poor peasants 
into the worker-peasant alliance that is indispensable for the conquest of power by the 
proletariat and the people in general. 

THE PARAMILITARY AFTER THE "BEND IN THE 

ROAD" 

"A powerful revolution generates a mighty counterrevolution. " 

Lenin. 

The militarization of Peru has steadily grown since 1992. The number of people living 
under the state of emergency and military curfew has increased from 48.7% in 1991 to 
58% in 1995, which implies the rapid growth of the repressive apparatus (Armed Forces, 
police and paramilitary.) This increase has occurred in direct relationship with the 
increase in the political and military actions of the People's War led by the Communist 
Party of Peru. 

According to the Armed Forces' Investigative Institute for National Defense (Instituto de 
Investigationes para la Defensa Nacional - INIDEM), by March 1994 there were 5,786 
paramilitary Self-Defense Committees (CDC), with 400,360 members nationwide. (See 
Table 1.) 

The number of Army-run paramilitary groups includes those organized in the 1970's by 
the revisionist parties of the United Left (Patria Roja, ex-VR, PUM) in some areas of 
Northern Peru (Piura and Cajamarca) which have been absorbed into the army's rondos. 
About 60% of the total number of rondos are in Northern Peru, but these are poorly 
armed as compared to those of Ayacucho and Huancavelica (Central Peru), who make up 
only 16.5% of the ronderos nationwide but have 39% of the total guns provided by the 
army. 



Today, there is no evidence of any organization of peasants opposing the People's War 
other than those controlled by the military. The reactionary armed forces organize the 
rondos in a compulsory manner, treating the ronderos like animals. Peasant women are 
exploited and raped by the soldiers, and are forced to work as slaves in the military 
garrisons, recalling the treatment received by the peasants during Spanish colonial times 
in the 16th Century (Urrutia, 1985.) 

At the same time the People's War is advancing rapidly, seizing extensive areas, and the 
People's Committees are being multiplied all over the Region. The regime and its armed 
forces are responding with ever greater repression (see Table 2.). Massacres of people by 
the army and the proliferation of mass graves are visible, while the criminal regime and 
its master U.S. imperialism are still boasting that "there is a new military strategy based 
on human rights." The reality is that Fujimori's Peru continues to be at the world's top in 
the number of political prisoners disappeared by the armed forces (see Table 2). Military 
repression against the people is inherent to any strategy based on U.S. low intensity 
warfare guidance. 

Three myths are being spread by the senderologists which have no basis at all: 

1) that the paramilitary rondos have won the war against the PCP. 

2) that some paramilitary rondas have organized themselves "independently" from the 
army (senderologists Degregori and Tapia, 1996,) and are still "independent", having 
their own goals ! 

3) that the widespread and indiscriminate repression by the armed forces against the 
civilian population is "authoritarian", not genocidal (a duplicate of Reagan's theory of the 

80's.) 

These myths exist only in the heads of reactionaries, imperialists and senderologists. The 
fact is that in Peru, as it was in Vietnam, Guatemala, Indonesia, Malaysia, etc. the 
paramilitary is organized by and subordinate to the army, and their role is to be buffers 
that protect the skins of the military from the fire of the people. 

The high cost and the problems caused by the paramilitary settlements have undermined 
the morale of the military. Because the rondas are powerless masses completely 
subjugated to the abuses of the armed forces, they have become the slaves of the 
landowners and the drug kings associated with the military. Even notorious criminals 
among the ronderos, such as commanders Lobo, Huayhuaco, El Chacal, or El Salvaje 
want to escape the military settlements and return to their communities. The contradiction 
between the rondas, especially the poor masses forced to join them, and the armed forces 
is important. There have already been mass escapes by ronderos who have joined the 
People's War, and many others have emigrated into the shantytowns in the urban areas. 
Those who went to the urban areas are being lured by the regime and the NGOs to return 
and rejoin the paramilitary settlements (re-population programs.) In sum, it is a war 
between revolution and counterrevolution.

INSTITUTE OF PERUVIAN STUDIES (IEP): 

A NEST OF COUNTERINSURGENCY PROPAGANDA 



The IEP (Instituto de Estudios Peruanos) is one of the many "Research Centers" in Peru 
set up by the CIA with the purpose of generating reactionary propaganda against the 
Peruvian Revolution. The IEP is supported with grants provided directly and covertly by 
U.S. imperialism (e.g., Ford Foundation), and its members are a group of pseudo- 
intellectuals led by the fundamentalist anti-communist Carlos Ivan Degregori. The IEP 
distorts the democratic character of the Peruvian Revolution, defames the leaders of the 
PCP, and demonizes the political and military actions of the People's War led by the 
Communist Party of Peru (PCP.) 

The considerable mass support enjoyed by the PCP on its unstoppable path towards the 
conquest of power countrywide and the installation of the People's Republic of Peru, a 
future base of the world proletarian revolution, are presented as the actions of "terrorists 
killing peasants." Among the well paid and well structured gang of apprentice 
senderologists working for the IEP in Peru and abroad are: Orin Starn (Duke University, 
NC, USA), one of the promoters of the army-run paramilitary rondas in Peru; Luciano 
del Pino and Jose Coronel in Ayacucho, Peru; Robin Kirk of America's Watch; 
Trotskyite Martin Kopel of the U.S. Socialist Workers Party, and the U.S. magazine 
NACLA. 

IEP periodically shifts its positions in accordance with the development of the People's 
War, and with the necessities imposed by the plans and strategies of U.S. imperialism and 
its puppet regime(s) in Peru. The world knows that the backbone of support for the 
People's War in Peru, the greatest revolutionary armed struggle in the world today, comes 
from the peasants, especially the poor peasants who make up the majority of the 
population in the countryside. Without them, there would be no revolution at all. It is the 
ideology of the proletariat: Marxism-Leninism-Maoism, Gonzalo Thought which is 
ingrained in the fighting spirit of the people. This is why imperialism, through the work 
of the IEP and others, tries to dispel and distort this reality. 

The first falsification is the supposed "defeat of Sendero Luminoso", a tale that only 
exists in their heads, since the spectacular blows of the People's War against the old State 
are continuously being heard worldwide. Even Calvin Sims and Nicole Bonnet, 
conservative reporters of the imperialist mouthpieces New York Times (USA) and Le 
Monde (France) respectively, could not hide the truth, but acknowledge the victories of 
the People's Army of Liberation and the Peruvian people. ["On the Trail of Peru's Maoist 
Rebels" NY Times, Aug. 8, 1996; "Peru's Rebels from Defunct to Dangerous" Aug. 5, 
1996; "Sentier Lumineux a l'offensive" Le Monde Aug. 6, 1996.] 

The second falsification is to claim that "paramilitary rondas have defeated Sendero." 
The paramilitary groups have different denominations and functions in Peru. Some are 
called "Civil Self-Defense Committees," others "peasant rondas", "Yana Humas" (black 
heads), "las mesnadas" , "serenazgos", and "urban rondas" . However, their main role is 
the same: to serve as cannon fodder for the genocidal military against the People's War. 

In 1991 Yankee Sendero logist Orin Starn sat on a militarized podium alongside Fujimori 
and delivered a speech at the First Congress of the Peasant Rondas. He paid homage to 



the bloody army and the rondas for fighting against the Peruvian revolution. Starn 
especially praised Pompeyo Rivera (ronda Commander "Huayhuaco") as "a hero of 
democracy." Huayhuaco was jailed shortly thereafter for being one of the most notorious 
narcotraffickers in the jungle region of Ayacucho. On Nov. 20, 1996, his successor, 
Antonio Cardenas was also captured for cocaine trafficking (Expreso, Nov. 22, 1996). 
This was clear evidence of the army and rondas' involvement in drug trafficking in that 
region for the last decade, a situation which is being swept under the rug by the USDEA 
and the U.S. State Department. Similarly, in the Huallaga Valley army generals and the 
paramilitary of the narcotraffickers have been working in close partnership against the 
People's Army. Another example of this is in the recent testimony of drug lord Demetrio 
Chavez Penaherrera, alias "Vaticano", who testified before the press that he paid $50,000 
per month to Vladimiro Montesinos, head of the Intelligence Services (SIN) and Chief 
advisor to Fujimori [La Republica, Aug. 17, 1996.] 

In 1993, Orin Starn was again transported by military helicopter to Ayacucho. In a 
conference where more soldiers than students attended at the University of San Cristobal 
de Huamanga, Starn spoke about the "successes of Fujimori" and the "benefits of 
capitalism." He later wrote a tale presented to the U.S. Latin American Studies 
Association (LAS A), an academic organization, that said among other things: "My 
conference in Ayacucho was quiet. The students weren't interested in Sendero anymore. 
Everything has been modernized by Fujimori there; one student asked me about Clifford 
Geertz, other students asked me about John Lennon and Yoko Ono. Leninism has been 
replaced by Lennonism." Starn goes on: "Tourism is booming in Peru, businesses are 
emerging, the worst is over." This is the exact propaganda spouted by Fujimori and 
Yankee imperialism. 

Starn also downplays the thousands of crimes committed by the military and its rondas, 
and the extermination of entire communities by the murderous army he praises. He 
ignored the army's occupation of peasant communities and the forced recruitment of their 
inhabitants into the rondas. As do the other senderologists, he promotes the tale that the 
military subjugation of peasant communities, the army's fascist organizational control of 
the rondas as part of "low intensity warfare" in the countryside, is a "pragmatic alliance 
of the peasants with the armed forces." He thus shifts from his old position that the 
peasants are "caught in the middle" of the crossfire between the PCP and the army, to a 
more realistic one: the historical alliance of rich peasants and landowners with the 
military against the worker-peasant alliance led by the PCP. 

In 1983, Sendero logist Degregori also stated that the people are caught in the middle 
between the PCP and the Army (Degregori, IPS, 1985); but in early 1993, in tune with 
the psychological warfare of the armed forces, he claimed "Sendero was defeated, due to 
the capture of its leader, Abimael Guzman. The people now back the armed forces" 
(Degregori y Rivera, IPS, 1993.) Thus, Degregori too shamelessly exposed his true 
reactionary position, no more disguises: propagandist of the murderous Peruvian regime. 

Absent from the analysis of the senderologists are the crimes against humanity 
perpetrated by the Peruvian military, such as the genocides of Accormarca, Huanta, 



Ucchuraccay, Umaru (this community was totally wiped out), Tambo, La Mar, Cangallo, 
Vilcashuman and Victor Fajardo, the bank of Rio Apurimac, Huamanga; the massacres of 
poltical prisoners in El Fronton, Cantogrande, Lurigancho, and others. These are 
dismissed by the mercenaries of IEP as "regretful but necessary actions by democracy" 
(Degregori y Rivera, 1993). 

In Ayacucho alone from 1980 to 1993 there were 10,561 people murdered by the forces 
of repression, mainly by the armed forces and their rondas (Ideele, No. 62, 1994.) For 
this reason, the armed forces of Fujimori occupying Ayacucho are considered by the 
people to be "foreign mercenaries or pishtacos, the throat cutters" (See the book The 
Return of the Pishtacos, Portocarrarero, 1991) If killings by the Peruvian Army had 
maintained the rate of murders in Ayacucho, nationwide it would have reached more than 
500,000. However, this river of blood caused by the terrorist old State could not contain, 
much less defeat, the heroic and determined struggle of the Peruvian people led by the 
Central Committee of the PCP. 

As part of the imperialist doctrine of low intensity warfare, the political work of Non- 
Governmental Organizations (NGOs) such as the IEP, and of a myriad of anti- 
Communist religious groups has expanded in Peru, especially in Ayacucho. The activities 
of the U.S. and right wing Christian groups doing ideological work alongside the 
counterinsurgency activities of the armed forces, have increased considerably since 1980. 
Evangelical organizations gather intelligence information for the army and rondas 
disguised as managers of small community projects; among these is California-based 
World Vision. NGOs also traffic with handouts of food and used clothing that they 
receive in exchange for participation in pro-government rallies and paramilitary 
recruitment. Counterinsurgency political activities also exist under other covers. For 
example, Foncodes (Fund for Social Development) and PAR (Repopulation Program) 
closely work with the military and the rondas to mobilize masses against masses (see 
Table below.) 

We must emphasize however, that the "social actions" of the NGOs and the regime 
(regardless of their real objectives) are sometimes seen by the poor masses as a beneficial 
by-product of the People's War. For instance, we see this when (often armed) 
communities considered "red zones", or supportive of the People's War, demand sewage 
or water services from the reactionary government and the NGOs, without compromising 
their political line. This explains why the PCP has never attacked the "Glass of Milk" 
programs run by women in various parts of the country (they only shut them down if they 
are directly controlled by the military or rondas.) The same Isabel Coral (an opportunist 
politician) who periodically slanders the revolution, had to recognize that the PCP, as a 
matter of policy, doesn't target independent mass organizations such as the Glass of Milk 
Program in Peru. 

Under the bloody bayonets of the army, peasants living in communities under military 
occupation are also forced to listen to the national anthem and to wave the white and red 
flag of the Peruvian oppressor every day, flags that are transformed at night into the red 



flag of the international proletariat, and at dawn proudly wave on top of the hills 
surrounding the city of Huamanga, Ayacucho's capital. 

The third falsification of the IEP is to legitimize the butcher Fujimori who is presented 
as "a democrat elected by the majority of the people." In the election of 1995, as well as 
in the previous presidential election, less than 30% of those registered even voted in the 
election in spite of death threats, fines and imprisonment. Out of this small portion of 
registered voters, less than 18% voted for Fujimori, a number boosted by fraud and 
military interference. This shows the failure of the counter-insurgency efforts of 
imperialism and its puppet regime in Peru, and the fact that the New Power organized in 
the People's Committees is alive and healthy. It shows that the consolidation of the 
People's Committees is fundamentally irreversible, due to the failure of the military and 
economic policies of the government. In addition, the deep contradictions of the people 
with the rondas and the demoralization within the military are evident in the many 
clashes among the reactionaries themselves. 

On the other hand, the People's War has brought a qualitative change in the social 
relations between the rural areas and the cities; the relations between the poor peasants 
and the bourgeoisie have been redefined, and most importantly, there is new role of 
women in society. These are the elements that will eventually culminate in the total 
liberation of the country from the grasp of imperialism and its puppet regime in Peru. 

Fujimori's Agrarian Law (Ley de Tierras, Decree No. 26505) seeks the destruction of 
peasant communities through an urbanization program, and the purchase of their lands by 
big landowners and corporations. But so far, because of the lack of funds and the fear of 
being smashed by the peasant combatants in the People's War, all they can do is to 
change the names of some "communities" to "districts." Another tactic of the 
reactionaries is the construction of highways in rural areas to transport troops, and to 
introduce heavy artillery weapons and small planes against the PCP, which is also 
contradictory, since the highways may also benefit the People's War. Would the 
reactionaries build these highways or schools if there wasn't a vigorous People's War? Of 
course not. 

The fourth falsification of the senderologists is to distort and demonize the role of 
women in the Peruvian revolution. Women's participation in the People's War and in 
society in general is an undeniable achievement of the revolution. For instance, it is 
interesting to see how in Ayacucho, the People's War has revolutionized the male/female 
relationship. The PCP thesis described in the document Marxism, Mariategui & the 
Feminist Movement (PCP Central Committee, 1976; See PCP web page, 
http://www.blythe.org/peru-pcp), has been successfully implemented in the midst of the 
revolution. The participation of women in the People's Committees, together with their 
male comrades, has been a key factor in defeating the reactionary army in Ayacucho and 
in consolidating the People's Committees that today shine brightly in Peru. 

The PCP sustains that "under capitalism and industrialization women make advances on 
the road to their emancipation." However, under this system, women do not even reach 



full legal equality. For this reason, the genuine Feminist Movement is solidly identified 
with the revolutionary movement. Woman (as well as man), is a social product, and her 
transformation demands the transformation of society." In other words, the true 
emancipation of women, depends on the victory of the People's War. 

In sum, the people of Peru, fueled by their extreme poverty and inspired by their 
proletarian ideology, continue their heroic armed struggle against imperialism and native 
reaction, with a vitality never seen before in the history of Peru! They are steeled and 
tested in more than 16 years of victorious People's War, led by the party of the Peruvian 
proletariat, the PCP.

LA RE PUB LIC A: "(SL) IS NOT JUST LOCAL 
COLOR" 

Journalist Mirko Lauer's "SL: Not Just Local Color" (La Republica , July 23, 1996) 
states: "The July edition of the senderista bulletin The New Flag (TNF), the organ of the 
Peru People's Movement in the U.S., is circulating. It has appeared in English since 1994. 
It uses the same slightly psychopathic prose style of the commissar which we have grown 
accustomed to in the local publications of SL, but with an academic and journalistic 
wrapper that speaks of a First World material base." 

[Reply: While in Peru "normal" reporting means to practice yellow journalism; to be an 
unconditional propagandist of SIN and apologist for the genocidal regime, proletarian 
journalism means "abnormal" or "psychopathic" reporting. Further, Mr. Lauer makes an 
interesting admission: in spite of the brutal press censorship in the country, a variety of 
PCP publications circulate amongst the Peruvian people .] 

"Unlike what the local SL does, the central worry of TNF is to clean up the image of the 
party. The objective is to dispel the versions that say the movement is divided and 
defeated, and the accusations that they are tied to drug trafficking. Never before this 64 
page pamphlet has SL achieved a more political image, as opposed to military." 

[Reply: The counterrevolutionary propaganda gratuitously slanders the democratic 
character of the People's War. Their attacks are full of contradictions and inaccuracies 
that we can easily refute. One ounce of truth delivered by the revolutionaries is enough to 
refute one ton of lies of the enemy. Thus, we set the record straight that the PCP is not 
"terrorist" nor a cult but a genuine Communist Party leading the Peruvian revolution. 
Ideology is the strength of the PCP. In every action politics is always in command. The 
People's War is also politics by other means, and will continue until the conquest of 
power countrywide. Let it be clear, however, that the PCP International Directive to its 
supporters worldwide calls for the creation of a favorable public opinion for the victory 
of the People's War. That's precisely what we are doing.] 

"What creates this impression of more politics and less bullets is the apparent broadening 
of the spectrum of concerns: human rights, women, population, economics and some 
other sections that border on the journalistic. If at heart the theme is one and the same— 
SL's armed struggle—the focus of their promotions is more sophisticated. 

"None of this stops their arguments from being so infantile that it would be tragic if it 
weren't so repellant because of their essential cynicism. Like explaining that there is no 
need to get funds from the drug trade because a dynamite attack against a bank doesn't 



cost more than $36.75 US (with an actual expenditure of only $3 US 'if the support of the 
masses is taken into account.')" 

[Reply: It is impossible for the reactionaries to substantiate the charges of 
"narcoterrorism" by the PCP. This term has been used since the Reagan's time to discredit 
revolutionary struggles. The most bitter enemies of the Peruvian revolution have 
acknowledged that the PCP is ingrained in the masses; that's who really supports the 
People's War.] 

"Less grotesque are their statistics, with which TNF tries to explain the reduction of the 
impact their actions have on the country, but which nevertheless reveal some interesting 
figures, based on the authority of legal sources. For example, they note that the 
percentage of territory under the state of emergency, which dropped from 1990 to 1992, 
rose in 1994 (25%) and 1995 (30%). 

"Nevertheless, the efforts at arithmetical objectivity founder when the magazine 
incorporates 400,000 ronderos into the ranks of the Peruvian Armed Forces to convert 
them into the second biggest force on the continent. Or the insistence on the number of 
actions from 1980 to 1993 as proof of the current health of the party. 

[Reply: In spite of their contradictions, the paramilitary rondas are organized, armed, 
trained and controlled by the military. According to the Armed Forces "Instituto de 
Investigaciones para la Defensa Nacional-INIDEM), by March 1994 there were 400,360 
paramilitary ronderos nationwide. They play a role in the counterinsurgency campaign 
and, therefore, must be counted] 

"But what is most revealing about the basic strangeness of the magazine and its total 
divorce from Peruvian politics is its indifference to local developments. For TNF the true 
movie villains are the Peruvian and US senderologists, probably because they are most 
responsible for poisoning the waters of university financing." 

[Reply: It is imperialism, mainly Yankee, and the puppet Fujimori who are the real 
enemies of the people. The senderologists such as Ivan Degregori, Raul Gonzalez, Carlos 
Tapia, etc. are mercenaries who package and deliver the SIN/CIA hoaxes and slanders 
against the People's War. Yes, the influence of the senderologists have been mostly in the 
academic community abroad. We are waging the struggle there as well to clear up their 
fog of lies. Mr. Lauer's insinuation that TNF has university financing is baseless. It is the 
people (only the people) who support this publication.] 

"Is this publication representative of SL? TNF is very clear in denouncing 'the farcical 
peace accords' of the so-called Sendero Negro, but at the same time real information 
about the saga of Feliciano in Huallaga is practically null." 

[Reply: FYI. We are not Fujimori's "Ambassadors" neither have we ever claimed to be 
"representatives" of anyone; we are the voice of the oppressed in our country, those 
people who with their blood and sweat are waging a glorious People's War of Liberation. 



Fantasies such as "Sendero Negro" or "Feliciano vs. Guzman" only exist in the obsessed 
minds of the reactionaries. The PCP is united as steel; it is indestructible and invincible.] 

"In the final analysis this is an ideological inversion of information that appears in the 
legal Peruvian press. This effort to whitewash the image of a party that has gorged itself 
on corpses in the time of 'crossing the river of blood' speaks more to the candor of First 
World Maoists than the praetorian stubborness of some senderistas in the jungle. If they 
are trying to get out of the barracks and enter politics, this magazine doesn't remotely 
resemble the correct path." 

[Reply: When was there an "objective" press in Peru? Never! There was always a 
revolutionary press (brutally censored and persecuted by the old State) and a 
counterrevolutionary press controlled by the ruling class and the government. The 
reactionary press, including that of the revisionists, serves the state and the regime 
whereas the revolutionary press serves the people and the revolution. Abroad, our role is 
to shape public opinion favorable to the victory of the People's War. And this victory will 
be inevitable, the people of Peru will cross the "river of blood" generated by the 
murderous armed forces.] 



THE NEW YORK TIMES (NYT) ON PERU 

"Blasts Propel Shining Path from Defunct to Dangerous" claims the imperialist paper 
(Calvin Sims, NYT, August 5, 1996). Let's analyze Sims' article: "Peru's long struggle 
against the Shining Path guerrilla group has taken a turn for the worse in the last week 
with a deadly series of bombings and attacks that have raised fears that the insurgency is 
making a comeback." 

First, for "Peru" the NYT means the old rotten State controlled by U.S. imperialism, the 
big bourgeoisie, big landlords, the corrupt military and the narcogovernment of Fujmori, 
who are waging a counterrevolutionary war against the People's War led by the PCP. 
This same Calvin Sims reported in 1994 on "the defeat of the Shining Path," trying to 
spur imperialist investment in the country in spite of the military offensives of the 
People's Army of Liberation, which have continued unabated after the capture of 
President Gonzalo. If this were not the case, why have states of emergency and military 
curfews continued in most of the country since the capture of President Gonzalo in 1992? 
Why do the masked judges continue to exist? Why have psychological operations like the 
endless "capture of terrorists" publicized by the regime been intensified from 1992 to the 
present? How many times has the regime certified that the Maoist rebels were dead and 
buried, and now the NYT finds them in good health and spirits? All this black smoke is 
cleared up with the simple truth: The People's War continues as bold as ever! 

The NYT continues : "While Peruvians [again, NYT refers to the same exploiters and 
blood suckers of the people] have learned to live under the constant threat of terrorism, 
the latest wave of assaults by the Maoist group, which was once believed to have been 



defeated, is particularly troubling because it was well coordinated and penetrated 
sensitive government and military targets. The guerrillas bombed a central police station 
charged with protecting the Peruvian Congress and the house of a general who is the 
military chief in a region where the rebels have a stronghold. Following assertions that 
the attacks were made possible by security lapses, the chief of Peru's anti-terrorist police 
resigned." [He refers to the PCP Regional Committee of Huallaga. The attacks referred 
to were carried out in Lima.] 

"Experts on terrorism said that the attacks were the most successful the Shining Path has 
undertaken since its top leaders were captured three years ago. The arrests were 
considered a turning point in a civil war that has killed more than 35,000 people and cost 
$25 billion in damages since 1980". This is a shift from the NYT's position of previous 
years when it reported that "all the top leaders" were captured, the PCP was "decapitated" 
and "economic investment was booming." That was pure disinformation. The PCP has 
never had a single individual as leader, nor has it ever functioned on the will of any 
individual; therefore the capture of President Gonzalo may have temporarily disrupted 
the leadership, but it did not mean at all that the Party was "crippled" much less 
"decapitated." President Gonzalo himself described his capture simply as a "bend in the 
road." (Speech from the tiger cage, September 24, 1992) 

Thereafter, the NYT quotes a notorious Senderologist working closely with the military: 
'"If you consider what has happened in the last few days, that the government was forced 
to remove its director of anti-terrorism because of these strategic attacks, you have to 
conclude that Shining Path has started to recover from its long demise,' said Carlos Tapia, 
a leading Peruvian researcher in terrorism. ..Tapia and other terrorism experts attribute the 
success of the recent attacks to new leadership within the Shining Path, which was 
severely crippled when the military captured Abimael Guzman Reynoso, Shining Path's 
founder. After his arrest, he called for his comrades to forge a peace with the government. 
Many subsequently turned themselves in under a government amnesty program." 

Here we have the major ingredient of the SIN/CIA disinformation campaign as part of 
their psychological warfare. According to the PCP Central Committee, who continue to 
lead the People's War, the "Peace Agreement" scheme atributed to President Gonzalo is 
nothing but a conterrevolutionary hoax cooked up by the intelligence services in 
collaboration with a few capitulators in prison (purged from the party). The same 
senderologists or agents of reaction now recognize that the "Peace talks" hoax has been 
completely smashed by the People's War. 

The slander that President Gonzalo has betrayed the revolution can be easily refuted by 
the fact that the regime, in spite of its slandereous allegations, has adamantly refused to 
allow him to come forward before the national and international press. What is their fear? 
Another speech from the cage? President Gonzalo's views on the People's War are well- 
known through his prolific speeches and writings and his unblemished revolutionary 
practice. The innuendos that "he is calling for peace" or "there is a fierce struggle within 
the PCP for peace talks" is a complete fallacy fabricated by the intelligence services and a 



handful of traitors in prison, and promoted by some opportunist "supporters" of the 
People's War abroad. 

The NYT continues: "Political violence in Peru had not stopped even before the current 
series of attacks. In the last 18 months, analysts estimate, about 450 people have died in 
political violence in Peru, and the government has detained more than 500,000 suspects." 
Which means 558 arrests every day as an average! Here's the real face of 'Peruvian 
democracy' supported, financed and controlled by U.S. imperialism conducting a brutal 
generalized repression against the people as part of its low intensity warfare. This fact 
also unmasks the hypocritical claims of the U.S. State Department and Congress that 
human rights in Peru have "improved." 

The NYT describes the PCP offensives: "The recent attacks began on July 26, when a car 
bomb exploded outside the police station two blocks from the Congress, killing one 
passer-by and wounding at least seven other people... Last Monday, the Shining Path 
took responsibility for a bombing outside the home of an army general, Manuel Varela 
Gamarra, who is the military chief in the Upper Huallaga Amazon region, where the 
rebels have a stronghold. On Wednesday, two Shining Path gunmen shot and killed a 
prominent community leader, Epifanio Santamaria Rodriguez, in the Lima shantytown of 
San Martin... Shining Path guerrillas also attacked a construction company in the 
highlands, destroying equipment and property. In each case, they either claimed 
responsibility or they left signs that they were responsible for the attacks." 

The NYT becomes a mouthpiece of the CIA slander machine when it alleges that the PCP 
kills "community leaders" and/or "leftists" (and since when does the NYT care about the 
lives of leftists?), when in reality the targets of the selective annihilations are known 
agents of the armed forces and/or the old State. Here, NYT turns Sr. Santamaria, a 
prominent gangster of the paramilitary urban rondas, into a "community leader." 
Furthermore, the destruction of imperialist equipment and property used to exploit the 
workers and plunder the resources of the country is a legitimate action of the revolution. 

NYT admits the failure of the counterinsurgency effort: "Military officials declined to 
discuss the attacks. But military staff members said that security forces have declared a 
full alert and that the government is considering extending a state of emergency, already 
in effect in 19 districts of Lima and many provinces, that gives security forces broad 
powers to combat terrorism." Since the military coup of April 1992, in which the U.S. 
assumed directly the counterinsurgency war, and in which the last constitution was 
trashed, the armed forces have had total impunity to act as they wish in any part of the 
country. What (further) "broad powers" is the imperialist outlet talking about? 

Once again the CIA/SIN line on Peru is propagated by NYT: "With the capture of its 
central leaders in 1993, Shining Path is divided into two factions: one that heeded 
Guzman's call for peace and another that continued the fight under the leadership of 
Oscar Ramirez Duran, who was a top aide to Guzman and is believed to be hiding out in 
the highlands along the Huallaga River." Where is the evidence for this falsehood? The 
grossly fabricated letters, cut and paste videos presented by Fujimori at the U.N. on 



October 10, 1993, and a few tortured prisoners calling for talks in the prison of 
Yanamayo, Puno, all of that was publicized by the intelligence services and has not been 
taken seriously even by the reactionary press in Peru. Who invented the tale of 
"Chairman Feliciano"? Who invented Margie Clavo "as leader" of the PCP? Who is 
obsessed with the "peace of the cemeteries"? Only the reactionary regime. There is only 
one leadership of the Peruvian revolution: The PCP Central Committee. The "split" of the 
Party exists only in the obsessed mind of the imperialists. 

The NYT concludes with more wishful thinking: "But terrorism experts said that contacts 
within the group indicated that Shining Path has now splintered into numerous factions. 
The factions are being coordinated by a new group of leaders who had been part of the 
Shining Path hierarchy during its infancy in the 1970s but who had left the group after a 
dispute with Guzman over the timing of his decision to take up arms in 1980". 

This is a deception, a big lie. Those "numerous factions" do not exist! The Party is united 
and strong as steel; precisely for this reason it continues to victoriously lead the Peoples' 
War. Perhaps what the NYT calls "splintered factions" are the various sectarian 
organizations and individuals abroad that claim support to the People's War but do so on 
their own terms, with their own personal interests, limitations and even distortions. For 
instance the case of CoREVl, RCP-USA, Luis Arce Borja, Adolfo Olaechea, etc. There is 
even the strange case of MEVl, an undercover gang that many believe is hatched by 
counter-intelligence. To say that any of these are factions of the PCP would be utterly 
absurd. 

As for the "factions... being coordinated by a new group of leaders,.. ."etc, let's debunk this 
speculation with ease: Many of those expelled from the Party in the 70s and just before 
the initiation of the People's War, later participated in the elections for the Constitutional 
Assembly under military dictator Morales Bermudez, or have fled the country. Their 
leader Saturnino Paredes was a member of this bourgeois tendency. Of the few who fled 
the country, one Javier Esparza has become an advocate of capitulation but today has no 
affiliation of any kind with the PCP. The myth of "coordinated factions" is just ignorant 
speculation. 

The fact that has been proven to the world beyond any doubt is the capacity of the PCP to 
continue leading the People's War towards the conquest of power according to the tactical 
and strategic plans designed by President Gonzalo, which is the guarantee of victory and 
the installation of the Republic of New Democracy in Peru. 

N.A.C.L.A. DEFENDS MURDERER FUJIMORI 

In its July- August publication, the North American Council for Latin America (NACLA) 
ran a series of articles as part of its "Report on Peru," including a photograph of dictator 
Alberto Fujimori on its cover page. It was the same kind of re-packaged anti-communist 
innuendo the magazine runs every year with a more clearly reactionary position on the 
political events in Peru. Thus, NACLA's subtle support of the dictator in the past, when it 
used to be the international forum for agents of the Peruvian regime known as 



senderologists. Today, it openly praises and flatters the "successes" claimed by the 
reactionary government. 

The reality is that NACLA's biased reporting and pro-Fujimori propaganda cannot hide 
the regime's political and economic failures. Who can deny the chronic misery, 
exploitation, disease and genocide of the people at the hands of the dictatorship? 
NACLA's deliberate distortion of the struggle of the working class, peasants and 
progressives waging a powerful People's War for the last 16 years, serves imperialism 
(mainly U.S. imperialism) and the native Peruvian big bourgeoisie. Let's analyze 
NACLA's "Report on Peru": 

First, as part of a vain attempt to give credibility to the farce of "Fujimori's success and 
popularity," NACLA presents a text of Guillermo Rochabrun, a supporter of Fujimori. He 
initially claims: 

"While previous administrations have suffered one policy failure after another in dealing 
with the country's economic and political crisis, Fujimori had potable 'success' stabilizing 
the country's erratic economy and defeating the shining path guerrilla insurgency. Finally 
and perhaps most puzzling, despite the high social costs of his economic model and the 
authoritarian style that has characterized his government, Fujimori has received 
consistently high popularity ratings from Peruvians of all social classes." (p. 16) 

But Rochabrun, in a fog of words quickly contradicts himself in the middle of his article: 

"Fujimori — who had waged an electoral campaign against neoliberal reform -- made an 
about-face and implemented the very orthodox economic policies he had rejected.... In 
the short term, these measures aggravated the recession and further jacked up inflation — 
gasoline prices increased 30 times overnight, while inflation for the month of August 
alone was 400%. In a country of 22 million inhabitants, the number of people living in 
poverty jumped from 9 million to 14 million. The administration gradually introduced 
new measures that virtually eliminated all forms of legal protection for salaried workers. 
Job security was completely stamped out, and new rules governing contracts were 
established that reduced employers' obligations to their workers. For example, workers 
under 24 years of age are now considered 'apprentices', which means they can receive 
salaries below the minimum wage, and they are not covered by the social security 
system. "(p. 17) 

He admits the basis of "Fujimori's success": "Paralleling his implementation of an 
orthodox neoliberal agenda was Fujimori's increasing intolerance for democratic checks 
and balances... military control over the counterinsurgency war intensified, prompting a 
further deterioration in the government's human rights record. "(p. 17) 

And he cannot deny the real nature of Fujimori's "high popularity ratings" fabricated by 
opinion polls controlled by the government: "Fujimori relies on information gathered by 
the National Intelligence Service (SIN) to maintain his lock on power. Consequently, SIN 
— and its defacto head [the drug baron] Vladimiro Montesinos — has accrued a great deal 



of power and influence within his administration. It monitors the telephone conversations 
of key figures, both outside and within the government. This includes the surveillance of 
members of Peru's Army, Navy, Air Force and police, in order to prevent any organized 
resistance against the pro-Fujimori High Command [referring to the split within the 
armed forces]. SIN also tries to mold public opinion in Fujimori's favor. It does so 
through biased public-opinion polls, hiring sympathetic journalists for Fujimori- 
controlled media outlets [radio, TV, journals, etc.] and by planting rumors and staging 
sensationalist events to distract public attention when necessary" The latter obviously 
refers to the media blackout and censorship during the major guerrilla offensives (e.g., 
May, July, October and December 1993-1996). And during the outbreak of a cholera 
epidemic in 1991, for example, a series of images of a weeping virgin 'appeared' 
throughout Lima. In a highly publicized visit, Fujimori prayed for Peru's future before 
one of these images. 

From the above, it is clear that Fujimori's "success" and "high popularity ratings" are 
gross manipulations to cover up the exploitative, manipulative, oppressive and corrupted 
landlord-capitalist dictatorship in Peru in the service of imperialism, mainly Yankee. 
Actual facts confirm that Fujimori has met not one of his 3 counter-revolutionary tasks: 
1) reinvigorate bureaucratic capitalism, 2) re-structure the old State, and 3) annihilate the 
People's War. The regime is neither successful nor popular but is based on political 
deception and counterrevolutionary violence in order to maintain his place in power. 

As Rochabrun reluctantly admits: "These authoritarian tendencies culminated in 
Fujimori's coup de main [military coup] on April 5, 1992. He abruptly dissolved 
Congress and the judiciary, concentrating all the state's powers in his hands [i.e. in the 
hands of the military and its Yankee advisors]... The coup confirmed one of the most 
notable characteristics of Fujimori's rule: disdain for legal formalities. Fujimori 
systematically alters the rules of the game whenever he deems it necessary —either by 
creating new laws or by modifying old ones to suit his personal interests [imperialist 
interests.]" 

THE PEOPLE OF PERU AGAINST FUJIMORI'S REGIME AND THE ROTTEN 

OLD STATE 

Rochabrun dares to claim "The electorate voted for Fujimori in 1995 because they have 
felt that he had effectively resolved the country's two central problems: hyperinflation 
and guerrilla violence"; but there is no mention of what "electorate" voted for Fujimori, 
and this is so because the tyrant Fujimori has no support among Peru's people. Even the 
reactionary Rochabrun admits above that Fujimori, through the reactionary army and 
intelligence services, applies sinister manipulations and criminal repressive violence to 
maintain his place in power. The people of Peru did not vote for Fujimori, on the 
contrary, he was repudiated by the vast majority of Peruvians who no longer believe the 
scam of "western democracy" imposed by the imperialist powers. 

According to Peru's official electoral results, the 1995 election did not "legitimize" 
Fujimori, but rather completely exposed his corrupted regime. The widespread electoral 



fraud conducted by SIN, the manipulation of ballots, the ridiculous campaign to portray 
Nisei Fujimori as "Inca Pachacutic", and the accomplice participation of the United 
Nations, Yankee imperialism, and the OAS, did not prevent the Peruvian people's 
rejection of Fujimori's tyranny and his counterfeit "democratic" rule. This is clearly 
confirmed by the election's results (see table).

Therefore, it is clear the "electorate" rejected both the farce of "democracy" and 
Fujimori's regime. Only 18% of the total number of registered voted for Fujimori, and 
still, with this minority, he was elected "president". Is this democracy? Impossible, it is a 
scam, a fraud to maintain the U.S. puppet in power. But the US government and the big 
bankers' world publications {New York Times, Washington Post, The Guardian, Le 
Monde, El Pais, etc.) portray such fraud as "democracy" and "the will of the people." 
This is all rubbish, all rotten lies to deceive, oppress and exploit the working class masses 
in Peru and around the world. 



The imperialist U.S. media controlled by wall street bankers, and the opportunist and 
liberal outlets (NACLA, Village Voice, The Nation, etc.), persist in spreading the big lie 
that Fujimori was elected by "democratic majority". This is how they go about it: first 
they take into account only Fujimori's 2,046,522 votes and the 1,137,499 votes for other 
candidates (3,184,021 votes = 28% of total registered voters). Then, this 28% is presented 



in the press as the total 100% of all registered voters (!). In this way, the 18% allocated to 
Fujimori suddenly becomes 64% of a "total" (really partial) sum, and this manipulation is 
advertised as his "democratic majority"(!). Fujimori has no legitimacy; he has relied 
entirely on the military and the U.S. Embassy to govern from day one. His "democratic 
support" exists only in NACLA and the outlets of imperialism. 

The election of April 9, 1995, was an international scandal that has exposed the charade 
of "Western democracy" and its parliamentary system, showing in practice that it is all a 
set-up to impose new forms of fascist rule. In reality, the elections reflected only this: the 
majority of Peru's people repudiate bourgeois parliamentary democracy and Fujimori's 
corrupt terrorist regime. 

In addition to Fujimori's phony "majority", NACLA repeats the tale of his "economic 
success." Let's refute this ridiculous claim quoting Rochabrun himself: "The economic 
downturn has been paralleled by a relative decline in Fujimori's popular support in the 
polls [polls controlled by SIN]. According to Apoyo, a polling firm, Fujimori's popularity 
has dropped. ...Peru's incorporation into the debt-repayment plan, and the announcement 
of large new investments in gas exploration by Shell-Mobil, had little effect. Clashes 
between protesters and the police have also become more common, as fisherman, 
construction workers, municipal government workers, university students and retirees 
have taken to the streets to protest their declining living standards. According to one 
study 68% of Peruvians now live in absolute poverty." So, where is the "economic 
success" and "popularity"? 

Fujimori's neoliberal exploitation measures only aim at accomplishing timely payments 
of the foreign debt, regardless of the massive unemployment, misery, crime, hunger, 
disease, pollution and genocide that such measures cause for most Peruvians. NACLA 
recognizes that 22% of Peru's annual Gross National Product (GNP) is given out to big 
foreign banks as repayment of the foreign debt. Considering that a large slice of the GNP 
is for the repressive apparatus, very little is left for the welfare of the people. All this 
leads to widespread social unrest and massive support for the democratic revolution and 
glorious Peoples War led by the just and honest Communist Party of Peru (PCP). 

POWERFUL PEOPLE'S WAR SHATTERS FUJIMORI'S PHONY "FINAL 
VICTORY" 

Through Rochabrun, NACLA attempts to justify that, after all, Fujimori's "success" was 
mainly achieved in the struggle against the "shining path" [derogatory term used by 
imperialism] But even this alleged "success"in reality is Fujimori's greatest failure— a 
failure that will probably lead to his doom, since he is increasingly losing the support of 
the capitalist ruling class in Peru; he is a corrupt egocentric puppet of the imperialists, 
who can easily be replaced. 

Rochabrun portrays the "final victory against subversion" thus: "The sudden capture of 
top shining path leaders in September 1992, was a watershed for the Fujimori regime. 
Shining path military activities declined sharply thereafter, and it soon became evident 



that they no longer represent a major threat to Fujimori's State. New and repatriated 
capital began pouring into Peru, and the privatization process began to gather steam." 

This biased report avoids mentioning Fujimori's famous announcement, publicized in the 
world media: "SHINING PATH AND SUBVERSION WILL BE COMPLETELY 
FINISHED BY THE END OF MY PRESIDENTIAL TERM IN JULY 1995, IT WILL 
BE MY FINAL VICTORY." Today at the end of 1996, this prediction simply sounds 
ridiculous, especially now that Fujimori's regime is alarmed and in a panic because of 
recent waves of revolutionary offensive throughout Peru. This "prediction" was cheap 
self-serving propaganda to prepare and justify his illegitimate second term as "president", 
and to convince (deceive) foreign investors into believing that it was safe to invest in 
Peru. Those who blindly follow Fujimori's mythical dreams make a great mistake. They 
should listen the advice of a more sophisticated imperialist outlet, the Wall Street 
Journal, that on November 22, 1995 wisely warned: "Peru: Invest, Get Out!" 

A recent report from the New York Times (NYT, August 5, 1996) stated: "The guerrillas 
bombed a central police station charged with protecting the Peruvian Congress and the 
house of a general who is the military chief in a region where the rebels have a 
stronghold. Following assertions that the attacks were made possible by security lapses, 
the chief of Peru's anti-terrorist police resigned. ..the latest wave of assaults is particularly 
troubling because it was well coordinated and penetrated sensitive government and 
military targets". In the same edition the NYT also reports that Fujimori's regime "in the 
last 18 months. ..has detained [arrested] more than 500,000 suspects." An editorial in the 
newspaper of Peru's oligarchy, El Comercio, announced on July 30, 1996: "The recent 
Maoist attacks in our nation's capital are clear evidence that objectively we are facing a 
new surge of Maoist subversion." 

Even the reactionary journalist Manuel D'Ornellas painfully recognized: "The objective 
of the recent Maoist advances is to tell the population that subversion is not dead, that 
Fujimori's regime has failed in its attempt to end it." (Expreso, July 31, 1996) The recent 
waves of political-military offensives carried out by the victorious People's Army, PCP, 
have caused alarm and panic to the reactionaries in Peru and the world. The revolutionary 
offensives have caused splits in Fujimori's ranks, and now factions in the Kangaroo 
Congress and the military openly recognize Fujimori's failures and reject his propaganda 
of "final victory" and "peace accord". Another related outcome is that Peru's Armed 
Forces are crumbling into numerous clandestine groups led by junior officers who 
prepare armed rebellions against Fujimori's clique. This is confirmed by the following 
reports: 

MILITARY COUP AGAINST FUJIMORI BUSTED Army Commander Luis Alatrista 
and Army Captain Luis Alvarez, in charge of Special Forces Battalion N-19, were 
captured by the National Intelligence Service (SIN). The two officers were stockpiling in 
their residences two large arsenals of automatic rifles (FAL), machine guns, rockets and 
ammunition. SIN reported they were preparing a military coup against Alberto Kenyo 
Fujimori because of the low salaries and continuous hardship that army officers suffer in 
recent years [La Republica, July 31, 1996.] 



PERUVIAN CONGRESS DEMANDS ANSWERS Various senators from the loyal 
opposition are demanding explanations from Fujimori in relation to the recent wave of 
Maoist offensives. Senators Gustavo Mohme (owner of daily La Republica) and 
Fernando Olivera pointed out "Fujimori and the armed forces have been deceived by their 
own propaganda of the final triumph against Sendero." The Senators also called on the 
Minister of Interior to come to Congress and explain the failures in the antisubversive 
war. [La Republica, August 7, 1996.] 

NACLA never mentions the above events, it only repeats the ridiculous tale of 
"numerous defeats." Where? When? How? No facts are shown because there are no 
"numerous defeats." In reality, the PCP is undefeated and firmly united. It is clear that 
Fujimori never achieved any "final victory by July 1995," and his call for "peace accord" 
is another ridiculous failure. 

FUJIMORI REGIME SUBMERGED IN COCAINE UP TO THE NECK. The 

widespread corruption in Peru's reactionary armed forces is now openly exposed: 

• The anti-narcotics police found 28 bags with pure cocaine on board the Navy ship 
"ILO" in the port of Callao. Each bag contained over 17 kilos of the narcotic. The 
ship's Captain and 53 crew members are under arrest until investigations are 
completed. Members of the anti-narcotics police indicated the shipment was for 
the Atlanta 96 Olympics [La Republica and most papers, July 3, 1996.] 

• Fujimori's army works for Colombian cartels, while Peruvian troops are 
submerged in misery. Retired Army General Carlos Mauricio stated: "Colombian 
drug barons have infiltrated Peru's armed forces" in response to recent findings of 
cocaine shipments on board air force planes and navy ships. General Mauricio 
expressed his concern for the crews since it is quite certain they were just 
following orders from high ranking officers. Another retired army general, 
German Parra, denounced the narcotics trade in the armed forces as a clear 
consequence of the low salaries for officers and troops. General Parra declared 
"poverty has reached the armed forces as well, and this misery leads us to 
criminal acts. ...I know retired generals, friends of mine, are under psychiatric 
treatment because of neurosis, they are suffering because they cannot even afford 
to pay for their older children's education.... If the armed forces are in power, then 
why don't we have the same benefits that others in the present administration 
have?. ..an Army General earns 1,200 soles per month (US $590) while high 
ranking bureaucrats in Fujimori's government earn US $10,000 and even US 
$15,000 per month!" General Parra concluded, "The morale of the armed forces is 
sinking!" [La Republica, July 8, 1996.] 

• Lima: Over one hundred installations of the Peruvian Navy, including war ships 
and submarine bases, are being searched by special inspectors to determine how 
many navy facilities are being used for the storage and transport of cocaine. Two 
navy ships, "Matarani" and "ILO", were found transporting narcotics; in early 
July, 57 kilograms of cocaine were found on board of the "Matarani" when it 
arrived in Vancouver, Canada [El Comercio, July 16, 1996.] 



• Lima: The criminal court investigating the relations of Peruvian Army officers 
and the drug baron Demetrio Chavez "Vaticano" has ordered the arrest of Army 
Captain Carlos Hernandez. This captain was the chief of the counter-subversive 
base at Sion (Tocache, Huallaga front) from December 1991 to February 1992, 
and confirmed that he received payments from drug barons because his desperate 
troops had no food supplies for two straight months [El Comercio, July 16, 1996. 
] The troops in Fujimori's reactionary army are in desperate conditions, according 
to recent reports "the soldiers are a ragged bunch, tired, dirty and malnourished. 
They steal animals and money from the people, and rapes of young girls are 
frequent. They call themselves 'rambos' and commit atrocities against the 
unarmed people. 

• There is confusion over Fujimori's evasive answer when questioned about the 
recent article published in Mexico's newspaper La Reforma. The Mexican daily 
reported that Vladimiro Montesinos, Fujimori's main advisor, Peru's drug czar and 
head of SIN, along with Santiago Fujimori, Fujimori's brother, are closely linked 
to various Mexican mafias involved in cocaine and heroine trade [El Comercio, 
August 5, 1996.] 

In addition to widespread corruption, Peru's reactionary armed forces are world known 
for human rights violations (over 30,000 victims have been murdered and more 
thousands "disappeared"; at present many are being found in mass graves with 
mutilations and other injuries from torture). NACLA's response to such crimes is a 
repetition of Fujimori's infamous announcement: "In June 1995, the Peruvian [Kangaroo] 
Congress passed one of the most sweeping amnesty laws in the hemisphere. The law 
gives a blanket amnesty to members of the security forces linked to, investigated for, or 
convicted of human rights crimes from May 1980 to the present". State terrorism now has 
impunity in Peru. 

CONCLUSION 

Fujimori's corrupt terrorist regime has no popular support, no economic successes, and no 
"final victory" against the people's struggle. The victories of the People's War expose 
both the putrefaction of the regime and the widespread corruption in Peru's reactionary 
armed forces. These facts are impossible to cover up; even NACLA recognizes Fujimori's 
"dirty work." 

This is the way Rochab run's NACLA article ends: "Fujimori will be seen as the president 
who did the dirty work no one else dared to, in order to unblock Peru's clogged capitalist 
development. This meant doing away with everything or everyone who got in his way: 
former allies, the rule of law, Congress, and the Constitution." Fujimori is a corrupt tyrant 
at the service of big landlords, big monopoly capitalists, foreign bankers, and imperialist 
powers, principally Yankee imperialism. 

NACLA's absurd manipulations and biased reactionary "Report" are exposed and 
defeated by the actions of the working masses and their powerful People's War. The truth 
remains: The People's War, led by the Marxist-Leninist-Maoist, Gonzalo Thought 



Communist Party of Peru is the real sulution to end the people's suffering. The People's 
War creates the People's New Power to serve the people of Peru and the World 
Proletarian Revolution.

"LEFTIST" WRITER FOR THE NATION TURNS 
OUT TO BE FUJIMORI'S SECRETARY 

On March 15, 1993, the U.S. magazine The Nation introduced the column of Peruvian 
journalist Sonia Goldenberg as a "leftist" critic of the Communist Party of Peru (PCP). 
The article criticizes the signers of a human rights ad paid for by U.S. supporters of the 
Peruvian Revolution that appeared in The Village Voice in January 1993. The ad 
"condemns the genocide of 100 political prisoners and prisoners of war at the prison of 
Cantogrande in Lima, Peru" by the Fujimori dictatorship. Among the signers were former 
Attorney General Ramsey Clark, Noam Chomsky, Bishop Thomas Gumbleton, Beth 
Lamont and others. Goldenberg, using as a front the Peru Peace Network, a front of the 
United Left (IU) and a few NGOs working in Peru (the IU was part of the coalition 
government with Fujimori at the time) described in the article that she interrogated each 
of the signers of the ad trying to determine whether they support PCP and giving them 
distorted fact sheets on what she calls "the Shining Path" so they could withdraw their 
support for the ad. 

The article by Goldenberg published in The Nation reads: "Shining Path murders civilian 
non-combatants, engineers, priests, teachers, journalists and peasants." [an identical 
extract of the CIA Fact Book of 1992 that provides not an iota of evidence to back up 
such slander] Moreover, Goldenberg quotes discredited Senderologist Robin Kirk who 
frequently falsifies quotes from the PCP, especially its position on People's Rights as 
opposed to the U.S. government manipulation of Human Rights: "Sendero kills hundreds 
of Mayors and leftists, (see Kirk's "SL War on Hope" of March 30, 1993 The Nation). 
Again without a shred of evidence she mumbles: "SL tortures and kills captured 
prisoners, including children... SL has carried out 3,600 killings in 3 years (!) And 80% 
are civilians" [a replica of the government's disinformation campaign, published by the 
"leftist" The Nation] 



Finally, Goldenberg previews the regime's sinister plan, the hoax of peace agreement, to 
be implemented by the Intelligence Services few months later: "With Sendero weakened, 
a wonderful opportunity for negotiations presents itself. For the first time, it may be 
possible to put pressure on both the government and rebels -in prison- to reach an 
agreement, monitored by the U.N., to respect basic human rights and the Geneva 
accords." In other words, to capitulate in exchange for nothing, like the FMLN did in El 
Salvador. The PCP denounced this travesty of peace as a counterrevolutionary hoax and 
crushed it with more People's War. 

Two years later, Goldenberg unmasked. In 1995, the Peruvian bourgeois press La 
Republica reported that Sonia Goldenberg was working as a "journalist" for the National 
Intelligence Services (SIN), and it turns out that as of November 1996 she is the 
Secretary of the Presidency of the Council of Ministers in the Fujimori regime. It was 
revealed also that at the time of Goldenberg's anti-PCP campaign in the "leftist" The 
Nation and other reactionary papers in the world, Goldenberg's father Efrain Goldenberg 
Schreiber, was Fujimori's Foreign Minister! [Daily Expreso, October 22, 1996] With 
"leftists" such as The Nation and Goldenberg who needs the CIA and the KGB!

The above are but a few examples where the SWP helps promote the psychological 
operations of imperialism in order to hinder international support for the People's War. In 
addition, SWP borrows Troskyite mythology to mischaracterize the PCP by calling it 
"bonapartist', "Stalinist", even suggesting the crazy idea that the Party is "anarchist"! In 
its tabloids The Militant and New International, which are distributed in their Pathfinder 
Bookstores, it defames as "terrorists" the heroic people of Peru, fighting an armed 
struggle under the leadership of the PCP against the brutal regime of dictator Fujimori. 
Although for a person who is fairly informed on Peru the SWP's "information" is 
laughable, it is fair to ask the question: Are they acting consciously on behalf of Yankee 
imperialism like Trotsky did in the past on behalf of Hitler, or do they simply lack real 
information on the People's War? 

For example, in its 1994 Spanish language pamphlet Sendero Luminoso, Evolution of a 
Stalinist Sect, (published in English in 1993 as Peru's Shining Path, Anatomy of a 
Reactionary Sect), the SWP reveals its gross ignorance of our country. 

• Page 9. SWP states that "Fujimori defeated Alan Garcia in the 1990 elections." 
False, Garcia didn't run in 1990. APRA's candidate was Luis Alva Castro. 

• Page 10. SWP states: "Fujimori is the product of the acute social crisis, collapse 
of the economy, and the discrediting of the political parties, including most of the 
Socialist and Communist parties." So, for SWP puppet Fujimori is a sort of 
"revolutionary" who suddenly pops up to save Peru! Here, SWP's imperialist 
position is crystal clear. The fact of the matter is that the People's War in 1990 
was already involved in 10 years of successful armed struggle. The revolution has 
clearly exposed the semi-feudalism of the country, its semi-colonial condition and 
the inability of bureaucratic capitalism to solve the problems. The PCP has 
combated both imperialism and revisionism (agents inside of the working class), 
and the old State was already shaken to its roots. It is at that point that the 
People's War reached the stage of strategic equilibrium. The Peruvian revisionists 
(IU, PUM, Patria Roja) have been completely discredited and smashed by the 
revolution, even in the area they most cherish, the bourgeois elections, when they 
obtained 0.5% of the vote and had no other choice than to support the APRA and 
Fujimori governments to save the old State. 

• Page 13. SWP confuses the eclectic positions of the RCP with those of the PCP. 
The People's War is not a "peasant revolution" or a racial struggle, but a New 
Democratic revolution based on the worker-peasant alliance. SWP even borrows 
MEVI's positions, comparing the PCP to Pol Pot, and claims that the PCP rejects 
the struggles of unions for better wages and other demands because it considers 
them a "labor aristocracy." The fact is that the Party leads those struggles from the 
bases, unmasking the revisionist leaders who seek to sell out the workers' interest 
in favor of the exploiters and the regime. Let's quote the great Lenin to explain 
why the PCP stands for democratic revolution in its uninterrupted path to socialist 
revolution and Communism: 

"The proletariat must carry to completion the democratic revolution by allying to itself 
the mass of the peasantry, in order to crush by force the resistance of the autocracy and to 



paralyze the instability of the bourgeoisie. The proletariat must accomplish the socialist 
revolution by allying to itself the mass of the semi-proletarian elements of the population 
in order to crush by force the resistance of the bourgeoisie and to paralyze the instability 
of the peasantry and the petty bourgeoisie". (V.I. Lenin, Two Tactics ofSD, 1905, see 
Lenin CW, Vol 8, p. 96) 

"From the democratic revolution we shall at once, and just to the extent of our strength, 
the strength of the class conscious and organized proletariat, begin to pass to the socialist 
revolution. We stand for uninterrupted revolution. We shall not stop halfway." (CW, Vol 
8, pp 186-87) 

"Without succumbing to adventurism or going against our scientific conscience, without 
striving for cheap popularity, we can do and say only one thing: we shall put every effort 
into assisting the peasants to carry out the democratic revolution in order to make it easier 
for us, the Party of the proletariat, to pass on, as quickly as possible, to the new and 
higher task, the Socialist Revolution" (Lenin, ibid.) 

• Page 17. SWP states that the Party does not recruit the "experienced" workers, the 
union leadership. It attracts residents of the shantytowns, peasants in poor areas, 
unemployed youth. TRUE! That's the majority of Peru. That's the expression of 
the worker-peasant alliance in the People's War. The corrupt revisionist union 
leadership has a long history of treason. They helped to put into power military 
and civilian dictators (Velasco, Morales, Garcia, Fujimori), and although the 
unionized proletariat is small in Peru, the PCP reaches out and has influence in 
this important sector. But, SWP is right that most of the support for the People's 
War comes from the proletariat in the informal sector, the peasants (mostly poor 
peasants), the petty bourgeoisie (students, teachers, public employees, owners of 
small shops, etc.) and the underemployed, which is the majority of the population. 
This reflects the mass character of the Peruvian revolution. 

• Page 19. SWP totally contradicts its position that the PCP is isolated from the 
people by stating that the capture of President Gonzalo has resulted in the 
unleashing of State repression against "democratic freedoms." Exactly! This is 
precisely because the PCP is intrinsically linked to the popular movement. If not, 
why would the capture of its leader affect the people? The bold recovery of the 
People's War from that "bend in the road" has also resulted in the sharpening of 
the class struggle by the popular movement. 

• Page 22. SWP claims that the Party seeks to put in Power a petty bourgeois 
privileged clique that would smash the workers and peasants. However, it is 
precisely that type of petty bourgeois movement that SWP has historically 
promoted with its "support." How about the SWP's icons the slave traitor Nelson 
Mandela and the "reinserted" Castro already in power? In contrast, the leadership 
of the New Power being built in Peru's People's Committees consists of 1/3 
proletarians, 1/3 peasants and 1/3 progressives from other classes. 

• Page 23. SWP supports the low intensity warfare tactics of Yankee imperialism 
when it advocates a "counter-terrorist front." "Workers and peasants must 
confront Sendero Luminoso to defeat it." That's exactly what the armed forces, 



advised by the Yankees are doing in Peru. They are organizing paramilitary forces 
known as Civil Defense (peasant rondas) and urban rondas, which are being 
smashed by the Peruvian people through People's War. 

Many revolutionary activists in the U.S. wonder why the SWP is blatantly reactionary on 
Peru when they have advocated some progressive causes in the past. It's interesting to 
note that just recently they have even reprinted in The Militant one of our statements on 
behalf of a Peruvian immigrant arbitrarily arrested in New York City. 

Our answer is simple: SWP is not a counter-revolutionary group at all times and periods. 
This would be like saying Trotsky was always a counter-revolutionary, which is not true. 
During the October Revolution he was a revolutionary. Even Stalin said "Trotsky fought 
in October and fought well." But just like Trotsky, the SWP has been totally inconsistent 
with revolution here and with proletarian internationalism; and with respect to the 
Peruvian revolution SWP is definitely playing a counter-revolutionary role at the service 
of U.S. imperialism and the fascist Fujimori dictatorship. The imperialist slanders against 
the PCP are feeble and especially designed to fool the uninformed. 

SWP and other academic "leftists" in the U.S. also attempt to ridicule the ideological 
developments of Marxism by the PCP known as "Gonzalo Thought". Yes, Lenin said that 
Marxism is complete and harmonious and needs no providential discoveries. However, 
the science of Marxism is not static; it develops not by negating itself and coming up with 
a new "improved formula", but by deepening its understanding of society and the laws 
that govern it, and that can only come from the application of this understanding to 
society in order to change it. In other words, Marxism does not "change" but it becomes 
more clear, more easily understood by the masses, deeper and more radical. 

On the question of Stalin as set forth by the Trotskyites, the PCP upholds the dialectical 
analysis of Chairman Mao Tsetung (Vol. V, Collected Works) which debunks the 
Trotskyite and Khruschovite lies of accusing of every crime under the sun to Comrade 
Stalin. It's not true that Stalin did away "administratively" with political opponents, but it 
is what Fujimori does now in Peru with hundreds of political prisoners when he 
perpetrated genocides in the prisons of El Fronton (300), Cantogrande (100), and more 
than 30,000 murdered by Fujimori's U.S.- trained and funded army. 

SWP doesn't rven mention those crimes of the regime, but saves its most savage 
denunciation for the People's War and its armed attacks against the old State. 

Let's look at Trotsky's desertion of the revolution to explain the SWP position with 
respect to the PCP and the People's War. Isn't that true that once Trotsky abandoned the 
cause of the revolution, he was already associated with the bourgeois press and the 
slanders of the U.S. government in spreading anti-communist propaganda? The 
Trotskyites and imperialists accuse Comrade Stalin of killing Trotsky. The fact is that he 
died as a result of internal splits of the Trotskyists organisations. 



The SWP knows that Mercader was an agent working for the anti-Stalin faction who, 
realizing that Trotsky would be more useful to them dead than alive, did away with him, 
to later present themselves as victims of the "Monster Stalin". This analogy is interesting 
because in Peru, where Trotskyism has no political relevance at all, the SWP accuses the 
PCP of killing a Troskyite worker even thought the PCP does not target anyone for their 
political or religious beliefs, unless they are involved in specific and proven actions on 
behalf of the regime's intelligence services and/or imperialism. 



Peru's most prominent Trotskyite 
leader Hugo Blanco, and the Peasant 
Federation which he infiltrated for 
years, ended up on the payroll of the 
CIA (See the transcript of CBS's Mike 
Wallace "In the Pay of the CIA, an 
American Dilemma," March 13, 1967, 
cited in The New Flag, Vol.2, No.l, 
p. 28). No wonder Blanco's irrational 
hatred for the People's War! In 1992, 
Blanco was presented by the SWP, 
the United Left and a Church group at 
the New School of Social Research in 
NYC to spread his anti-PCP diatribes. 

Another Peruvian Trotskyite is the 

journalist Nicholas Lucar, now one of 

the TV propaganda chiefs of butcher 

Fujimori in Lima (Channel 4). Are 

those the "workers" attacked by the 

PCP the SWP is referring to? Imperialism blames the People's Army of Liberation for the 

murders of worker and peasant activists committed by the death squads of Fujimori. The 

case of miners leader Saul Cantoral is such a case. 




Mao says that to be attacked by the enemy is not a bad thing but a good thing. It is part of 
the contradiction between revolution and counterrevolution. This only goes to show that 
the People's War is the most advanced and revolutionary one, otherwise imperialists and 
revisionists of all sorts would not bother to slander it. Without this genuine revolutionary 
character, it would never have won the praise of the people in Peru and abroad. That's one 
more reason why people all over the world want to learn more about the PCP, President 
Gonzalo, the People's Army of Liberation, People's Committees, Armed Strikes, the 
Shining Trenches of Combat in the prisons. The PCP's reputation and prestige at home 
and abroad have been rightfully won and deserve your support. P

RCP-USA and CoRIM: Defenders of Capitulation 

In a recent text entitled "On 2LS From CoRIM" the Committee of the Revolutionary 
Internationalist Movement (CoRIM) persists in insinuating that President Gonzalo may 
be the author of the "peace letters "calling for an end to the People's War in Peru. This text 
was published in Revolutionary Worker, the official voice of the Revolutionary 
Communist Party, USA (RCP), on August 4, 1996, p. 8-10. In the same issue, the RCP 
published its own editorial under the heading: "On the Stakes of the Two Line Struggle in 
Peru", reflecting the same line as the CoREVI document. 

CoREVI resorts to unfounded speculations in asserting that the author and leader of the 
"peace letters" may well be none other than President Gonzalo himself. This new REVI 
document simply regurgitates the official version promoted by the Peruvian state, and 
thus places itself within the current strategy of the murderous Fujimori regime, which 
aims to re-activate the "peace agreement" hoax at the international level. 

The "analysis" by CoREVI and RCP is based on reports by agents and capitulators, and 
the media controlled by the Peruvian regime. CoREVI's sources are articles and interviews 
published in reactionary papers such as La Republica, and the magazine Caretason 
March 30, 1995 ("Las Claves de Margie Clavo") Both publications are key government 
mouthpieces in the psychological warfare campaign against the Peruvian people. 
Specifically, the CoREVI and RCP documents reflect the declarations of Margie Clavo 
Peralta, who was arrested on March 22, 1995, at which time she called on the 
revolutionary forces to "persist, persist!" A few months later — while imprisoned and 
under the thumb of the National Intelligence Service (SIN) — she allegedly changed her 
position in favor of the "peace letters." 

A few months before her "capture," Margie Clavo had been promoted by the regime as 
"Comrade Nancy, a high ranking leader of the PCP." In September of '95, agents of SIN 
broadcast on Fujimori's TV (Channel 4, Nicholas Lucar) an alleged interview with Clavo 
from inside her cell, in which she issued a call to "struggle for the peace agreement", 
denouncing the leaders of the People's War as "traitors and usurpers." She "self- 
criticized" her former position, and also alleged having "met with President Gonzalo," 
who convinced her that "peace talks" was now the correct strategy for the PCP. 

Here is how the CoREVI interprets these events: "The appearance of Clavo in a televised 
interview in that country [Peru] leaves little doubt that her position has changed, 
regardless of the circumstances which brought this about.... First of all, the fact that a 
major leader of the Central Committee has changed her position and is now supporting 
the right opportunist line is itself a significant blow to the Party leadership. Moreover, her 
claim to have met with Chairman Gonzalo further strengthens suppositions that Chairman 
Gonzalo is indeed proposing the line of seeking a peace accord." The CoREVI/RCP 



doesn't tell us who controlled the alleged interview televised, nor do they reveal who 
made Margie Clavo a "major leader of the PCP," or why we should believe these claims. 

The RCP adds: "But, while the final word is not in, the possibility is growing that 
Chairman Gonzalo has taken a wrong turn, away from the revolutionary direction he 
charted for the PCP before his capture." Time and again these two documents slander 
President Gonzalo and the PCP like this, implying that they and their clumsy leader 
Robert Avakian, and not President Gonzalo and the PCP, are the true leaders of the world 
revolution. RCP further says: 

"The Committee of the REVI (CoREVI) has, from the beginning, felt that it was important 
to investigate to determine the actual views of Chairman Gonzalo. Events since then have 
increased the concern that he might be involved in formulating the Peace Accord line. So 
it is a very wrong approach, especially now, to refuse to treat this as a two-line struggle 
over the whole strategy and direction of that Party." 

What are the sources that CoREVI and RCP leaders invoke in order to draw their 
conclusion that President Gonzalo is responsible for the "peace letters"? Why do they 
ignore the PCP's Central Committee's just and correct definition of the "peace letters" as 
a counterrevolutionary hoax? These "Maoist leaders" — feigning a childish ignorance — 
base their allegations solely on the statements of repentance of Margie Clavo Peralta, a 
capitulator long before her "capture," who now appears in overt antagonism to the 
People's War. 

They apparently do not question whether this information distributed by the police and 
the Peruvian government is truly based on facts. They totally ignore that this entire 
"Margie Clavo news event" is nothing but a low-intensity warfare concoction prepared 
and filtered by the national Intelligence System (SIN) under the direction of Fujimori's 
personal advisors, and serving Yankee imperialism. 

From the start of the "peace agreement" plot, the CoREVI and RCP leaders have resorted 
to many distortions to hide their fundamental concurrence with the underlying line of the 
capitulators and imperialist agents — a line which says that the People's War is 
unwinnable; that imperialism and bureaucratic capitalism are too strong; that the Party 
should be preserved for the future. Their much trumpeted "investigation" was nothing but 
a veil to hide their opportunistic waiting game that we denounced a long time ago —the 
endless "investigation" to see which side was going to win out, so they could use these 
events to bolster their own self-generated image as the "true leaders" of the world 
revolution. For example, their much-vaunted "critique" of the peace accords line in A 
World to Win # 21, "It Is Right To Rebel", was obviously written in 1993 and simply 
updated for publication in 1995 — a strange way of investigating!— while they waited 
almost 2 years to see which direction the wind would blow. Well, the facts have 
confirmed the Party's evaluation: The "peace agreement" hoax and the slanders against 
President Gonzalo have been smashed with more People's War. 



The opportunists within RIM have actually played a dirty double dealers' role: On the one 
hand they made public demagogy about their "support for the People's War" while on the 
other, they were in fact holding secret meetings with the propagandists of the Peruvian 
regime's fraud, specifically with Javier Esparza, "the individual in Sweden", one of the 
main capitulators abroad, and working overtime to divide and sow confusion within the 
movement in support of the revolution and the struggle against Fujimori's "peace" hoax. 

Within this same framework, the leaders of REVI and of the RCP took up the task of 
promoting a purported ongoing "two-line struggle" within the PCP around this issue, 
totally obscuring the fact that within the Party, any two-line struggle over the "peace 
talks" and the right opportunist line supporting that strategy ended in the Party's 
Expanded Conference of the Central Committee of February 1994 (Basis of Party Unity) 
with the solid defeat of that line, and the purging from the party of the "black clique" who 
persisted in following it. Instead of hailing this victory over opportunism, the CoREVI and 
RCP invested abundant efforts to "talk and debate" with the advocates of the "peace 
agreement" abroad as if they were still part of the PCP, while saying nothing at all about 
the role of the CIA in the fabrication of the "peace agreement" plot. 

It is sad, for example, to see Raymond Lotta, a leader of the RCP, going to Asia and 
misleading comrades in India and Nepal that the leadership of the People's War, the PCP, 
is "undergoing a vicious two line struggle on the peace talks." In reality, the only vicious 
thing happening here is in the heads of those leaders of the RCP/CoREVI who persist in 
their traitorous line of promoting and giving credence to the imperialist hoax of "peace 
talks." However, let's clarify: Is there a two-line struggle in the PCP? Of course! But the 
two line struggle in the PCP focuses on the preparations of the Strategic Offensive of the 
People's War and the Counteroffensive of the World Proletarian Revolution. 

The documents of the RCP and CoREVI hide behind bogus revolutionary phrases, but the 
fact is unavoidable that these texts play a role within the campaign promoted by the 
Peruvian regime abroad to portray the PCP as a divided organization, and to convince 
public opinion that President Gonzalo himself is the author of the "peace agreement." 

This campaign of the Fujimori regime is linked to two main factors within Peruvian 
political life: The first one is the evident renewal and re-invigoration of the People's War 
throughout all of Peruvian national territory. This factor has forced the regime and its 
media to admit that the much trumpeted "defeat of the Shining Path" is just their own 
wishful thinking. 

The second factor is linked to the preparatory work for a purported "Second Congress of 
PCP" being undertaken by the capitulators and the regime's agents. This bogus 
"Congress" would serve — among other objectives — to "officially" announce the demise 
of President Gonzalo, now with a new twist: to promote his "new bride", (or widow) 
"Comrade Miriam," as his chosen successor. 

The documents of the REVI leaders and the RCP are published at a political juncture 
where the Fujimori regime finds itself in a difficult economic and political situation. The 



recent declarations of well-known drug baron Demetrio Chavez Penaherrera (a.k.a. 
"Vaticano") have confirmed the existence of a secret torture center run by Fujimori's 
personal advisor Vladimiro Montesinos at the Navy Base of El Callao. An element in this 
revelation shows that in this torture center prisoners are indeed subjected to "scientific" 
methods of chemical and psychological experiments to sap their will and turn them into 
malleable zombies manipulated by their jailers. 

This "laboratory" is located at El Callao, precisely the same location where President 
Gonzalo is being kept prisoner underground. And the very place where -- as the 
government claims — he would have written the "peace letters." The very place where the 
Peruvian press and the leaders of REVI and RCP allege that Margie Clavo would have 
held her supposed meetings with the leader of the People's War. The information given in 
court by "Vaticano" lends new weight to the hypothesis that the great leader of the World 
Proletarian Revolution, our respected and beloved President Gonzalo has been subjected 
to the worst kind of torture and the most brutal psychological experiments in attempting 
to bend his revolutionary will. 

There is no longer any doubt that a process of right opportunist degeneration in the 
leadership of the REVI exists, and the same with the leadership of the RCP. Their direct 
onslaught against President Gonzalo and their coincidence with the capitulators and 
police agents show that Peruvian revolutionaries — and those of other countries — should 
not expect anything good from these charlatans and bogus "Maoists. "P

"It is worthwhile to pay special attention to how we base ourselves on the all-powerful 
ideology of Marxism-Leninism-Maoism, Gonzalo Thought, since it is the only way to 
banish selfishness, the source of revisionism. " Central Committee, Communist Party of 
Peru (PCP), 1991. 



The Bourgeois Line of the "World Commission." 

After creating for himself a phantom "MPP-Belgium" and a Committee Sol Peru- 
Belgium, the individual Luis Arce Borja (LAB) proposes the formation of a "World 
Mobilization Commission (WMC) in Defense of the Peruvian Revolution." What kind of 
"defense" is Luis Arce Borja proposing? In collaboration with another individual from 
London, Adolfo Olaechea Cahuas (AO), he announces that the WMC "will undertake the 
task of organizing, guiding and promoting ALL activities in support of the Peruvian 
revolution abroad." This task would be accomplished through the following six 
objectives: 

"1. To defend the life of Chairman Gonzalo and his powerful Thought. 

2. To defend without reservations the People's War, the Communist Party of Peru (PCP), 
and its leadership. 

3. To defend the life of the prisoners of war and political prisoners. 

4. To defend Maoism as the new, third, and superior stage of Marxism, within the context 
of Marxism-Leninism-Maoism taken as a unity in development. 



5. To struggle against imperialism, revisionism and opportunism and all counter- 
revolutionary forces. 

6. To work towards convening and implementing a World Conference to congregate 
political parties, support groups, mass organizations and fronts, as well as personalities 
who sympathize with and support the People's War in Peru. To appoint an Organizing 
Commission to this effect." 

Although in appearance the above objectives seem to be for defending the "Peruvian 
revolution abroad," in essence these are part of a scheme to impose a revisionist right 
opportunist line on the international solidarity movement that supports the People's War 
in Peru. LAB and AO raise their bourgeois "red" flag to oppose the proletariat's red flag. 
Let us synthesize and understand in detail the objectives they propose for the WMC. 

Objective 1. This objective links Gonzalo Thought to the person of "Chairman Gonzalo" 
as an individual, separated from the proletariat, its ideology and the revolution; thus, 
Gonzalo Thought is defended as only the "thought of chairman Gonzalo." This concept is 
clearly based on bourgeois individualism and metaphysical, idealist, bourgeois ideology. 
This first objective defends only the individual aspect of Gonzalo Thought. Such a one- 
sided erroneous position, the bourgeois conception on which it is based, and the 
individuals who attempt to impose it, must be opposed and rejected. 

Gonzalo Thought is the creative application of Marxism-Leninism-Maoism, principally 
Maoism, to the concrete conditions of class struggle in Peru, and it is the guiding 
ideology of Peru's proletariat and its organized vanguard, the PCP. As synthesized in the 
First Congress of the PCP: "Revolutions generate a thought that guides them, which 
results from the application of the universal truth of the international proletariat's 
ideology to the concrete conditions of each revolution, guiding thought that is 
indispensable to achieve victory and conquer Power, and still more, to continue the 
revolution and maintain a course always towards the sole and grand goal, Communism. 
Once this guiding thought reaches a qualitative leap of decisive importance for the 
revolutionary process it leads, it is identified with the name of the person who shaped it 
in theory and practice". 

Mao Tse-Tung himself clarifies this point: "The Selected Works of Mao, how much of it 
is mine! It is a work of blood. The struggle in the Soviets was very acute. Because of the 
errors in the Wang Ming line we had to embark on the 25,000 li Long March. These 
things in Selected Works of Mao were taught to us by the masses and paid for with blood 
sacrifices." {Remarks at a Briefing, March 1964.) 

In the case of the revolution in Peru, this process generates Gonzalo Thought, because it 
is President Gonzalo who has shaped the proletarian application of Marxism-Leninism- 
Maoism, principally Maoism, to the concrete conditions in Peru. The proletarian class 
character of Gonzalo Thought is its principal aspect, but the "world leaders" of the World 
Commission, LAB and AO, suppress and negate such class character by upholding and 



emphasizing only the individual aspect of "HIS thought," "Gonzalo and his powerful 
Thought," period. 

Objective 2. The WMC aims at defending the People's War, the PCP and "its 
leadership", but these are not linked to the guiding thought. Thus the People's War and 
the PCP are fragmented and separated — on paper — from Marxism-Leninism-Maoism, 
Gonzalo Thought. LAB and AO claim to "defend" the PCP, but suppress and ignore the 
proletarian class ideology the PCP follows and applies: Marxism-Leninism-Maoism, 
Gonzalo Thought, principally Gonzalo Thought in Peru, and principally Maoism 
worldwide. Through their deceptive manipulations of separation and fragmentation 
(metaphysics), they fabricate a scenario where "chairman Gonzalo" has "HIS thought" 
and the PCP has "no thought," it has only "its leadership." But, here again LAB and AO 
do not recognize nor mention the PCP's Central Committee. 

Let us ask: Who leads the PCP? The Central Committee of the Communist Party of 

Peru! The WMC launches an ambiguous and deceiving call to "defend" the Party and "its 
leadership", but suppress the leading role of the PCP-Central Committee and its Marxist- 
Leninist-Maoist, Gonzalo Thought line. This ambiguity of "its leadership" leaves room to 
later advertise the WMC initiators, LAB and AO, the revisionist traitor Javier Esparza, or 
even Robert Avakian, as "the leadership" or "part of the international leadership" of the 
"revolution abroad." In synthesis, LAB and AO call to "defend" the PCP, but neglect, 
suppress, and negate the PCP's Central Committee and its leading role (!) and prepare the 
basis for a possible future call for class treason, to carry out another reactionary "peace 
accord" farce as part of imperialism's low intensity warfare. 

Objective 3. It calls for defense of the prisoners of war and political prisoners. This is a 
fair objective, but needs further clarification. After all, prisoners of war are political 
prisoners, because captured combatants are imprisoned for struggling to conquer political 
power. However, WMC's third objective separates prisoners of war from political 
prisoners, with no explanation given with regard to the difference. 

Actually, this subtle manipulation covers up recent developments in Peru's prisons. It is 
essential to distinguish that members of the Right Opportunist clique operating from the 
Yanamayo Prison (Puno, Southern Peru) now operate as Fujimori's agents in creating 
slanders and falsifications against the PCP, its Central Committee and the People's War. 
The handful of capitulating opportunists in Yanamayo have abandoned the revolutionary 
struggle and have enlisted themselves in the ranks of the counter-revolution. Now, are 
LAB and AO proposing to defend the black clique in Yanamayo as "political prisoners"? 
It is clear that international supporters of the People's War should never defend those 
"historic" revisionists and renegades (Osman Morote, Cox, Meche, etc.) who struggle for 
class treason and capitulation, and oppose the construction of the Conquest of Power 
nationwide. On the contrary, they must be purged and their line smashed, as the PCP- 
Central Committee has clearly indicated in February of 1994. 

In Europe, a follower of the black clique, Javier Esparza "the individual in Sweden," has 
been a close partner of the Yankee revisionist Robert Avakian (RCP-USA), who imposes 



a right opportunist line in CORIM (the Committee of the Revolutionary Internaitonalist 
Movement). The disagreements and partial split between the Esparza/Avakian group and 
the LAB/AO gang who compete for recognition as "world leaders", could get patched up 
within the WMC, and could lead to a new call for a "peace accord" in order to "defend" 
the life of prisoners. Thus, objective 3 is another ambiguity that leaves room for 
opportunist manipulations. HOW to defend prisoners of war? This is another key point 
completely ignored in objective 3. 

Objective 4. Here, the two Peruvian "world leaders" ignore the PCP's application of 
Marxism-Leninism-Maoism, Gonzalo Thought. It is well known that since the initiation 
of the People's War, the Communist Party of Peru , through armed propaganda, agitation, 
armed strikes, political-military operations, People's Committees, cultural work, 
collective economic transformation, ideological struggle, etc., continuously upholds, 
defends, and mainly applies Marxism-Leninism-Maoism, Gonzalo Thought, principally 
Gonzalo Thought, to the concrete conditions of class struggle in Peru, to lead in practice 
the People's War. 

At the same time this revolutionary practice generates and further develops Gonzalo 
Thought, which in turn is applied back to practice to achieve higher and greater victories, 
serving the people's struggle against the three mountains of oppression and exploitation: 
semi-feudalism, bureaucratic capitalism, and imperialism. It is precisely through the 
practical creative application of Maoism that the PCP leads the revolutionary Peruvian 
masses in the creation of the People's New Power, New State, and New Society. But 
LAB and AO remain only in "defense" of Maoism, which is a cover to disguise their 
bourgeois position, negating the centrality of applying Maoism in practice. 

The document Instructions from the PCP, Central Committee (June, 1994), thoroughly 
clarifies: "Finally, when dealing with Ayacucho, a very important lesson for the whole 
Party was drawn in relation to the application of Marxism-Leninism-Maoism ...: 
application is principal. To take up Marxism's truths is a first leap, but the principal leap 
is the application of such truths to transformation, to the practical transformation of 
reality; this is principal. The problem, thus, is not simply. ..to know Marxism-Leninism- 
Maoism; the problem is to apply Marxism-Leninism-Maoism; this is the point." 

Thus, an important lesson drawn from the practical experience of People's War in Peru is 
that the necessary PRINCIPAL LEAP in proletarian revolutionary practice is to apply 
Marxism to prepare, support and carry out more People's War, to achieve the Conquest of 
Power nationwide and to continue with the socialist revolution and cultural revolutions, 
so the working masses themselves further carry out greater, bolder and more creative 
applications of Marxism-Leninism-Maoism, Gonzalo Thought, to reach with their own 
efforts and after many battles, the true realm of liberty: Communism! 

The "two world leaders" try to promote themselves as experts of Marxist knowledge, and 
throw quotations around right and left (Olaechea Cahuas portrays himself as "the greatest 
thinker since Marx," and Arce Borja promotes himself as "the successor of Gonzalo.") 
But it is all a cover to reject the application of Marxism-Leninism-Maoism, Gonzalo 



Thought, to negate the lessons from the People's War in Peru, and to oppose the position 
of the PCP Central Committee in leading the democratic revolution and Conquest of 
Power nationwide. The correct line is to call the working masses to apply Maoism, not 
only to "defend" it. 

Objective 5. This objective is a smokescreen, a deception, because through their WMC, 
LAB and AO promote opportunism and revisionism; they oppose the application of M-L- 
M,GT in the international solidarity movement that supports the People's War. They 
attempt to impose their own bourgeois revisionist line serving their own selfish interests 
and desperately trying to become "world leaders". At the same time, they prepare the 
ground for future imperialist attacks against President Gonzalo, the PCP, the People's 
War and the World Proletarian Revolution. 

Furthermore, the inclusion of this objective serves only as a basis to condemn and slander 
those who oppose and criticize THEM. Oleachea has made clear through his internet 
postings that this indeed is a primary objective of the WMC, and LAB in his El Diario 
Internacional #35 (August, 1996)has elaborated his theme of "The Perfect Imposter" by 
which he means in particular the MPP organizations that oppose his opportunism. 

For example, this is what LAB writes in his EDI: "The MPP-USA is some sort of Yankee 
imperialist base for some Peruvians who have betrayed their class and their principles 
and have gone to live in the USA. The PCP has nothing to do with this business. It is well 
known that the PCP does not favor its militants or sympathizers to capitulate and go 
abroad." 

Now, WHO escaped from Peru in 1989 to settle in Brussels, Belgium? Luis Arce Borja, 
after El Diario in Lima was closed — while its Editor in Chief, the courageous and honest 
journalist Janet Talavera, was imprisoned, tortured, and assassinated in Canto Grande 
prison (Lima) in 1992. LAB hardly mentions Janet Talavera, because it was she who 
conducted the "Interview of President Gonzalo", and LAB went along for the ride and put 
his name on top of the report -as he always does- because he was the owner of the paper. 

His collaborator Adolfo Olaechea has lived in London, England at least for the past 30 
years; thus, LAB's fabrication would only seem to indicate that he and his partner 
perceive themselves as "not favored by the PCP." LAB fabricates ridiculous slanders, and 
he also attempts to speak for the PCP ("the PCP has nothing to do with...", "the PCP does 
not favor...") without any evidence. 

President Gonzalo himself explained: "For the Party's work abroad, the Movimiento 
Popular Peru (MPP) has been created with specific tasks." (see Bases of Discussion, 
Central Committee, PCP, 1987). The MPP is not a perfect abstract entity, it is forged 
through continuous protracted struggle against opportunism, revisionism, and 
imperialism. The principal thing is that every member of the MPP, regardless of national 
and racial background, strives to learn from President Gonzalo and to creatively apply 
Marxism-Leninism-Maoism, Gonzalo Thought. 



In his article, under another subtitle: "PUPS OF THE CORIM DOG", LAB continues 
with his insults and slanders against supporters of the People's War. For instance, he 
writes "It is clear the MPPs are but puppets and pawns for the plans of the CoRIM leaders 
as well as the schemes of other dark forces." What "other dark forces" is LAB talking 
about? No explanation is given, he has only crass insults to throw. LAB does not provide 
any example, case study or document to prove his point. 

In fact, since its initiation, and also since the initiation of its publication The New Flag / 
La Nueva Bandera, the MPP-USA has continuously struggled against the right 
opportunist clique in CoRIM. To understand the intensity of this struggle, one only has to 
look back over the articles published in The New Flag. These articles are clearly against 
both the imperialist "peace accord" scam and against right opportunism in CoRIM. 

Even LAB himself has to admit, at the end of his "PERFECT IMPOSTER" article:"At 
the moment, we have no evidence to prove them as infiltrated agents within the 
movement of solidarity..." Here is the bitter truth: Luis Arce Borja throws around 
accusations and has no evidence to support them, and yet he calls himself a "journalist" 
(!) His accusations are no more than empty fabrications against the MPP-USA, all 
unfounded, self-serving, shameless lies. 

Objective 6. This is a clear attempt to oppose, mislead and sabotage the PCP's 
international activities abroad, and to structure a revisionist right opportunist line in the 
international solidarity movement that supports the People's War in Peru. LAB and AO, 
in collaboration with a clique of senderologists (Simon Strong, Degregori, etc.), and 
undercover imperialist agents (MEVI, K.K. "Campbell" of Eyenet-Toronto, etc.) vainly 
wish to control and sabotage ALL activities abroad in support of the People's War. The 
so called "organizing commission" is an attempt to place these two opportunists as 
"leading members of a world mobilization." Now, whoever questions or disagrees with 
this ridiculous fantasy of "Arce and Olaechea world leaders" is automatically slandered 
as a "police agent, "Yankee secret weapon," "impostor", etc. 

For instance, MEVI (the phantom "Maoist International Movement", with a presence in a 
few U.S. college campus towns) creates an illusion in which any disagreement with the 
WMC amounts to "a police plot" (see MHVI's publication on Internet, week of June 17, 
1996, or their tabloid Maoist Sojourner, June 1996) These slanders are feeble attempts to 
discredit honest supporters of the PCP and the People's War, precisely because the MPP- 
USA follows the line of the Central Committee of the PCP. 

This campaign of slander is nothing new. For a number of years now, whoever has 
disagreed with Luis Arce Borja or Adolfo Olaechea has been immediately slandered as 
"impostor," "police agent," blah blah blah, in EDI. A minor disagreement or simple 
criticism of LAB 's opportunist practices is enough for them to carry outsuch a campaign. 
For example, LAB slanders as "impostors" members of MPP-Europe (Sol Rojo) because 
they criticize him, and because this group does not thoroughly criticize "opportunism in 
REVI." Also according to LAB, the members of Atelier d'Etudes Franco Peruviannes in 
France are "impostors and provocateurs" (see EDI, July 1993); and more recently (with 



the collaboration of MIM and AO) the MPP-USA is slandered as "police plot" and 
"Yankee secret weapon", etc., again without providing a shred of evidence Thus, 
objectively, these two "world leaders" carry out the same dirty work of Fujimori's 
intelligence services, the CIA, and FBI's COINTELPRO.. 

LAB and AO conduct their opportunist work under the cover of "defending the Peruvian 
revolution abroad." This cover did fool for a while some supporters of the People's War, 
mainly because EDI, despite all its defects, and in its own manner, opposed Fujimori's 
call for "peace accord"; but now it is obvious that LAB employs that episode and EDI 
mainly to promote himself as "the reporter of the century, successor of Gonzalo" with his 
partner, AO, "the greatest thinker since Marx." 

Meanwhile, what progress has this "World Mobilization" made in fulfilling any of the 
tasks they have set for themselves? There has been no World Conference, nor even any 
evidence of concrete preparations for one. There have been no publications (other than 
some internet postings, and just 2 or 3 issues of EDI in print --in Spanish only-- since the 
call for the WMC first appeared in late March of 1996) providing the masses with news 
of the People's war, or promoting support for it. There have been no regional meetings, or 
even public meetings of WMC representatives with the "political parties, support groups, 
mass organizations and fronts, as well as personalities who sympathize with and support 
the People's War in Peru." 

GENUINE SUPPORTERS OF PEOPLE'S WAR REJECT "WMC" 

These two Peruvian opportunists and a handful of revisionists and their collaborators, 
have launched the call for a WMC, but it is a failure, because the international support for 
the People's War in Peru is closely linked to the struggle against revisionism and 
imperialism at the international level. Who follows the two opportunist "leaders"? 

Comrades from the Committee for a Revolutionary Communist Party in Australia 
(CRCPA) and the Committee in Support of the Revolution in Peru (CSRP) in Australia 
responded in June 1996: "We have seen statements broadcast on the Internet, by some 
supporters of the World Mobilization Commission, with which we cannot agree. We 
maintain our support for The New Flag, its editors and the MPP-USA under whose 
auspices The New Flag is published. We regard The New F/ag/MPP-USA as leading 
comrades in the international movement in solidarity with the PCP-led People's War in 
Peru precisely because they are following the line of the Central Committee of the PCP." 

P. Wright, an honest supporter of the People's War in the USA, responded: "...Now LAB 
and Adolfo... want to form a new group with themselves conveniently as the leadership 
and anyone who disagrees with this is a police agent! People are not blank slates, in the 
cases of LAB and Adolfo they come with many pages. It seems that over the years they 
have an inability to work with others in a consistent principled manner, due, in my 
opinion, to problems of their own ego. I have seen Adolfo rather immodestly refer to 
himself as the greatest thinker since Marx! Since he has lived in England for the past 30 
years, I am not sure what his relations to the PCP are." (letter to MIM, July 6. 1996.) 



Similar responses are widespread. But let us understand other relevant reasons for 
rejecting the WMC and its authors. 

In his EDI, LAB slandered the Italian organization Rossoperaio as "the Inquisitors" who 
cover up "impostors" from MPP-Europe. LAB published: "For instance the original EDI 
No. 26, it had 24 pages. Mysteriously, Rossoperaio reduced this edition to only 10 pages. 
This is a unique case in the modern history of social and political struggle. This is the 
same as somebody who tries to oppose Catholic religion by suppressing pages from the 
Bible." (£D/No.28, February 1996, p.7.) 

Luis Arce Borja should know that censorship, even of his EDI, is not "a unique case in 
modern history"; actually, imperialists and their lackeys constantly apply censorship and 
distortion of facts through the imperialist world media. But LAB not only fabricates 
cheap bourgeois sensationalism, he goes farther and portrays his scribbles in EDI as 
today's "Bible". This is no more than the self-serving manipulation of a glory-seeker. If 
those in Rossoperaio distribute only the few news reports from Peru published in EDI, 
and exclude LAB's opinionated scribbles, it must be for their own reasons, but instead of 
uncovering those reasons, LAB only mentions that the group has "ideological and 
political poverty," without presenting any evidence. There is no clarification, no 
substance, no facts, no analysis, no synthesis. If EDI is today's Bible, then LAB can be no 
more than today's holy apostle, and Adolfo Olaechea his disciple who spreads his creed 
of class treason on the Internet and spits slanders against supporters of the People's War. 

CONCLUSION 

The "world leaders" manipulate the "Peruvian revolution abroad" to serve their own 
selfish interests and to satisfy their cravings for notoriety. In practice, they do not follow 
nor defend Maoism. They attempt to impose their bourgeois individualism and their 
metaphysical, idealist opportunist line on the international solidarity movement that 
supports the People's War in Peru. 

The "World Mobilization Commission in Defense of the Peruvian Revolution abroad" is 
their cover to manipulate the grave situation of our heroic President Gonzalo, to negate 
the proletarian class character of Marxism-Leninism-Maoism, Gonzalo Thought, to 
oppose the PCP, its Central Committee, and its international activities abroad, to negate 
the practical and theoretical proletarian advances being generated through the People's 
War, to slander and sabotage the international organizations that support the revolution in 
Peru, all of which objectively serves the world counter-revolution against the 
international proletariat and the World Proletarian Revolution. These aims must be 
exposed, opposed and crushed. 

In the struggle against Trotsky, Kamenev, Zinoviev and their revisionist clique of "New 
Opposition/Party of Right," our respected comrade Stalin correctly synthesized how 
selfish "geniuses" end up as traitors working for the world counter-revolution: "Some of 
these people felt that they are geniuses and when this genius is not recognized, they are 
dissatisfied and ready for any means to prove themselves ... Still, how was it possible to 



get these traitors involved in espionage? The enemy [Nazi Germany] hypnotized them 
with glowing promises: tomorrow everything will be in your hands, we are with you. The 
Kremlin is yours, you will work internally, and we externally. This is the method of 
promises and rewards for the future." [Speech at the Enlarged meeting of the Ministry of 
Defense's Council, June 2, 1937, published in journal Istochnik, Moscow, March of 
1994.] 

The proletarian line must be forged within the international solidarity movement that 
supports the People's War in Peru, and this is possible only through struggle. 
International supporters of the People's War must apply strategic centralization and 
tactical decentralization. The central strategic guidelines have been well established by 
the PCP Central Committee's "International Directive" (December 1, 1993) to MPP's and 
solidarity groups abroad. These guidelines are: 

• Be guided by Marxism-Leninism-Maoism, Gonzalo Thought, principally Gonzalo 
Thought, the Basis of Party Unity. 

• Apply Democratic Centralism. 

• Support the development and triumph of the People's War. 

The Powerful People's War in Peru, led by the heroic, just and honest Communist 
Party of Peru and its Central Committee, applying the proletariat's all-powerful, true, 
creative and luminous weapon of victory Marxism-Leninism-Maoism, Gonzalo 

Thought, greatly contributes to the struggle of the international proletariat as the 
vanguard front of the Strategic Offensive of the World Proletarian Revolution. This great 
truth is confirmed in practice every day by the uninterrupted heroic struggle of the 
revolutionary Peruvian masses. Exercising the people's New Power, the peasantry, 
mainly the poor peasants, and parts of the petty bourgeoisie and national bourgeoisie, led 
by the proletariat and its Marxist-Leninist-Maoist, Gonzalo Thought Communist Party, in 
many battles, relying on their own means, prepare the strategic counter-offensive through 
the construction of the conquest of Power nationwide, with more People's War! 

The new advances being generated through the People's War in Peru, especially Gonzalo 
Thought, must be synthesized and applied in practice through international tactical 
decentralization, that is, taking into account concrete conditions, considering the diverse 
and evolving national contexts where PCP supporters develop their activities. In essence, 
to inter-relate the general with the concrete, the universal and the particular, unity of 
opposites, contradiction, materialist dialectics to apply Maoism!

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Since the middle of 1994, a phantom organization calling itself "MEM" (Maoist 
Internationalist Movement) has been unleashing absurd slander and rabid attacks against 
the Peru People's Movement in the United States (MPP-USA). 

The MPP-USA is guided by the international directives of the Communist Party of Peru 
(PCP), and this is shown in both theory and practice. It can be said, without any doubt, 
that the MPP-USA's publication, La Nueva Bandera/The New Flag has become a shining 
torch for the heroic struggle of the international proletariat. We have entered into the 
strategic offensive of the world proletarian revolution, with the People's War in Peru and 
the PCP in the vanguard. The truth will prevail, the new will surge forward, justice will 
be imposed, the revolution will triumph, and the heroic masses of workers and peasants 
will turn their tears into steel bullets, in order to conquer by their own means and after 
many battles, the New Power, New State and worker and peasants' government! In 
this way we will reach genuine peace and freedom, towards a world of light and 
happiness. The MPP-USA and The New Flag only exist to serve this just cause. 

By contrast, what is MEVI? MEVI is an abstract "movement" that alleges to be "Maoist" 
and even a "party", but rejects the fundamental principles of a Communist organization. 
Does MIM defend and serve the revolutionary struggles of the proletariat? No, on the 
contrary, there are so many sinister and obscure things in MEVI that entire volumes could 
be filled with anthologies of farces and distortions, slander and lies, shameless hoaxes 
that MEVI constantly launches in their publications MIM Notes and Maoist Sojourner, and 
in announcements and rabid attacks on the Internet, all of them directed against the 
struggle of the proletariat, to hide and undermine the revolutionary advances in Peru and 
the world. 

Let's look at a few of their more outrageous stands: 

1) MEVI on sex: "All sex is rape, and all rape is sex" in class society, therefore rapists 
should not be locked up. {MIM Notes #121, 9-11-96, p. 3, 10) "...rape is defined as 
coerced sex. MEVI contends that in a patriarchal society in which men as a group have 
power over women as a group, there can be no sex free from coercion. Women do not 
consent to lack of political power, or to lack of control over their sexuality and 
reproductive labor. Given that, how can we speak of their meaningful consent to sex?" 
{MIM Notes #117, 7-1,96, p.2) 

2) MEVI on workers in imperialist countries: "MEVI's contention is not that First World 
workers are exploited less, but that they are not exploited at all." {MIM Notes #115, 6-1- 
96, p.2) "Forward-looking workers in the imperialist countries do not seek to protect their 
parasitic jobs, but seek to change them to work that goes beyond paper-shuffling waste." 
{MIM Notes #114, 5-15-96, p. 6) "The white working class is leading the charge for 
criminalizing, jailing, executing, starving, evicting, under educating and deporting ghetto, 
barrio and reservation youth... Warning to ghetto youth: the white working class is part of 
the problem, not the solution." {MIM Note?, #112, Mid-Apr., 1996, p. 10) "Now the white 
working class eliminates its competition by putting it in prison and making it do its 
manual labor." {MIM Notes #108, 1-96, p.4) 



3) MIM on support for the People's War in Peru: "MIM Notes 111, April 1, 1996 ran an 
article explaining that MIM is discontinuing work on the revolution in Peru for now. In 
the following issue, ...[we] ran an article about the Communist Party of Peru. We 
apologize... for running this article." (MIM Notes #113, 5-1,96, p. 8) MEVI supports 
Fujimori's claim that the PCP is without leadership: "We will not march through Peru's 
conditions the way A World To Win did as if we should form the Guiding Thought from 
here -- though it is certain that the blow to the leadership and the lack of inter-imperialist 
war will make the People's War more protracted than would otherwise be the case." 
(MIM Notes #119, 8-1-96, p.9) 

On June 17th, 1996, in their Internet publication (in Spanish), MEVI created a ridiculous 
slander to claim the MPP-USA and NF are part of a "police plot": Of course, this slander 
is so absurd and so disjointed that it merits only the most minimal attention, and they 
never even bothered to explain what exactly this "police plot" is supposed to consist of. 
But MEVI is not content with this, and basing itself on individuals, it launches a desperate 
defense in support of an individual in Belgium. Who? Luis Arce Borja (LAB). This 
shows MEM's bourgeois ideology, centering on bourgeois individualism. 

It's sad to say, but Luis Arce Borja and his crony Adolfo Olaechea Cahuas have been 
transformed from vacillating supporters to cowardly mercenaries and informants. Who 
supports them? Opportunist phantasms of imperialism like MEVI and a handful of 
senderologists in their "World Mobilization." 

Those articles "Operation Capitulation" and his more detailed criticisms of opportunism 
in REVI are in the past, NOW Arce Borja and Olaechea Cahuas are nothing more than 
abject informers working with an "investigator from Toronto" named K.K. Campbell 
(a.k.a. Ken Howard or Eye Net) and MEVI. These two native Peruvians have become 
puppets of the Fujimori regime and imperialism, two more senderologists, obsessed with 
"recognition" and "world leadership". 

MEVI's slanders on Internet or in their tabloid rags surprise no one and win no one over 
because they lack foundation or coherence. Since 1994 MEVI repeats the sinister lie 
"President Gonzalo has freedom of action and wants a peace accord" (this was spread by 
various media, see "Maoist Sojourner", January 1995, etc.) But what freedom of action? 
President Gonzalo is in a cage buried underground, enduring constant physical and 
psychological torture, and the whole world knows this, but MEVI calls this "freedom" of 
action. 

MEVI has nothing "Maoist" about it. Based on a careful analysis of MEVI's materials and 
its actions for more than two years it is clear that MEM acts like some sort of front group 
set up by a Yankee counter-intelligence program. This is nothing strange in the current 
political spectrum of the class struggle, in which the work of the pigs may masquerade as 
far-left Trotskyites or even a bizarre "MEM-Thought," with the purpose of sowing 
dissension, confusion and splits. Just like the pigs have set up the BLACKPRO or Black 
Desk to harass, arrest, try, convict, black list, black mail and ultimately disgrace and 
liquidate revolutionaries, MEM may well be the "Mao Desk." 



For example, MEM recently wrote a letter to our web server "demanding" that they censor 
our publications. A few days later, the Peruvian government also sent a letter to our 
server demanding that the "terrorists" be censored as well [see letters section.] Arce and 
Olaechea have no idea with whom they've allied themselves, their individualist egotism 
has blinded them, and they fall into the infinite abyss of treason and failure. 

MEVI's slanders are so absurd and ridiculous that they have become tiresome, even 
comical. They claim to support the proletariat against the "petty bourgeois and semi- 
proletariat", yet their bases of operation are a few college campuses. And to confuse the 
large masses of youth of oppressed nationalities in jail, MEVI sends them "free" 
publications with nothing but denunciation of white people of any class, yet all noticeable 
MEVI members are white. If MEVI ever tried to enter a ghetto in the U.S., it surely would 
have to be escorted by the police. MEVI twists Marxism-Leninism-Maoism (MLM), an 
clear, scientific ideology meant for the masses to make revolution (as President Gonzalo 
teaches) into an incomprehensible metaphysics, from which emerges a convoluted "MEVI 
Thought" that no one else can understand. The purpose of this, of course, is to discredit 
today's Marxism, MLM, and keep potential revolutionaries away from grasping Maoism 
and support the People's War in Peru as the highest application of this ideology in the 
world today. 

The proletarian and peasant masses who support the People's War, led by the just and 
honest Communist Party of Peru (PCP) and its Central Committee, only have one option: 
resist and combat! 

We must not be fooled, the revolution will triumph!

The Peru People's Movement in Switzerland salutes the MPP-USA for the struggle it 
carries forward against opportunism of many stripes, a struggle which we adhere to, full 
of historical optimism. 

The pernicious work of the petty-bourgeois journalist Luis Arce Borja and the self- 
worshipping Adolfo Olaechea, who seek to divide the International Communist 
Movement by calling for an opportunist World Mobilization Commission demonstrates 



their clear liquidationist and opportunist position. Proof of this are the numerous 
examples in the text published by the MPP-USA. 

The case of the MPP-Malmo is an obvious example, despite its manifest conciliation with 
Co-REVI. As the Central Committe of the Communist Party of Peru (PCP) indicated in 
the June 1994 document Instructions: 

"Problems linked to the struggle... distinguish between: 

a) divergences among the left and 

b) problems of a structured right opportunist line or (of lines) that lead to this." 

In reference to the Maoist party Rossoperaio we can clearly see that the act of differing 
with the line of LAB (El Diario), which is not an organ of the PCP, can lead to being 
denounced, the same with the threat made to the comrades of the MPP-USA. These 
delinquent acts are against Maoism and must be unmasked. 

We wish to cite the concrete case of the CCC [Fighting Communist Cells, an armed 
group— Editor] in Belgium who are advancing in their understanding of Maoism and 
deserve our attention. Nevertheless, LAB has an ally in the Belgian Party of Labor, 
whose position in an article of 1989 salutes the repression of the students in Tienanmen 
by Teng's gang. We enclose these articles, along with some extracts of the magazine 
Solidaire published by the PTB in Nov. 1992, which reflect the same position. 

Definitively the objective is to impede the advance of the understanding of Maoism, 
impede the advance of potential communist parties, divide the International Communist 
Movement, undermine the work of the generated organisms of the PCP abroad (MPP) 
and ally with revisionist groups and elements in Europe and the USA, along with 
convergence with the capitulators. 

LAB and AO, Anti-Party Elements 

We can clearly see the opportunist positions of the journalist Luis Arce Borja and of 
Adolfo Olaechea, which manifest themselves in different ways but have the same 
objective: to fool and demoralize the support movement for the People's War in Peru. 

On the one hand Co-REVI (principally the careerist Avakian) upholds that the counter- 
revolutionary hoaxthe product of the government of the genocidal Fujimori dictatorship, 
the SENT, the CIA and Yankee imperialism, with the participation of a sinister group in the 
prisons who raised a revisionist and capitulationist right opportunist line (ROL). 

On the other hand LAB and AO indicate that the counter-revolutionary hoax is a 100% 
police product, and at no time do they unmask the participation in the hoax of a sinister 
group in prison who raise the ROL. This position hides their alliance with the capitulator 
Esparza and the old MPP in France, their ex-associates. 



As was clearly indicated by the CC of the PCP in Instructions: "Building the Conquest of 
Power demands sweeping away the revisionist and capitulationist Right Opportunist Line 
and purging the Party." 

THE JOURNEYS FOR "PEACE" 

"They are reactionary monstrosities that only seek to sow submission among the masses. " 
--President Gonzalo 

From the APRA regime (1985-1990) to the present, various institutions, imperialist- 
funded non-governmental organizations (NGOs), church officials, reactionary political 
parties and revisionists, endorsed by each regime in place, collude with each other to 
organize the so-called "Journeys for Peace." These events have as their sole objective to 
sow submission among the masses, to oppose and neutralize their active support for the 
struggle being waged today by the Peruvian people for their emancipation. However, in a 
country where hunger and misery are rampant, and in which more than 80,000 children 
die from malnutrition each year, that "peace" preached by the reactionaries and 
revisionists of every shade, is nothing more than the Peace of the Cemeteries. 

While these hypocrites march "for peace" protected by the military on the streets of 
wealthy neighborhoods in Lima, in the shantytowns and countryside the Fujimori regime 
has been perpetrating the most vile genocides against the working class, peasants and 
progressives. In the city we see daily the persecution, the disappearance and murder of 
workers and students who struggle against this system of oppression and exploitation. 
And to contain the righteous rebellion of the masses, the reactionaries continue 
promoting their "minute of silence for peace," as a weapon to fool the people. This 
charade was first instituted by the murderous regime of Garcia Perez and his Lima Mayor 
Alfonso Barrantes Lingan (United Left) in the 1980s, and under Fujimori these events 
have been intensified thanks to imperialist financial grants and manipulation by the 
Intelligence Services (SIN/CIA), seeking to lull the masses into a deep sleep, vainly 
trying to crush their participation in the glorious People's War. 

The "marches for peace" are sometimes disguised as "cultural events" with rock bands 
and other entertainment; this was the case of the events in Miraflores, at the National 
Engineering University (UNI), and in the Crillon Hotel, organized by the NGO 
"CEPAZ". It was also seen in the meeting of Ibero-American mayors at the San Agustin 
school, where they agreed to "work in favor of peace" and to "journey for peace", etc. 

In the event at the Saint Agustin school, the attendance was limited mainly to students of 
the religious schools, and priests and nuns from all over the country brought in by their 
church authorities. The event at the Crillon Hotel, organized under the sanctimonious title 
"affirmation of life" and "homage to the heroes of the people," was clear proof of the 
collusion between revisionism and the government; here also only a handful showed up. 

There was one event in the poor district of Villa El Salvador, when the regime advertised 
on TV and radio the distribution of food handouts donated by imperialism, to those who 



participate in the march. But it was remarkable that despite the anxious call for the 
masses to participate, their absence was noteworthy, showing once more their repudiation 
of this reactionary trick. 

In each "march for peace" the participation of the big bourgeoisie represented by its 
political parties, the upper hierarchy of the religious institutions and the assorted gang of 
revisionists, implore to the four winds for violence to cease, for "peace," thus keeping the 
old rotten State as is. The police offer security around the clock to the facilities where the 
events take place, while inside heavily armed military in civilian clothes and private 
security guards with walkie-talkies control the public, who have to endure an offensive 
body search to be allowed in. Why so much fear of the masses? 

Inside, the collusion among the ruling class is obvious: representatives of the church, 
parliamentarians, government functionaries, leaders of revisionist and opportunist 
political parties, and discredited bosses of labor unions are announced loudly with gongs 
and platters. All these reactionary forces together in their campaign for "peace of the 
cemeteries," and still repudiated by the masses!. 

All the hullabaloo about "peace" and "human rights" spread out by revisionists seeks to 
confuse and divide the masses in order to satisfy their electoral appetites and sustain the 
obsolete order. It only serves reaction and imperialism.

The Significance of Peru's People's War to the United States: Proletarian 

Internationalism

"A final (important lesson) is proletarian internationalism, always developing the 
struggle as part of the international proletariat, always viewing the revolution as part of 
the world revolution, developing the People's War, as our Party's slogan says, in the 
service of the world revolution. " 

President Gonzalo 

The People's War that rages on in Peru has several implications for the masses of the 
United States of America. It expresses at once the true internationalism of the Communist 
Party of Peru (PCP) and the deceit of the United States government towards its own 
people. 

Only an individual with a profound case of nearsightedness, or a victim of the US 
propaganda system could incorrectly view the events in Peru as pertaining to that country 
alone. The People's War in Peru, which began in 1980, affects not only Peruvians, but the 
citizens of the United States and all of humanity, for the true communist is an 
internationalist. 



President Gonzalo says that "... we (the PCP) are fervent and consistent practitioners of 
Proletarian Internationalism. "(1) Mao Tsetung spoke of an "internationalist duty," that 
those successful in their own revolutions must support those fighting for their liberty.(2) 
"To achieve a lasting world peace," Mao explains in 1956, "We must give active support 
to the national independence and liberation movement in Asia, Africa and Latin America 
as well as to the peace movement and to just struggles in all the countries of the 
world."(3) 

Of course the argument will arise that Mao and Gonzalo were concerned chiefly with the 
liberation of their own countries. Indeed, Mao led a People's War to expel Japan from 
China. President Gonzalo's revolutionary activity centered in his native Peru. But Mao 
explained that "... in wars of national liberation, patriotism is applied internationalism." 
This is necessarily so since: 

"For only by fighting in defense of the motherland can we defeat the aggressors and 
achieve national liberation. And only by achieving national liberation will it be possible 
for the proletariat and other working people to achieve their own emancipation. "(4) 

A communist adheres to dialectical materialism. Communism will follow capitalism after 
a period of socialism marked by the dictatorship of the Proletariat. Mao considered this 
"an objective law independent of man's will."(5) In other words: communism is coming; 
It might take time getting here, but, rest assured, it's on the way. 

Socialism has a chance to take root in some countries sooner than in others. Such is the 
case in Peru. The rest of the world looks at the events in Peru as an isolated phenomenon 
rather than a definitive step in history. As the PCP struggles to fight revisionism and keep 
the communist dream alive, they fight not merely for the sake of Peru's people, but for all 
the peoples of the earth. 

The problem in the United States of America today is one of consciousness. Her citizens 
are not aware of the ties linking the people of Peru and the people of America in the 
family of humanity. Nor are her citizens aware of the deception practiced by their 
government. Those who rule the United States claim to cherish something they call 
"democracy" while undermining it every step of the way. Support of tyrants such as 
Fujimori clearly shows the non-democratic true intentions of American statesmen. 

At home in America the propaganda system seeks to sweep the people up in a clamor 
about the 1996 Presidential Election, as though the outcome would matter either way. 
Marx, in The German Ideology, Volume I, recognized that: "The social structure and the 
state are continually evolving out of the life-process of definite individuals, but of 
individuals, not as they may appear in their own or other people's imagination, but as they 
really are; i.e., as they are effectively, produce materially, and are active under definite 
material limits, presuppositions and conditions independent of their will. "(6) 

As long as the economic substructure of the United States is based on the inviolable right 
to private (wealth producing) property, the social and economic superstructure will 



follow suit. In other words, Clinton or Dole, Liberal or Conservative, Republican or 
Democrat, all support wholeheartedly a capitalist system which could care less about the 
masses other than their potential to create profit. 

Consciousness is nearly nonexistent in a majority of Americans. As a graduate student at 
a major American university, I find this disheartening. The only people aware of "how" 
capitalism works are those on the left. The average citizen of this country never questions 
the economic foundation on which America is rooted, a foundation that forefather James 
Madison told the Constitutional Convention, required a government to protect "the 
minority of the opulent from the majority." 

What is life like for the "average" American? Most of us go to work and labor at 
monotonous jobs eight or more hours a day. We make enough money to go home, put 
food in our stomachs and wake up to work again the next day. After work we zone out in 
front of the television set, absorbing all the pre-determined information that shapes our 
views. Once in awhile we make enough money to buy an automobile or go on a vacation 
(if we did not, perhaps we would start to notice that something is seriously wrong here). 
We do not have time to worry about other people because we are too busy struggling to 
feed our own families, developing conservative attitudes as we seek to provide for "ours" 
at the expense of "theirs." 

At the end of the week we find solace in alcohol and other drugs, convincing ourselves 
we enjoy them, when in fact we enjoy the escape from a harsh economic and social 
reality which haunts us. Instead of discussing major issues that effect our everyday lives, 
we rail about women's abortion rights, gays in the military, little children kissing one 
another in school, and other non-issues that only serve to divide us. We have no problem 
watching a three hour long sporting event but read a book? Watch a political 
commentary? We rest assured that the intentions of our leaders are benign, because this is 
the United States of America. Our enemies practice "propaganda;" Here, we call it 
education. 

We condemn a few homosexuals marching in a gay-pride parade but laud the weapons of 
mass destruction rolling by in a military procession. We cry about the genocide of Native 
Americans but never question a policy which sends six billion of our tax dollars a year to 
Israel so that country can carry out a similar policy with the Palestinians. We cherish 
"freedom of speech," while political prisoners like Mumia Abu-Jamal, Larry Hoover, and 
Leonard Peltier rot in our prisons. We get teary-eyed over something called "democracy." 
Meanwhile, we do not control what we produce, how we produce it or where the profits 
go- 

In short, we are a fooled people indoctrinated by a very efficient propaganda system. The 
beauty of the system (from the point of view of the exploiters) is we do not even 
recognize how bad off we are. But, as Sigmund Freud opined, "No one, needless to say, 
who shares a delusion ever recognizes it as such. "(7) 



So, what then is the task at hand? The need to awaken consciousness is paramount. To 
recognize a problem, one must be aware of it. We are not born into consciousness, we 
arrive at it. In "On Practice," Mao Tse-Tung says, "Whoever wants to know a thing has 
no way of doing so except by coming into contact with it, that is, by living (practicing) in 
its environment. "(8) Only by achieving consciousness will the family of humanity be 
recognized; only through awareness will the American see the actions of his Peruvian 
brothers and sisters as grounded in unselfishness; only by cutting through the distortions 
and lies will one arrive at the truth which is reality. The methods of achieving 
consciousness are another matter for another time.

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SOCIALISTS IN IMPERIALIST COUNTRIES MUST SUPPORT 
REVOLUTIONS IN THE OPPRESSED COUNTRIES. 

In the first place, it is obligatory for socialists in imperialist countries to support the 
struggles of the progressives and revolutionaries in countries economically, politically 
and/or militarily oppressed by their nations. Not to do so is to abandon Proletarian 
Marxism and objectively to go over to the side of the imperialists and opportunists. 



From the perspective of building the proletarian movement "in the belly of the beast," 
what better way to build up momentum than by actively working for the cause of the 
Third World peoples against imperialism? The US Left (to use a generic term) is 
sickening in its inactivity and hopelessness. The term "self satisfied complacency" comes 
to mind. And, should you decide to join up with some of these organizations, especially 
the ones who are "Maoists" or who "respect" Mao as a "great" theoretician, then you will 
find yourself basically with nothing to do —except sell papers and raise money --for their 
organization or so-called Party! 

By the way, years ago, attempts to raise the issue with the RCP and the MEVI about 
practical support for the PCP were met with the answer that the PCP stands for "self- 
reliance" and therefore does not "want" our help. 

The whole problem lies in your correct assessment of the Euro-American chauvinism. 
Actually, a study of the history of the Euro-American left yields a picture of chronic 
downplaying of the national liberation struggles in the Third World and of the 
emancipation of women, going back to the Comintern's positions in the 1920's. 

Modern day imperialism, in its last stages, leads to the super-exploitation of the Third 
World Proletariat, driving them into abject poverty. Hunger and misery drive these 
workers out of their own countries and toward the richer, imperialist countries. Every 
imperialist country is being "invaded" by the proletariat from the countries under their 
domination. This then forms the new world proletariat that indeed "has no country." And 
just as the European emigre workers formed the radical wing of the U.S. working class, 
so now this phenomenon is taking place with Proletarians from the Third World, 
especially Mexico, in the U.S. So, the Mexican workers have a dual role to play. 

The exploitation of child labor by the monopoly capitalists is so intense that even some 
sections of the bourgeoisie "protest." The situation that now exists is a mirror image of 
the conditions which Karl Marx and Frederick Engels wrote about more than a hundred 
years ago. 

At the same time, the proletarization of women and children along with the peasant class 
leads to the situation where the proletarian revolution merges or become identical with 
national liberation, unlike in previous periods. 

A truly revolutionary organization or party within the U.S. would be working double 
overtime to find ways to support all the struggles that are going on right now against U.S. 
monopoly capitalist imperialists. To repeat myself, what better way to build up the so- 
called movement right here in the belly of the beast than by focusing on "corporate 
abuse" in the Third World and the struggles launched by the masses against this evil. 

Lenin said: "The recognition of internationalism in word, and the substitution of petty- 
bourgeois nationalism and pacifism for it in deed, in all propaganda, agitation and 
practical work is a very common thing not only among the parties of the Second 



International, but also among those which have withdrawn from the International..." 
(Preliminary Draft Thesis on the National Colonial Questions, 1920.) 

And: "Every party wishing to join the Third International must ruthlessly expose the 
colonial machinations of the imperialists of its 'own' country; must support — by actions 
and not merely by words -- every colonial liberation movement, demand expulsion of the 
imperialists from the colonies, educate the workers in the spirit of brotherhood with the 
labouring population of colonial and oppressed nations, and conduct systematic agitation 
among the armed forces against all colonial oppression." (Conditions for affiliation to the 
Communist International, July 1920.) 

And he also talked about giving "unselfish culture aid" to the movement in the oppressed 
nations (Imperialist Economism, a Caricature of Marxism, 1916.) 

The above quotes are from a pamphlet by the Chinese entitled "Lenin on The National 
Liberation Struggle" and distributed very cheaply in the U.S. around the time of the 
Cultural Revolution, certainly one example of the attitude of the Chinese toward 
"unselfish cultural aid." 

Another related, topic is the fact that I, and I suppose a lot of people, were suspicious of 
the REVI ten years ago because it looked like an RCP front. The "Declaration of REVI" 
also had a lot of revisionism in it. And I don't remember any discussion about forming a 
new International. In any case, the RCP has burned a lot of people, and it looks like the 
MEVI is doing the same. 

Of particular interest to me was the discussion [July 1996 issue of The New Flag] of they 
tactics of the people's committees, the armed strike, graffiti and the use of literature and 
art. Perhaps you could give more details in later issues, particularly about the people's 
committees. 

In What Is To Be Done?, Lenin talks about publishing a national newspaper at least once 
a week that would provide "all-round political exposures" to the militant workers. In this 
day and age, these exposures would be centered on exposing the monopoly capitalist 
imperialists' oppression and exploitation of the Third World proletariat and how the 
Proletariat is fighting back. These exposures could eventually be the subject of guerilla 
graffiti artists and leafleteers in all the barrios where the impoverished proletarians live. 
In addition, I think the revisionism and chauvinism of the U.S. "left" needs to be exposed, 
especially that of the "Maoists" who in fact give Mao a bad name. In doing so, theoretical 
work can be carried out more effectively than through dry study classes.

POLITICAL & MILITARY ACTIONS 



NEW WAVE OF PEOPLE'S WAR. NATIONAL POLICE ON RED ALERT. During the 
first weeks of July the People's Army of Liberation (EPL) led by the PCP conducted 
multiple armed actions in the North and South sectors of Peru's capital. The National 
Police, supported by special forces units and tanks, carried out a general mobilization to 
oppose the surge in Maoist political-military operations. In one operation the 
businesswoman (exploiter) Graciela Schiafino, wife of the Mayor of the San Luis district 
and member of Fujimori's party Cambio 90, was attacked, but she managed to escape in 
her car. In another action, 30 sticks of dynamite were thrown into the house of Tomas 
Valdez, a "black head" leading paramilitary death squads in Ate Vitarte. In the district of 
Rimac a private health center was raided and large amounts of medicines, medical 
equipment and electronic components were liberated [La Republica, July 10. 1996]. 



HUALLAGA. PEOPLE'S ARMY DEFEATS REACTIONARY ARMY. The counter- 
subversive base at Aucayacu (Leoncio Prado province) has been dismantled and 
abandoned after the retreat of the reactionary special forces from the area. The EPL has 
taken control of the province as a base for deploying future political-military operations. 
Big landlords and their collaborators escaped from the area and called for the reactionary 
Army's return [La Republica and most papers, July 18, 1996]. 



PEOPLE'S ARMY CONTROLS TOWN AND MAIN HIGHWAY. Various mobile 
columns of the EPL entered the town of Las Vegas (25 kilometers from Tingo Maria) and 
took control of the main highway to the city of Pucallpa. The EPL deployed night 
military operations, and during the daytime conducted political agitation and propaganda 
in massive public meetings [El Comercio, July 17, 1996]. 



LIMA. Three government buildings and a shopping center in the Lima-Callao area were 
attacked with dynamite and grenades. The targets were the headquarters of the Municipal 
Police and main Municipal building in Pachacamac, and a luxurious hotel in Miraflores 
[El Comercio and most papers, July 16, 1996]. 



LIMA. Fujimori's regime announced that 800 people accused of being "terrorists" have 
been captured by the armed forces and National Police during the first half of 1996; at the 
same time it acknowledged over 775 confrontations with the EPL in the same period 
[daily El Peruano, Aprodeh, July 19, 1996]. 



PEOPLE'S ARMY ADVANCES AND TAKES OVER TOWNS. July 18 and 19, a group 
of EPL mobile columns, applying the PCP's proletarian military line, converged and took 
control of the Damaso, Beraun and Chinchao districts in the provinces of Leoncio Prado 
and Huanuco. The EPL forces entered the towns of Cayumba Chico, San Miguel, 
Chaupiyunca, Paujil Pampa and adjacent villages. A similar deployment took place 
during the week of July 14 in zones around Las Vegas, near Tingo Maria [El Comercio, 
July 23, 1996]. 



PCP COMBATANTS DESTROY REACTIONARY SPECIAL FORCES 
HEADQUARTERS. July 26, at 2:20 a.m., a powerful car bomb with 27 kilograms of 
explosives destroyed the headquarters and barracks of the National Police's Special 
Assault Division (anti-riots corps). The surprise attack also damaged various adjacent 
government buildings and private offices in Lima's center. The four guards at the 
headquarters main entrance were critically wounded. After careful inspection, Civil 
Defense representative Ramon Pinto reported that 90% of the Assault Division's facilities 
were destroyed or seriously damaged [La Republica and most papers, July 27, 1996]. 



MORE WAVES OF PEOPLE'S WAR. A series of Maoist political-military operations 
were deployed throughout Lima during the last week of July. Red flags were raised in the 
districts of San Juan de Miraflores and Canto Grande, and grenades were launched in the 
Santa Marina Sur area. The headquarters of the National Police's Special Assault 
Division was destroyed. The Army and National Police were placed on maximum red 
alert to conduct "pacification" campaigns; over 200 civilians were arrested [La 
Republica, July 29, 1996]. 



PCP COMBATANTS DESTROY GENERAL'S HOME AND PROPERTY. On the 

evening of July 29, another spectacular Maoist attack completely destroyed the private 
car and luxurious residence of the political-military chief of the Huallaga Front, Army 
General Manuel Guillermo Simon Varela Gamarra. Over 18 people were seriously 
wounded and 49 residences were damaged in the exclusive San Borja residential area. 
The house of Peru's Ambassador to France, Maria Luisa Federici, was also largely 
destroyed. The bomb, with 15 kilograms of pure dynamite, caused a spectacular 
explosion; the blast was heard in Fujimori's presidential palace. A number of pamphlets 
were found near the explosion site stating "genocidal drug dealing military and police 
personnel shall receive JUST PUNISHMENT". General Simon Varela quickly left the 
Huallaga Front and arrived in Lima to inspect the ruins and gather whatever leftovers he 
could find; during a short interview he expressed serious concern for possible security at 
his mansion [El Comercio, El Sol, La Republica and most papers, July 30, 1996]. 



HUANCAVELICA. PEOPLE'S ARMY DESTROYS CAPITALIST CORPORATIONS. 

July 29, at 9:00 p.m., the EPL took over the installations of the construction companies 
Guiconsa, Translei and T&T in Izcuchaca (Huancavelica). The EPL conducted a 
coordinated deployment of various mobile columns in the surrounding areas to prevent 
any interference with the operation. Each EPL column is composed of 50 combatants or 
more. Workers at the site were gathered and asked to express their grievances. During the 
dialogue an EPL combatant expressed "The dictatorship is always asking for more and 
more sacrifices, and people are starving, living in misery, this genocidal system of 
exploitation deserves to perish! They said we were defeated, but here we are; we want to 
know your problems, help you solve them; what about your salaries? what about the 
abuses?". The EPL liberated communication equipment, computers, dynamite, and food 
supplies from the corporations' storerooms. All the construction equipment, the private 
vehicles of executives, and a few trucks were destroyed with powerful explosives before 
the Maoist forces left the site. The operation lasted about three hours and there were no 
casualties. It is not the first time the EPL deployed its forces in the area; in July 1995 the 
construction companies were asked to leave, but they refused and continued the 
construction of a roadway to transport the goods that big private firms export abroad, as 
well as for the rapid transport of government troops. The corporations' executives were 
quite aware of various EPL columns operating in the area, but when government 
protection was requested, they were informed it would not be available [Caretas, August 
9, 1996]. 



LIMA. The editorial in the newspaper of Peru's oligarchy, El Comercio, announces "The 
recent Maoist attacks in our nation's capital are clear evidence that objectively we are 



facing a new surge of Maoist subversion" [El Comercio, July 30, 1996]. 



PEOPLE'S ARMY TAKES TOWNS IN THE NORTH. EPL mobile columns, led by the 
PCP, took control of the towns of Sihuas and Chiquian (196 kilometers from the city of 
Huaraz). The Maoist forces conducted armed propaganda and agitation; the local 
government representatives were asked to resign [El Sol, August 4, 1996]. 



PCP OFFENSIVE IN THE HUALLAGA FRONT. The reactionary Army and National 
Police mobilized their special forces in response to a recent Maoist military offensive in 
Huanuco. Armored helicopters and river gun boats supported the gigantic operation to 
capture various EPL columns operating in the area [La Republica, August 5, 1996; See 
the report from Caretas of August 9.] 



PEOPLE'S ARMY CLASHES WITH PARAMILITARY DEATH SQUADS. Two EPL 
columns confronted the paramilitary rondasm Satipo, near the Ene river. The clash took 
place at 3:00 a.m., August 5; reports list two EPL casualties and one rondero eliminated 
[El Comercio. August 7, 1996]. 



AYACUCHO: PEOPLE'S ARMY DEFEATS REGIME'S PARAMILITARY SQUADS. 
The People's Army deployed mobile armed columns in the province of Huanta, 
department of Ayacucho. Various EPL columns entered the district of Ayahuanco at 8:00 
p.m., August 6, and attacked the paramilitary base of ronderos (death squads led by big 
landlords). Two ronderos (black heads) were eliminated; the paramilitary base was 
overrun and destroyed [Expreso, August 8, 1996]. 



HUANUCO. PEOPLE'S ARMY TAKES CITY OF AUCAYACU. The EPL deployed its 
forces throughout the province of Leoncio Prado , department of Huanuco, and various 
EPL columns entered the city of Aucayacu (population 20,000) during the evening of 
August 2, 1996. About 250 EPL combatants surrounded the city's police station and 



forced the police unit (20 policemen) to remain inside the station. According to some city 
residents, the EPL practically pardoned the policemen's lives, since the EPL did not 
overrun the station as in previous attacks; only three policemen were wounded Other EPL 
units searched for two well known drug barons who live in the city, "Cristal" and 
"Champa", but the two criminals managed to escape. City residents reported that the EPL 
forces were well fed, cheerful, well equipped and armed with FAL's (light machine 
guns), AKM assault rifles, heavy machine guns, shotguns, RPG's and Instalazas (rifle 
grenades). The main purpose of the Maoist advance was political: to carry out armed 
propaganda and clean the city of drug mafias; many youth joined the EPL ranks. Slogans 
were painted on the walls of buildings as the People's Army left the city [Caretas, August 
9, 1996]. 



POLICE BUS ATTACKED BY PCP COMBATANTS FN ANCASH (NORTHERN 
PERU). On September 17, 1996, a spectacular ambush against a military bus was carried 
out by the Maoist combatants. The bus had 40 soldiers and officers aboard. The guerrilla 
action took place in the district of Pariacoto, Department of Ancash. The military 
surrendered and gave up their weapons after a brief exchange of fire. Two soldiers were 
wounded and the rest released. 



ARMY AND PARAMILITARY RONDAS SMASHED FN TINGO MARIA (REGION 
SELVA).In the district of Cartambo, a column of PCP combatants seized the military 
installation. The guerrilla attack against the Army installation and the local paramilitary 
rondawas devastating. After the Fujimori forces surrendered, the head of the paramilitary 
peasant ronda, Ever Lino Durand, was publicly executed by the community. 

Another column of at least 20 Maoist combatants took control of the main highway to the 
jungle area {carretera terminal) connecting the localities of Olmos-Corral Quemado. 
Passengers and local activists greeted the combatants with revolutionary slogans and 
voluntary contributions: "Viva la Guerra Popular", "Viva el Presidente Gonzalo" and 
"Resistir y Combatir hasta la Toma del Poder." The reactionary papers in Lima mourned 
aloud the guerrilla offensive [La Republica, September 17, 1996] 



PUCALLPA. Military clashes between the reactionary Navy forces and a PCP contingent 
took place in several districts of the province of Pucallpa. In the capital Pucallpa, red 



flags and revolutionary graffiti appeared on walls and highways. A radio station was 
seized by the Maoists and transmitted revolutionary speeches, poetry and music. In the 
town of Minasa, the reactionary Navy on the run, cowardly kidnaped two minors, Julio 
A.L, 12, and Hugo C.R.D.,17, from their homes {Expreso, El Comercio October, 3, 1996) 



LIMA, LA VICTORIA. A PCP urban contingent ambushed and killed three members of 
the counterinsurgency forces of Fujimori at Ave. Paranicochas, District of La Victoria. 
All weapons and military records were captured by the rebels. {El Sol, October 5, 1996) 



POLICE STATIONS ATTACKED BY REBELS IN NORTHERN PERU (LA 
LIBERTAD) A mobile Maoist guerrilla contingent made up of at least of 100 combatants 
attacked the military installations of Sarin, Coina, Huaranchal, Julcan, Santiago de 
Chuco, and Otuzco in the Department of La Libertad. Several members of the repressive 
forces were killed or wounded. Most of the authorities appointed by Fujimori resigned on 
the spot and were granted a pardon by the insurgents. 

A few days later, Fujimori's reactionary Army arrived in the community of Coina, 
detained and beat Lt. Governor Genaro Avalos, charging him with "treason" for "not 
activating the army run paramilitary rondas." {El Comercio, October 23th) In other parts 
of the country, in Tingo Maria (Central Peru), at least three Maoist guerrilla contingents 
are operating in the Province of Leoncio Prado, especially in the district of Herminio 
Valdizan. This guerrilla offensive has prompted the resignation of more than 30 military- 
appointed authorities, among them mayors and governors. {El Sol, October 10, 1996) 



ASHANINKAS COMBAT AGAINST ARMY AND PARAMILITARY. Hundreds of 
combatants of the Ashaninka nation, members of the People's Army of Liberation, 
attacked army posts in three communities of the province of Satipo, Central Peru. The 
guerrilla offensive was carried out at 10 a.m., September 30, 1996. The Maoist rebels took 
over the communities of Matireni, Shimapango, and Chikireni. At least two dozen 
soldiers and many paramilitary {rondas) were killed {El Comercio, October 10, 1996.) 
On October 4, at 9 p.m., two other PCP Ashaninka contingents attacked the military 
garrison of Pichakia and took over the town in the midst of a joyful and cheering 
population. Three soldiers and three paramilitaries were killed in combat. The reactionary 



press in Lima lamented the successful guerrilla offensive (El Comercio, October 10, 
1996). 



MAOIST REBELS TAKE OVER THE CITY OF VENTANILLA, CALLAO, NEAR 
LIMA. October 28, 1996, at 7 a.m., about one hundred guerrilla combatants took over the 
urban zone named "Mi Peru" in Ventanilla-Callao where 45,000 people live. A large 
crowd of people shouting "Long Live the People's War, Down with the murderer 
Fujimori" marched to the main square of the city, welcoming the PCP fighters. Along the 
way, the masses sprayed the walls of homes and buildings with PCP slogans and raised 
red flags. The Mayor of the city, Carlos Chacaltana, was captured by the combatants, but 
subsequently released after he resigned and handed the authority to a truly elected 
people's representative. The military base of "Mi Peru" withdrew as quickly as they could 
in the face of the powerful attack of the rebels that penetrated the city from three 
directions. Even the reactionary press has denounced the action of the armed forces by 
stating that they are good at killing unarmed civilians but cowards when faced by the 
PCP's People's Army of Liberation. {La Republica, October 28, 1996) 



PEOPLE'S ARMY OF LIBERATION TAKES OVER CITY OF JAUJA-CENTRAL 
PERU. On November 20, 1996, in anticipation of the birthday of President Gonzalo, 
Maoist guerrillas advancing from different directions took over the city of Jauja, after 
defeating the reactionary army. The people celebrated the arrival of the Maoists. Red 
flags of the international proletariat were conspicuously posted on top of the 
archeological ruin "Siquilla Puseara" and on top of all hills surrounding the River 
Mantaro where a large portion of the population of the province of Jauja resides. On the 
night of November 20, the hills bordering the districts of Huancani, Apata, Sincos, and 
Maquiyauyo were beautifully illuminated with huge hammer and sickles, the symbol of 
proletarian revolution. This is the second time that the Maoists have arrived victoriously 
in Jauja, lamented the reactionary paper El Comercio on November 22. 



SELECTIVE ANNIHILATION OF MEMBERS OF DEATH SQUADS, 
PARAMILITARY, SNITCHES, INFORMANTS AND PROVEN ENEMIES OF THE 
PEOPLE WITH DEBTS OF BLOOD ON THEIR HANDS. In the document Elections 
No!, People's War Yes! [published by the PCP Central Committee in 1990], President 
Gonzalo teaches that the People's War in Peru is being waged with three forms of 



combat: 1. guerrilla combats, 2. sabotage of economic targets, 3. propaganda and 
agitation, and 4. selective annihilations. Until 1989, the PCP reported 100,000 guerrilla 
actions in the 4 forms of struggle. While the first 3 forms of struggle covered about 92% 
of the People's War, 8% have been selective annihilations. In Peru as in other revolutions 
in the world, selective annihilation of proven criminals working at the service of the old 
state has been hysterically condemned by imperialism and reactionaries all over the 
world. 

On the one hand, reactionaries of all sorts apologize and condone with empty words such 
as "excesses", the countless and indiscriminate crimes carried out against the people by 
the military led by the butcher Fujimori. On the other hand, they condemn the 
revolutionary justice carried out by the People's War against PROVEN enemies of the 
people. How does the PCP know who is who? By relying on the thousands of eyes and 
ears of the people, who are the best "intelligence service" in the glorious People's War. 

As a confirmation, we refer to someone who is not at all a friend of the PCP, Gordon 
McCormick, director of the low intensity warfare program at the Naval Military 
Postgraduate School in Monterey, California: "...The PCP has been so effective at 
infiltrating the police and military in Peru, it even planted key aids to the chief of Army 
Intelligence. They are operating openly within a mile of Lima." [Intelligence Report, 
Parade Magazine, March 6th, 1994] 

Another example is a recent report, "Life of Undercover Police Agents at Risk: Sendero 
Infiltrates Intelligence Services of The National Police" [by Cristina Boyd, La Republica, 
September 19, 1996]: "The Counter terrorist Police (DIRIN- DINCOTE) in its 
Communique No. 01-96 confirmed that Sendero Luminoso has infiltrated this strategic 
organization since 1983 (13 years!), thus putting at risk the national security of the 
country." This news, reported by US Pentagon consultant McCormick almost 3 years 
ago, was a blow to Fujimori's regime and its phony "victory against Sendero." 

La Republica continues: "As a result of Sendero infiltration, General Alfonso Villanueva 
will be removed from his post. In 1996, Generals Hector Gonzales Salinas, Luis Kanda 
Sanguinetti, and the Director of DINCOTE Gen. Juan Carlos Dominguez were removed 
from their command posts for their failure to defeat Sendero, and the increasing guerrilla 
attacks of the Maoists. One of the most devastating attacks of the guerrillas was the car 
bomb at the Lima house of the Political Military Chief of the Huallaga Front, General 
Guillermo Valera Gamarra." Neither SIN nor DINCOTE know who the PCP infiltrators 
in their ranks are, but to cover up their failure, they arrested as a scapegoat an innocent 
man, Officer Rolando Camacho, 31, who is a 13 year veteran of DINCOTE. Finally, La 
Republica lamented the successes of the PCP: "It is believed that Sendero Luminoso has 
in its possession, the entire list of members of DIRIN-DINCOTE, and informants who 
have infiltrated the people's schools and other mass organizations generated or influenced 
by Sendero." We have nothing more to add but to emphasize that the revolutionary 
justice carried out by the People's War is fair and just. 

NARCOTRAFFICKING 



FUJIMORI'S ARMY WORKS FOR COLOMBIAN CARTELS; PERUVIAN TROOPS 
SUBMERGED IN MISERY. In response to recent findings of cocaine shipments on 
board Air Force planes and Navy"ships, retired Army General Carlos Mauricio stated 
"Colombian drug barons have infiltrated Peru's armed forces." General Mauricio 
expressed his concern for the crew members since it is quite certain that they were just 
following orders from high ranking officers. Another retired Army General, German 
Parra, denounced the narcotics' trade in the armed forces as a clear consequence of the 
low salaries for officers and troops. General Parra declared "poverty has reached the 
armed forces as well, and this misery leads us to criminal acts. ..I know retired generals, 
friends of mine, in psychiatric treatment because of neurosis, they are suffering because 
they cannot even afford to pay for their older children's education. ...If the armed forces 
are in Power, then why don't we have the same benefits that others in the present 
administration have?. ..an Army General earns 1,200 soles per month [US$ 590 dollars] 
while high ranking bureaucrats in Fujimori's government earn US$ 10,000 and even US$ 
15,000 dollars per month!". General Parra concluded "The morale of the armed forces is 
sinking!" [La Republica, July 8, 1996]. Note: the Generals' views simply reflect another 
aspect of the Strategic Equilibrium in the People's War. The reactionary Army is going 
from strong to weak, while the People's Army (EPL) led by the PCP goes from weak to 
strong. Furthermore, the above comments are from retired Army Generals; active officers 
and soldiers would be punished and executed for "treason" if they expressed their 
grievances. The PCP's directive is just and correct: Soldiers and Sailors, bring your 
weapons and join the revolution!. 



PERUVIAN NAVY SHIPS TRANSPORT COCAINE. The anti-narcotics police found 
28 bags of cocaine of high purity on board the Navy ship "Uo" in the port of Callao. Each 
bag contained over 17 kilos of the narcotic. The ship's Captain and 53 crew members are 
under arrest until investigations are completed. Members of the anti-narcotics police 
indicated the shipment was for the Atlanta 96 Olympics [La Republica and various 
sources, July 8, 1996]. 



LIMA. Over one hundred installations of the Peruvian Navy, including war ships and 
submarine bases, are being searched by special inspectors to determine how many Navy 
facilities are being used for the storage and transport of cocaine. Two Navy ships, 
"Matarani" and "Ilo", were found transporting narcotics; in early July 57 kilograms of 



cocaine were found on board of the "Matarani" when it arrived in Vancouver, Canada [El 
Comercio, July 16, 1996]. 



LIMA. The criminal court investigating the relations of Peruvian Army officers and the 
drug baron Demetrio Chavez "Vaticano" has ordered the arrest of Army Captain Carlos 
Hernandez. This captain was the chief of the countersubversive base at Sion (Tocache, 
Huallaga) from December 1991 to February 1992, and confirmed that he received 
payments from drug barons because his desperate troops had no food supplies for two 
straight months [El Comercio, July 16, 1996]. The troops in Fujimori's reactionary army 
are in desperate conditions: recent reports show "They are a raggedy bunch, tired, dirty 
and malnourished. They steal animals and money from the people, and rapes of young 
girls are frequent. They call themselves "rambos" and the townspeople are afraid of 
them". 



LIMA. In an interview with the right wing Argentinean daily Clarin, Alberto Kenyo 
Fujimori admitted that drug dealers have "infiltrated" Peru's armed forces; he added 
"what we do is simply investigate". In relation to the civil war, Kenyo Fujimori 
recognized that "there are still some isolated columns in the jungle, but there is a large 
search going on, even with some casualties in the Army". Fujimori also rejected the 
accusations of fraud and corruption against the State insurance company "Popular 
Porvenir", at present managed by some of his family members [Gestion, July 16, 1996]. 



FUJIMORI AND DRUG DEALERS. There is confusion over Fujimori's evasive answer 
when questioned about the recent article published in Mexico's newspaper Reforma. The 
Mexican daily reported that Vladimiro Montesinos, Fujimori's main advisor and master 
of SIN, and Santiago Fujimori, Fujimori's brother, are closely linked to various Mexican 
mafias involved in cocaine and heroine trade [El Comercio, August 5, 1996]. 



IMPERIALISM & THE PROLETARIAT 



US IMPERIALISM PLUNDERS PEOPLE'S RESOURCES. The Coordinating Office for 
Amazonian Indigenous Organizations (COICA) described the recent patent for the 
"sacred plant" Ayahuasca as "a real insult" to the people of Peru. This plant, used for 
ceremonies in ancient South American communities, was patented by Loren Miller for 
the International Plant Medicine Corporation. For centuries the Chamanes people have 
used the Ayahuasca as a beverage to cure sick bodies and souls. COICA reported that 
now the Chamanes will have to pay royalties to grow and use the plant for their ancient 
rituals. Poor peasants in the Amazonas declared "Nobody can patent a natural product; it 
is like having a patent for growing potatoes!" [AFP, July 5, 1996]. Note: Now the poor 
peasants in Peru exercise the NEW POWER to defend their right. Capitalist patents do 
not serve the people; on the contrary, patents are a means to oppress and plunder. Thus, 
they are rejected by the people. 



FUJIMORI'S REGIME INCREASES FOREIGN DEBT BY 50 PER CENT. Peru's 
National Reserve Bank reported the country's foreign debt reached US $33,061 million 
by the end of June 1996. When Fujimori took over in 1990 the total foreign debt was 
$22,141 million. On July 2, the National Reserve Bank's Vice President, Mario Tovar, 
reported that the $1 1,000 million debt increase was caused by the regime's indiscriminate 
borrowing in the last five years, and by the interests and penalties for not meeting the 
annual payments on time. The bank's calculations indicate that the foreign debt increased 
by approximately $2,200 million per year from 1990 to 1995, although Fujimori's 
government has made great efforts to pay $1,000 million per year in the same period. 

The bank's report caused a response from Jorge Camet, the Minister of Economy. Camet, 
ignoring official protocol, made his own announcement to claim that the total foreign 
debt is US$22,586 million. Most observers speculat that it is probably much higher. 
Fujimori could not be reached for comment. [El Comercio, and most newspapers, July 3, 
1996. Caretas magazine, June 20, 1996]. 



LIMA. Peru's Minister of Labor Jorge Gonzales Izquierdo reported Peru's Gross National 
Product (GNP) grew during the month of May between 0.5% and 0.8%. He declared: 
"This indicates that the process of economic decline is ending" [daily Gestion, July 3, 
1996]. Note: Now it is clear that Fujimori's loud announcements of an "economic 
miracle" and a "fast growing economy" was all a lie; that all along there was "process of 
economic decline". 



ICA. 400 PRISONERS RISE UP FN MUTINY. Prisoners in the Cachiche jail near the 
city of lea (350 Kilometers from Lima) started a mutiny to protest the lack of food and 
the delays in the judicial process. Many inmates are in prison without any formal charges 
and without a hearing in court. Many are unemployed workers arrested as "terrorists" 
during a public march demanding basic public services (potable water, health care, etc.). 
The prisoners took control of the prison's facilities and expressed their grievances. The 
National Police's Special Assault Division cleared the streets; the situation was tense, and 
a security ring was set up around the prison [AFP, July 5, 1996]. 



LEVIA. CONSTRUCTION WORKERS IN MASSIVE PROTEST AGAINST THE 
GOVERNMENT. More than 5,000 construction workers marched on the streets of Lima 
to protest the regime's labor policies. The workers accused Fujimori's regime of 
suppressing and eliminating the social rights and benefits that workers had won through 
many years of struggle. These rights are recognized by the International Labor 
Organization. When the marchers reached the Ministry of Labor they demanded to meet 
with Minister Jorge Gonzales Izquierdo, but he refused, and ordered the ministry's doors 
closed to prevent workers from entering. The marchers shouted slogans: "The minister 
must resign!", "Down with the puppet government!". In response, various units of the 
National Police's Special Assault Division (anti-riot corps) were deployed to surround, 
arrest and disperse the marchers. 

The workers responded with a rain of bricks, stones and sticks, and wiped out every 
police thug who got in the way. After shooting tear gas and vomiting gases, the police's 
Special Assault units called for reinforcements; the street battle became submerged in 
clouds of gases and smoke. The construction workers resisted and continued marching to 
other city streets. Many policemen and workers were treated for head and body wounds. 
The Secretary General of the Construction Workers' Federation, Mr. Jose Risco 
Montalvan, stateded that over 90% of Peru's construction workers were on strike; that is, 
250,000 construction workers consciously joined the people's struggle against injustice, 
exploitation and genocidal oppression in Peru. The Federation also announced that more 
protests will follow until the government responds to the workers' demands [La 
Republica, Expreso and most papers, July 18, 1996]. 



STREET VENDORS MARCH AGAINST CONGRESS. Hundreds of street vendors 
marched to Peru's Congress to demand social services and measures to aid the informal 



sector in Peru. The vendors demanded the construction of facilities where they can 
market their goods in safe and healthy conditions; at the same time they demanded health 
care, social security benefits and the end of abusive tax increases [DESCO and various 
sources, July 18, 1996]. 



IMPERIALIST MONOPOLIES IMPOSE ABUSIVE EXPLOITATION. The 

representatives of native communities in Bajo Urubamba denounced the multinational oil 
corporations Chevron and Shell-Mobil for imposing abusive superexploitation conditions 
on poor and humble community residents. Mr. Bernabe Choranto, President of the native 
organization at Machiguengas (Concepcion Province), complained that over 400 
residents of the native communities work 12 hours every day in exploration tasks, and 
receive the meager daily salary of eight soles (US $3.40). Mr. Choronto declared "The 
principal problem in the Bajo Urubamba communities is that we do not have any public 
health services, no health care at all, nor electricity, nor potable water. The Fujimori 
government does not pay any attention to our problems, and the foreign multinationals 
treat us like animals; we are human beings!" [La Republica, July 18, 1996]. 



LIMA. Over 6,000 State employees have been fired from judicial institutions without 
compensation. The measure is part of the recent judicial reform prepared by Fujimori's 
regime. The National Federation of Judicial Workers announced it will present its protest 
before the World Labor Organization. The regime has prohibited all public protests and 
Federation meetings [La Republica, July 19, 1996]. 



STREET VENDORS JN BLOODY CLASH. Over 500 street vendors marched in Lima's 
streets on July 23, and violently clashed with 50 members of the City's Municipal Police. 
The marchers employed sticks, rocks, bricks, and knives against the municipal thugs. The 
clash left 12 vendors and 25 policemen seriously wounded. Lima's informal street 
vendors continue refusing to pay abusive tax increases, and demanding basic health care 
and social security benefits [Expreso, July 24, 1996]. 



LIMA. The new annual report for human development from the United Nations 
Development Programme (UNDP) informs us that income differences and poverty 
continue to increase in Peru [Gestion, July 16, 1996]. 



LIMA. Caretas magazine reports that it is unknown how the revenues from privatizations 
are being used, nor how much of the revenues are being allocated for social programs as 
required by law. By July 12 the total amount of revenues from privatizations of state 
enterprises reached US $6,253 billion, and existing laws require that 80% of such 
revenues be invested in social services [Caretas, July 17, 1996]. Note: Recently Kenyo 
Fujimori purchased a Boeing Jet 735-500 and outfitted his private island with high 
security accommodations for specials guests and parties; in the meantime over 70% of 
Peru's population suffers misery, malnutrition and disease.] 



CANADIAN MINING FIRMS GET BARGAINS IN PERU. Inmet Mining Corporation 
and Rio Algom Ltd. purchased the copper mines at Antamina (Ancash) for US $20 
million. The firms project to invest $2.52 billion to exploit the mines in the next five 
years. Observers reported the purchase price is only one fifth of the actual market value. 
[DESCO, July 18, 1996]. 



CO UNTERINS URGENCY 

MASSIVE ARRESTS, STATES OF EMERGENCY, HOODED JUDGES CONTINUE. 

In March 1995, Fujimori's Minister of Justice reassured the UN's Human Rights 
Commissioner and the Clinton Administration that the draconian faceless judges would 
be eliminated by July 1995. Fujimori boasted the same deadline to "annihilate Sendero". 
Well, at the end of 1996, the reality is that the tyrannical regime is the one being defeated 
by the raging People's War. If not, what would be the reason for US imperialism and its 
puppet Fujimori to intensify the low intensity warfare against the people? It will remain 
this way until the old regime is completely demolished by the People's War led by the 
PCP. 

Despite the hypocritical outcry of the U. S. funded "Human Rights" groups, the regime 
promulgated the continuation of the "hooded judges" until October 15, 1997 (which in 
Peru means indefinitely.) The infamous "hooded judges" are military officers, many of 



them notorious killers and narcotraffickers (e.g., general Valdivia), acting as jury and 
judge at the same time, in mock "trials" conducted at military tribunals since 1993. The 
continuation of the hooded judges and the state of emergency imposed in almost 2/3 of 
the country are desperate actions of the dictator that show the world the bold advances of 
the People's War in the struggle to Conquer Power countrywide. It also shows that the 
struggles of the masses for democratic rights and against hunger and misery, which are 
led from the bottom by the PCP, is unmasking the charade of "democracy" and "respect 
for human rights" of the dictatorship. 



DINCOTE CHIEF FIRED AND REPLACED. The chief of the National Directorate for 
Anti-Terrorism (DINCOTE), General Carlos Dominguez, was sacked and replaced, in 
view of his incompetence to prevent two spectacular PCP military offensives within 72 
hours. The massive destruction of the National Police's Assault Division Headquarters 
and the total destruction of the Huallaga Front Chief's personal property, residence and 
surrounding area, as well as other coordinated Maoist attacks, have caused serious worry 
and panic in Fujimori's regime. Many foreign observers and most of Peru's newspapers 
now constantly report that "Sendero has recovered and it is back!". General Dominguez 
was replaced by General Maximo Rivera Diaz [El Comercio, Expreso, El Sol and most 
newspapers, August 1, 1996]. Note: The PCP was never gone, it has continuously 
developed the People's War since May 17, 1980, and at present it prepares the strategic 
counter-offensive to Conquer Power Nationwide. The Conquest of Power is certain. 



MILITARY COUP AGAINST FUJIMORI BUSTED. The Army Commander Luis 
Alatrista and the Army Captain Luis Alvarez, in charge of Special Forces Battalion N-19, 
were captured by the National Intelligence Service (SIN). The two officers were 
stockpiling two large arsenals of automatic rifles (FAL), machine guns, rockets and 
ammunition in their residences. SFN reported that they were preparing a military coup 
against Alberto Kenyo Fujimori because of the low salaries and continuous hardship that 
Army officers suffer in recent years [La Republica, July 31, 1996]. 



FOREIGN SECRET AGENT EXPOSED. The Vice President of the Spanish monopoly 
Telefonica in Peru, Sergio Parra, died in a violent car accident in Lima's Via Expresa 
highway. The first aid team at the accident's site found various personal documents in the 
car, among these Parra's identification card as a high ranking officer in the "National 



System for Cooperation with Peru's National Police (SIN ACOOP-PNP)"; his ID number 
was N-087. Later it was reported that Parra was an active foreign intelligence officer 
(CESID) on permanent assignment for SIN (Peruvian CIA) [La Republica and various 
sources, July 26, 1996]. Note: This is not the first time foreign business executives have 
been exposed as foreign intelligence officers in Peru. 



PSYCHIATRIC ADVISOR FOR FUJIMORI. Various newspapers report Fujimori's 
irritated tone in response to a recent report in which the German-trained psychiatrist 
Sigisfredo Luza is listed as a Presidential Advisor. Luza is also the "intellectual author" 
of a number of Fujimori's initiatives to control Peru's universities [La Republica, August 
5, 1 996]. 



DICTATORSHIP FABRICATES A NEW HOAX, ATTEMPTING TO MURDER 
PRESIDENT GONZALO IN PRISON: "THE WEDDING OF GUZMAN" The CIA- 
Fujimori hoax that "Sendero asked for peace talks" and "Guzman has capitulated" has 
been shattered into pieces by the powerful People's War that has carried out thousands of 
guerrilla actions since September, 1992. Now, the National Intelligence Services and its 
CIA masters have come up with a new psychological warfare campaign: "Guzman has 
asked to be wed with Elena Iparraguirre." Traitorous revisionists such as the limping dog 
Javier Diez Canseco participates in the scheme to legitimize SIN's hoax. He said: "This 
shows that Guzman is not being punished as he should. He has privileged treatment in 
jail." (La Republica, October 14, 1996) 

It is known by the Red Cross and others that President Gonzalo is completely isolated 
from the outside world and from the other prisoners kept underground at the Naval Base 
of El Callao, near Lima. The same International Red Cross has denounced that he is 
being kept there under an intense psychological and physical torture. 

What is the purpose of this new hoax? In the short term, it seeks to confuse and distract 
world public opinion from the victories of the Red October guerrilla offensive in Peru. 
Every year, the PCP celebrates with bold political and military actions in the entire 
country, its own anniversary as well as the October Revolution founding the former 
USSR, and the anniversary of the Great Proletarian Cultural Revolution in China. 
Another aim of the "wedding of Guzman," is more sinister: the enemy is planning to 
assassinate President Gonzalo, and have a "successor," supposedly Elena Iparraguirre 
(another prisoner at El Callao), ready to generate more counterrevolutionary propaganda 
against the People's War. The "wedding of Guzman" and the bogus "peace agreement," 
are two soap operas produced and publicized by SIN and La Republica, (a paper 



controlled by the intelligence services), as psychological warfare against the people; a 
futile attempt to demoralize international supporters of the gloriousPeople's War in Peru. 



JAVIER ESPARZA PARDONED BY FUJIMORI REGIME. In a long article La 
Republica reports the individual of Sweden, Javier Esparza Marquez, also known as 
"Enrique", was pardoned by Peru's Special Court for Terrorism (case number N- 170-93). 
Esparza, husband of President Gonzalo's sister-in-law, obtained the pardon because since 
1993 he has collaborated and supports the call for "peace accord," prepared and 
publicized by the National Intelligence Service (SIN). The pardon was granted January 
17, 1995, but it was kept secret for political reasons. 

The public announcement was delayed to facilitate Esparza's work to win over 
international supporters to the call for "peace accord". The article mentions that Esparza 
opposed the armed struggle initiated in 1980, and left Peru in early 1982. In 1986, after a 
self-criticism, he was allowed to participate in the development of the international 
support for the People's War. He became a close confidant of Robert Avakian (leader of 
the Revolutionist Communist Party ,USA), and used this opportunity to position his 
friends abroad as "leaders of support groups" in the United States, France, Belgium, 
Mexico, Germany and Spain. These self-appointed leaders also collaborated with the call 
for "peace accord" and have been pardoned. 

In the article, the English senderologist Simon Strong, author of a book on "Shining 
Path", declares "It was Esparza who achieved the support of the Executive Committee of 
the Revolutionary Internationalist Movement (CoREVI) in favor of the 'peace accord to 
end the People's War in Peru', as a result CoREVI conducted a number of sabotage 
activities against the Central Committee of the Communist Party of Peru (PCP) and its 
international supporters." Strong also mentions "It was because of this that the unity of 
pro-sendero [pro-PCP] forces was broken. If Peru decided to pardon Esparza it must be 
for this... of course, this pardon also implies that he provided information of the 
organization in Europe." 

Simon Strong, who has links with the intelligence services, now considers his friends 
"Adolfo Olaechea Cahuas and Luis Arce Borja" to be "two of the most important 
senderistas in Europe to reckon with". The article also reports that Esparza's pardon and 
its recent public announcement are part of "political engineering", since it was Esparza 
himself who informed Adolfo Olaechea Cahuas about his contacts with representatives 
from Fujimori's regime, and called for Olaechea's "careful consideration and opportune 
action" to support future calls for a "peace accord." Esparza was accused with the same 
case number and "charges" as Arce and Olaechea. It is likely that they have also obtained 
a secret amnesty from Fujimori. [La Republica, July 30, 1996]. Note: Since 1993 the PCP 
Central Committee and its international supporters have combated and defeated both 
Fujimori's "peace accord" and the useless manipulations of Esparza, and his clique. The 



path Olaechea and Arce now follow is their own pathology of dreaming to be "world 
leaders." 



LIMA. Fujimori's Attorney General for cases of terrorism presented a motion against the 
decision of the Special Court for Terrorism demanding the invalidation of the pardon 
given to Javier Esparza [El Comercio, El Peruano, July 31, 1996]. Note: Now that the 
"peace accord" farce is a failure, the regime keeps the pressure on Esparza and others in 
Europe (London, Paris and Belgium) to insure their participation in future counter- 
revolutionary campaigns. 



RETIRED GENERAL ROBLES, ARMY DISSENTER, KIDNAPPED BY SIN. On 

November 26, 1996 at 10:15 a.m., members of a death squad operating for the 
Intelligence Services (SIN) brutally kidnaped General Rodolfo Robles while he was 
driving in the populous district of Lince, beating him and spraying him with paralyzing 
gas. The general fought back against at least 6 masked individuals who intercepted him in 
3 cars without plates. The kidnappers planned to blame the PCP for this despicable 
action, but before he was grabbed and paralyzed, General Robles screamed to the people: 
"These are from SIN.. .Tell Hildebrand." 

Why is this decorated general being repressed by the same regime he served in the recent 
past? Because Robles had provided a detailed account of the death squads of Fujimori 
and Montesinos; he unmasked the notorious killers of "Grupo Colina" who committed the 
crime at the teacher's college La Cantuta, and the murders of two families in midtown 
Lima (Barrios Altos). 

And, verifying the denunciations of the PCP that these death squads were always in full 
operation to commit massacres against the people, on Nov. 21, 1996 in an interview with 
journalist Hildebrand, Robles identified the members of the death squad that recently 
blew up Global TV and Radio Samoa of Puno as: Ethel Guido Mendoza (undercover 
killer working for Montesinos), Angel Sauni Pomaya, Luis Barrantes Yanez, and Javier 
Urquizo. The imperialist paper New York Times, in a December 2 article by Calvin 
Sims, tried to wash the criminal face of dictator Fujimori by suggesting that "he says it 
was a grave error... he will pardon him..." It portrays Robles as a disgruntled general upset 
because "he was passed over for a promotion", and it claims that the terrorist military 
who recently bombed the TV and radio stations in Puno "were acting independently." 
Sims, a known Yankee propagandist disguised as "journalist" calls the Communist Party 
of Peru, leading the glorious People's War "guerrilla terrorists", while the real terrorists, 
the death squads of Fujimori become "isolated military working independently." 



[Editors Note. The PCP web page and The New Flag have caught the eye of the enemy. 
The article below was extracted from Special Warfare, a quarterly magazine of the 
Special Operation Forces (SOF), U.S. Army, May 1996, p.45.] 

PERUVIAN SUBVERSIVES NOW IN THE INTERNET. "The Peruvian subversive 
organization Sendero Luminoso or Shining Path, has been severely reduced in strength, 
cohesiveness and effectiveness over the last few years. Its leader, Abimael Guzman, was 
captured in September 1992 by the Peruvian National Police's National Counterterrorism 
Directorate, or DINCOTE. DINCOTE chief General Carlos Dominguez continues to 
dismantle the Sendero leadership and structure, and Sendero has suffered defeats in the 
field by the Peruvian armed forces. Nevertheless, remaining Sendero elements continue 
their efforts to reorganize, and they have carried out periodic terrorist acts in urban and 
rural areas as a reminder that they have not completely vanished. Another reminder, 
aimed primarily at foreign audiences, is found on a Worldwide Web site designated, "The 
People's War in Peru: Information About the Peruvian Communist Party" 
(http://www.blythe.org/peru-pcp/). The site is replete with portraits of Marx, Lenin, Mao 
and Abimael Guzman. It includes Guzman speeches, Sendero documents and position 
papers, and 29 "frequently asked questions." Although the site purports to represent the 
Peruvian Communist Party, or PCP, it is unclear whether information posted on the site 
reflects the positions of the Sendero/PCP leadership or those of foreign sympathizers who 
have for years been active in Europe and in the U.S. The site does note, in accordance 
with current orthodoxy, that the PCP continues to make preparations to 'seize power 
nationwide in a final insurrection against the old State.'"

OUR REPLY: Aside from using the derogatory term "Shining Path" for the Communist 
Party of Peru (PCP), the enemy recognizes that the People's War is still bold. Their 
conclusion of a weak PCP does not correspond to reality, since the PCP leadership has 
been completely re-structured as of early 1994, and the effects of the "bend in the road" 
(capture of President Gonzalo) were resolved by more People's War throughout the entire 
country, after the defeat of the hoax of "peace talks" introduced by the regime. On the 
other hand, what was the fate of DINCOTE's General Carlos Dominguez? He was fired 
after the PCP successful offensives of May and July 1996. 



U.S. ARMED FORCES TRAIN PERUVIAN BUTCHERS. A U.S. joint military 
maneuver code-named "Unitas 37" with the Peruvian navy and Air Force was held on 
October 12th. 850 Yankee and Peruvian marines backed by warplanes, trained with live 
ammunition and heavy artillery during the day near Ancon (Northern Lima). There were 
two Peruvian warships, "Eten" and "Callao" and the Yankee "La Moure Country," under 
the command of Admiral James Ferguson III. Furthermore, on or about October 15 and 
26, the 24th Inter American War Games, under the command of the U.S. Armed forces, 
took place on the coast of Peru. Among the participating countries were: Argentina, 
Ecuador, Bolivia, Brazil, Canada, Chile, Colombia, U.S., Mexico, Uruguay, Venezuela 
and Peru. What are the imperialists afraid of? There is only one real war, in Peru: The 
People's War led by the invincible Communist Party of Peru. 



PERU : NEWS BRIEFS 

JULY-AUGUST 1996 

FUJIMORI'S REGIME INCREASES FOREIGN DEBT BY 50 PER CENT. Peru's 
National Reserve Bank reported the country's foreign debt reached US$ 33,061 million 
dollars by the end of June 1996. When Fujimori took over in 1990 the total foreign debt 
was US$ 22,141 million dollars. In July 2, the National Reserve Bank's Vice President, 
Mario Tovar, reported the US$ 1 1,000 million dollars debt increase was caused by the 
regime's indiscriminate borrowing in the last five years, and by the interests and penalties 
for not meeting the annual payments on time; the Bank's calculations indicate the foreign 
debt increased approximately by US$ 2,200 million dollars per year from 1990 to 1995, 
although Fujimori's government has made great efforts to pay US$ 1,000 million dollars 
per year in the same period. The bank's report caused a response from Jorge Camet, the 
Minister of Economy; Camet, ignoring official protocol, made his own announcement to 
claim the total foreign debt is US$ 22,586 million dollars. Most observers speculated the 
foreign debt is probably much higher. Fujimori could not be reached for comments [El 
Comercio, and most newspapers, July 3, 1996. Caretas magazine, June 20, 1996]. 



LIMA. Peru's minister of labor Jorge Gonzales Izquierdo reported Peru's Gross National 
Product (GNP) grew during the month of May between 0.5% and 0.8%; he declared: 
"this indicates the process of economic decline is ending" [daily Gestion, July 3, 1996]. 
Note: Whatever happened to Fujimori's loud announcements of "economic miracle" and 
"fast growing economy"? Now it is clear it was all a lie, that all along there was "process 
of economic decline". 



TOCACHE. PEOPLE'S ARMY TAKES OVER TOWNS. Mobile columns of the 
People's Army of Liberation (EPL) led by the Communist Party of Peru (PCP) took over 
the town of La Morada and called on all residents to resist and combat against Fujimori's 
reactionary Army and its low intensity warfare. This is the second time in 20 days the 
EPL enters La Morada. Executives of the private company "Palma del Pino" informed 
that in the last month the company's installations have been continuously attacked, and 
that another three trucks have been confiscated by the EPL. The evaluation of Peru's 
National Police is that 200 EPL combatants divided in four columns are deploying 
political-military operations in the area; it also confirmed the PCP has reactivated various 
People's Committees of Workers and Peasants around the town of Situlli (Tocache 
province) [daily La Republica, July 3, 1996]. 



LA LffiERTAD. FOLLOWERS OF FUJIMORI'S PEACE ACCORDS ELIMINATED. 

Three individuals were the target of a Maoist combat unit in the district of Vuldibuyllo, 
Pataz. The three casualties had openly collaborated with SIN (Peruvian CIA) in 
advertising "a call for peace", distributed copies of SIN's "Big Decision and Big 
Definition", and collected the names of Maoist combatants through harassment of their 
relatives. In another action, in the town of Retama, 17 combatants of the People's Army 
(EPL) liberated radios and communications equipment from the Ministry of 
Transportation and Communication's local office [Expreso, July 3, 1996]. 



PCP COMBAT FORCE STRIKES. On July 3, at 9:30 pm, a Maoist force composed of 
four EPL combatants wearing police uniforms launched explosives and destroyed the 
offices of the private utility Edelnor in the San Martin de Porres district (Lima). Edelnor 
is well known for its abusive price increases of electricity in Lima's poor neighborhoods. 
Three people were injured [El Comercio, La Republica, July 4, 1996]. 



HUALLAGA. PEOPLE'S ARMY ADVANCES. A mobile column of the People's Army 
of Liberation (EPL) led by the Communist Party of Peru (PCP) attacked and defeated a 
special forces battalion in Santa Rosa de Mishollo (Tocache). The battle took place at 
1 1:30 am when the special forces unit was "pacifying" the area. The EPL forces 
surrounded the area of operations and launched a lightning surprise attack; the special 
forces battalion retreated in panic and confusion. Reported casualties are three soldiers 
and two EPL combatants [Expreso, July 4, 1996]. Note: the combats in the Tocache area 
are the continuation of various mobile operations being conducted by the EPL in the 
Huallaga Valley since mid June 1996. In response, government airborne troops and 
helicopters led by the elite brigade "Los Linces" started a gigantic "pacification 



campaign" in the Leoncio Prado province where previously an Army convoy was 
ambushed. The ambush was conducted by the EPL and resulted in three soldiers killed 
and ten seriously wounded [as reported by La Republica, June 22, 1996]. 



PERUVIANS WANTED BY INTERPOL. The chief of Interpol in Peru, Police Colonel 
Francisco Salinas, announced a list of 350 Peruvians wanted for criminal actions in 176 
countries. Peru's former President Alan Garcia Perez is first in the list for corruption 
charges, money laundering, fraud, extortion, cocaine trade and appropriation of public 
funds. Salinas announced the list to celebrate INTERPOL'S 33 anniversary [Andina 
News, July 5, 1996]. 



US IMPERIALISM PLUNDERS PEOPLE'S RESOURCES. The coordinating office for 
Amazonian indigenous organizations (COICA) described the recent patent for the "sacred 
plant" Ayahuasca as "a real insult" to the people of Peru. This plant, used for ceremonies 
in ancient South American communities, was patented by Loren Miller for International 
Plant Medicine Corporation. For centuries the "Chamanes" people use the Ayahuasca as 
a beverage to cure sick bodies and souls. COICA reported that now the Chamanes will 
have to pay royalties to grow and use the plant for their ancient rituals. Poor peasants in 
the Amazonas declared "Nobody can patent a natural product, it is like having a patent 
for growing potatoes!" [AFP, July 5, 1996]. Note: Now the poor peasants in Peru exercise 
the NEW POWER to defend their rights; capitalist patents do not serve the people, on the 
contrary, patents are means to oppress and plunder. Thus, they are rejected by the people. 



ICA. 400 PRISONERS RISE UP IN MUTINY. Prisoners in the Cachiche jail near the 
city of lea (350 Kilometers from Lima) started a mutiny in protest against the lack of 
food and against the delays in the judicial process. Many inmates are in prison without 
any formal charges and without a hearing in court; many are unemployed workers 
arrested as "terrorists" during a public march demanding basic public services (potable 
water, health care, etc.). The prisoners took control of the prison's facilities and expressed 
their grievances. The National Police's Special Assault Division cleared the streets; the 
situation was tense and a security ring was set up around the prison [AFP, July 5, 1996]. 



PERUVIAN NAVY SHIPS TRANSPORT COCAINE. The anti-narcotics police found 
28 bags with cocaine of high purity on board the Navy ship "Ho" in the port of Callao. 



Each bag contained over 17 kilos of the narcotic. The ship's Captain and 53 crew 
members are under arrest until investigations are completed. Members of the anti- 
narcotics police indicated the shipment was for the Atlanta 96 Olympics [La Republica 
and various sources, July 8, 1996]. 



FUJIMORI'S ARMY WORKS FOR COLOMBIAN CARTELS; PERUVIAN TROOPS 
SUBMERGED IN MISERY. The retired Army General Carlos Mauricio stated 
"Colombian drug barons have infiltrated Peru's armed forces" in response to recent 
findings of cocaine shipments on board Air Force planes and Navy ships. General 
Mauricio expressed his concern for the crew members since it is quite certain they were 
just following orders from high ranking officers. Another retired Army General, German 
Parra, denounced the narcotics' trade in the armed forces is a clear consequence of the 
low salaries for officers and troops. General Parra declared "poverty has reached the 
armed forces as well, and this misery leads us to criminal acts", "I know retired generals, 
friends of mine, in psychiatric treatment because of neurosis, they are suffering because 
they cannot even afford to pay for their older children's education", "If the armed forces 
are in Power, then why don't we have the same benefits that others in the present 
administration have?. ..an Army General earns 1,200 soles per month [US$ 590 dollars] 
while high ranking bureaucrats in Fujimori's government earn US$ 10,000 and even US$ 
15,000 dollars per month!". General Parra concluded "the morale of the armed forces is 
sinking!" [La Republica, July 8, 1996]. Note: the Generals' views simply reflect another 
aspect of the Strategic Equilibrium in the People's War. The reactionary Army is going 
from strong to weak, while the People's Army (EPL) led by the PCP goes from weak to 
strong. Further, the above comments are from retired Army Generals; active officers and 
soldiers would be punished and executed "for treason" if they expressed their grievances. 
The PCP's directive is just and correct: Soldiers and Sailors bring your weapons and join 
the revolution!. 



NEW WAVE OF PEOPLE'S WAR. NATIONAL POLICE IN RED ALERT. During the 
first weeks of July the People's Army (EPL) led by the honest and respected Communist 
Party of Peru (PCP) conducted multiple armed actions in the North and South sectors of 
Peru's capital. The National Police supported by special forces units and tanks carried out 
a general mobilization to oppose the surge in Maoist political-military operations. In one 
operation the businesswoman (exploiter) Graciela Schiafino, wife of the Mayor in San 
Luis district and member of Fujimori's party Cambio 90, was attacked but she managed 
to escape in her car. In another action, 30 sticks of dynamite were thrown to the house of 
Tomas Valdez, a "black head" leading paramilitary death squads in Ate Vitarte. In the 
district of Rimac a private health center was raided and large amounts of medicines, 
medical equipment and electronic components were liberated [La Republica, July 10, 
1996]. 



SENDEROLOGISTS SUPPORT PARAMILITARY DEATH SQUADS. A new book 
edited by the senderologist Carlos Ivan Degregori aims at advertising the old ridiculous 
tale of "sendero is defeated". Degregori claims the paramilitary death squads (rondas or 
"civil patrols") composed of rich landlords, rich peasants, drug barons and hired 
mercenaries have triumphed in "the struggle for peace". The rondas are formed, trained 
and led by Fujimori's armed forces to protect the big landlords' properties and the 
corrupted drug trade. Degregori makes reference to his "long messianic experience in 
anthropological research" to give credibility to his ridiculous manipulations. Degregori 
constantly portrays big landlords and drug barons as "peasants", and he claims the 
alliance between the drug cartels and the paramilitary rondas is "temporary" [La 
Republica, July 11, 1996]. Note: Degregori is a messianic fundamentalist (he calls 
himself "engendro salido de madre") and expert in making up imaginary defeats. Who 
believes Degregori? Nobody. 



AYACUCHO. CHIEF OF FUJIMORI'S PARAMILITARY DEATH SQUADS 
IMPRISONED. Pompeyo Rivera Torres (Commander Huayhuaco), main instigator of the 
paramilitary death squads (rondas) in the valley of Apurimac, was found guilty in court 
and imprisoned for mass murders and involvement in cocaine trade [daily Expreso, July 
16, 1996]. 



LIMA. The new annual report for human development from the United Nations 
Development Programme (UNDP) informs that income differences and poverty continue 
to increase in Peru [Gestion, July 16, 1996]. 



LIMA. US Ambassador Alvin Adams expressed concern for recent reports of Ecuadorean 
troops being deployed along Peru's Northern border in clear violation of the peace treaty 
between Peru and Ecuador [daily El Comercio, July 16, 1996]. Note: Adams does not 
mention that Brazilian, Chilean, Argentinean and US troops are also being deployed 
together with Ecuadorean troops to prepare a combined invasion along Peru's Northern 
border under the pretext of "preserve peace" and "provide comfort". 



LIMA. Three government buildings and a shopping center in the Lima-Callao area were 
attacked with dynamite and grenades. The targets were the headquarters of the Municipal 
Police and main Municipal building in Pachacamac, and a luxurious hotel in Miraflores 
[El Comercio and most papers, July 16, 1996]. 



LIMA. Over one hundred installations of the Peruvian Navy, including war ships and 
submarine bases, are being searched by special inspectors to determine how many Navy 
facilities are being used for the storage and transport of cocaine. Two Navy ships, 
"Matarani" and "Ilo", were found transporting narcotics; in early July 57 kilograms of 
cocaine were found on board of the "Matarani" when it arrived to Vancouver, Canada [El 
Comercio, July 16, 1996]. 



LIMA. The criminal court investigating the relations of Peruvian Army officers and the 
drug baron Demetrio Chavez "Vaticano" has ordered the arrest of Army Captain Carlos 
Hernandez. This captain was the chief of the counter-subversive base at Sion (Tocache, 
Huallaga) from December 1991 to February 1992, and confirmed he received payments 
from drug barons because his desperate troops had no food supplies for two straight 
months [El Comercio, July 16, 1996]. Note: The troops in Fujimori's reactionary army 
are in desperate conditions, recent reports show "They are a raggedy bunch, tired, dirty 
and malnourished. They steal animals and money from the people, and rapes of young 
girls are frequent. They call themselves "rambos" and the townspeople are afraid of 
them". 



LIMA. In an interview with the right wing Argentinean daily "Clarin", Alberto Kenyo 
Fujimori admitted that drug dealers have "infiltrated" Peru's armed forces; he added 
"what we do is simply investigate". In relation to the civil war, Kenyo Fujimori 
recognized "there are still some isolated columns in the jungle, but there is a large search 
going on, even with some casualties in the Army". Fujimori also rejected the accusations 
of fraud and corruption against the State insurance company "Popular Porvenir" at 
present managed by some of his family members [Gestion, July 16, 1996]. 



PEOPLE'S ARMY CONTROLS TOWN AND MAIN HIGHWAY. Various mobile 
columns of the People's Army (EPL) entered the town of Las Vegas (25 kilometers from 
Tingo Maria) and took control of the main highway to the city of Pucallpa. The EPL 



deployed night military operations and during the daytime conducted political agitation 
and propaganda in massive public meetings [El Comercio, July 17, 1996]. 



LIMA. Caretas magazine reports it is unknown how the revenues from privatizations are 
being used, nor how much of the revenues are being allocated for social programs as 
demanded by law. By July 12 the total amount of revenues from privatizations of state 
enterprises reached US$ 6,253 million dollars, and existing laws require that 80% of such 
revenues ought to be invested in social services [Caretas, July 17, 1996]. Note: Recently 
Kenyo Fujimori purchased a Boeing Jet 735-500 and conditioned his private island with 
high security accommodations for specials guests and parties; in the mean time over 70% 
of Peru's population suffers misery, malnutrition and disease. 



CANADIAN MINING FIRMS GET BARGAINS IN PERU. Inmet Mining Corporation 
and Rio Algom Ltd. purchased the copper mines at Antamina (Ancash) for US$ 20 
million dollars. The firms project to invest US$ 2,520 million dollars to exploit the mines 
in the next five years. Observers reported the purchase price is only one fifth of the actual 
market value [DESCO, July 18, 1996]. 



LIMA. CONSTRUCTION WORKERS IN MASSIVE PROTEST AGAINST 
GOVERNMENT. More than 5,000 construction workers marched on the streets of Lima 
to protest against the regime's labor policies. The workers accused Fujimori's regime of 
suppressing and eliminating the social rights and benefits that workers have conquered 
after many years of struggle. These rights are recognized by the International Labor 
Organization. When the marchers reached the Ministry of Labor they demanded to meet 
with the minister Jorge Gonzales Izquierdo, but he refused and ordered the Ministry's 
doors closed to prevent workers from entering. The marchers shouted slogans "the 
minister must resign!", "Down with the puppet government!". In response, various units 
of the National Police's Special Assault Division (anti-riot corps) were deployed to 
surround, arrest and disperse the marchers. The workers responded with a rain of bricks, 
stones, rocks, sticks and wiped out every police thug who got on the way. After shooting 
tear gas and vomiting gases, the police's Special Assault units called for reinforcements; 
the street battle became submerged in fog, clouds of gases and smoke. The construction 
workers resisted and continued marching to other city streets. Many policemen and 
workers were treated for head and body wounds. The Secretary General of the 
Construction Workers' Federation, Mr. Jose Risco Montalvan, informed that over 90% of 
Peru's construction workers went on strike, that is 250,000 construction workers 
consciously joined the people's struggle against injustice, exploitation and genocidal 



oppression in Peru. The Federation announced more protests will follow until the 
government responds to the workers' demands [La Republica, Expreso and most papers, 
July 18, 1996]. 



STREET VENDORS MARCH AGAINST CONGRESS. Hundreds of street vendors 
marched to Peru's Congress to demand social services and measures to aid the informal 
sector in Peru. The vendors demand the construction of facilities where they can market 
their goods in safe and healthy conditions, at the same time they demand health care, 
social security benefits and the end of abusive tax increases [DESCO and various 
sources, July 18, 1996]. 



IMPERIALIST MONOPOLIES IMPOSE ABUSIVE EXPLOITATION. The 

representatives of native communities in Bajo Urubamba denounced the multinational oil 
corporations Chevron and Shell-Mobil for imposing abusive super-exploitation 
conditions on poor and humble community residents. Mr. Bernabe Choranto, President of 
the native organization at Machiguengas (Concepcion province), complained that over 
400 residents of the native communities work 12 hours every day in exploration tasks, 
and receive the meager daily salary of eight (8) soles (US$ 3.4 dollars per day). Mr. 
Choronto declared "The principal problem in the Bajo Urubamba communities is that we 
do not have any public health services, no health care at all, nor electricity, nor potable 
water. The Fujimori government does not pay any attention to our problems, and the 
foreign multinationals treat us like animals; we are human beings!" [La Republica, July 
18, 1996]. 



HUALLAGA. PEOPLE'S ARMY DEFEATS REACTIONARY ARMY. The counter- 
subversive base at Aucayacu (Leoncio Prado province) has been dismantled and 
abandoned after the retreat of the reactionary special forces from the area. The People's 
Army of Liberation (EPL) led by the Communist Party of Peru (PCP) has taken control 
of the province as a base for deploying future political-military operations. Big landlords 
and their collaborators escaped from the area and called for the reactionary Army's return 
[La Republica and most papers, July 18, 1996]. 



CUSCO. Over 460 prisoners in the Quencoro concentration camp near the city of Cusco 
started a mutiny to protest against their unjust imprisonment. Most of the protesters are in 



prison without any formal charges nor a hearing in court, and the judicial court in Cusco 
constantly ignores their grievances. Over 400 men and 52 women are imprisoned in 
Quencoro under unfounded accusations of "terrorism" and "treason to the motherland" 
[Expreso, Aprodeh and most papers, July 19, 1996]. 



LIMA. Fujimori's regime announced that 800 people accused of being "terrorists" have 
been captured by the armed forces and National Police during the first half of 1996, at the 
same time it acknowledged over 775 confrontations with the EPL in the same period 
[daily El Peruano, Aprodeh, July 19, 1996]. 



LIMA. Over 6,000 State employees are fired without compensation from judicial 
institutions. The measure is part of the recent judicial reform being prepared by 
Fujimori's regime. The National Federation of Judicial Workers announced it will present 
its protest before the World Labor Organization. The regime has prohibited all public 
protests and Federation meetings [La Republica, July 19, 1996]. 



PEOPLE'S ARMY ADVANCES AND TAKES OVER TOWNS. During July 18 and 19 
a group of EPL mobile columns, applying the PCP's proletarian military line, converged 
and took control of the Damaso, Beraun and Chinchao districts in the provinces of 
Leoncio Prado and Huanuco. The EPL forces entered the towns of Cayumba Chico, San 
Miguel, Chaupiyunca, Paujil Pampa and adjacent villages. A similar deployment took 
place during the week of July 14 in zones around Las Vegas near Tingo Maria [El 
Comercio, July 23, 1996]. 



STREET VENDORS IN BLOODY CLASH. Over 500 street vendors marched in Lima's 
streets on July 23, and violently clashed with 50 members of the City's Municipal Police. 
The marchers employed sticks, rocks, bricks, and knives against the municipal thugs. The 
clash caused 12 street vendors and 25 policemen seriously wounded. Lima's informal 
street vendors continue refusing to pay abusive tax increases, and demand basic health 
care and social security benefits [Expreso, July 24, 1996]. 



FOREIGN SECRET AGENT EXPOSED. The Vice President of the Spanish monopoly 
Telefonica in Peru, Sergio Parra, died in a violent car accident in Lima's Via Expresa 



highway. The first aid team at the accident's site found various personal documents in the 
car, among these Parra's identification card as a high ranking officer in the "National 
System for Cooperation with Peru's National Police (SIN ACOOP-PNP)"; his ID number 
was N-087. Later it was reported that Parra was an active foreign intelligence officer 
(CESID) in a permanent assignment for SIN (Peruvian CIA) [La Republica and various 
sources, July 26, 1996]. Note: It is not the first time foreign business executives are 
exposed as foreign intelligence officers in Peru. 



HUNDREDS ACCUSED OF TERRORISM MAY GO FREE. Alberto Kenyo Fujimori, 
in response to many public protests against the indiscriminate imprisonment of civilians, 
announced a special legal procedure through which some innocent people may be able to 
go free. Many human rights organizations in Peru and abroad have expressed their deep 
concern for the thousands of civilians being imprisoned in Peru under false charges of 
"terrorism" and "treason to the motherland". According to both Amnesty International 
and the United nations, there are 4,000 cases of people tortured "for treason" and 
imprisoned in Fujimori's dungeons [La Republica, July 27, 1996]. Note: Actually there 
are over 20,000 prisoners in concentration camps under false accusations of "terrorism" 
and "treason". Facts confirm Fujimori is the terrorist and traitor. 



PCP COMBATANTS DESTROY REACTIONARY SPECIAL FORCES 
HEADQUARTERS. In the morning of July 26, at 2:20 am, a powerful car bomb with 27 
kilograms of explosives destroyed the headquarters and barracks of the National Police's 
Special Assault Division (anti-riots corps). The surprise attack also damaged various 
adjacent government buildings and private offices in Lima's center. The four guards at 
the headquarters main entrance were critically wounded. After a careful inspection, the 
Civil Defense representative, Ramon Pinto, reported that 90% of the Assault Division's 
facilities were destroyed or seriously damaged [La Republica and most papers, July 27, 
1996]. 



SENDEROLOGISTS RESPOND TO PEOPLE'S WAR. The senderologists Carlos Tapia 
and Raul Gonzales declared "the attack against the special forces' headquarters shows 
sendero is defeated". Tapia observed that at present the PCP is unified and the "peace 
accord" campaign directed by SIN (Peruvian CIA) has no results (it is a failure). Tapia 
added there is no reason to worry since the recent spectacular attack "is the last thing we 
shall see from sendero [PCP]" and called on the Army and police to continue their 
"pacification tasks". On the other hand, Gonzales observed the recent PCP offensive 
"reminds us sendero still exists"; he explicitly emphasized "In Peru we are close to finally 



defeating sendero, and it is sure we will not see any more spectacular attacks" [La 
Republica, July 28, 1996]. 



MORE WAVES OF PEOPLE'S WAR. A series of Maoist political-military operations 
were deployed throughout Lima during the last week of July. Red flags were hoisted in 
the districts of San Juan de Miraflores and Canto Grande, and grenades were launched in 
the Santa Marina Sur area. The headquarters of the National Police's Special Assault 
Division have been destroyed. The Army and National Police were placed in maximum 
red alert to conduct "pacification" campaigns; over 200 civilians were arrested [La 
Republica, July 29, 1996]. 



PCP COMBATANTS DESTROY GENERAL'S HOME AND PROPERTY. On the 

evening of July 29, another spectacular Maoist attack completely destroyed the private 
car and luxurious residence of the political-military chief of the Huallaga Front, Army 
General Manuel Guillermo Simon Varela Gamarra. Over 18 people were seriously 
wounded and 49 residences were damaged in the exclusive San Borja residential area. 
The house of Peru's Ambassador to France, Maria Luisa Federici, was also largely 
destroyed. The bomb, with 15 kilograms of pure dynamite, caused an spectacular 
explosion; the blast was heard in Fujimori's presidential palace. A number of pamphlets 
were found near the explosion site stating "genocidal drug dealing militaries and 
policemen shall receive JUST PUNISHMENT". General Simon Varela quickly left the 
Huallaga Front and arrived in Lima to inspect his ruins and gather whatever leftovers he 
could find; during a short interview he expressed serious concern for possible security 
flaws to protect his mansion [El Comercio, El Sol, La Republica and most papers, July 
30, 1996]. 



LIMA. The editorial in the newspaper of Peru's oligarchy, El Comercio, announces "The 
recent Maoist attacks in our nation's capital are clear evidence that objectively we are 
before a new surge of Maoist subversion" [El Comercio, July 30, 1996]. 



JAVIER ESPARZA PARDONED BY FUJIMORI'S REGIME. In a long article La 
Republica reports the individual of Sweden, Javier Esparza Marquez, also known as 
"Enrique", was pardoned by Peru's Special Court for Terrorism (case number N-170-93). 
Esparza, husband of President Gonzalo's sister-in-law, obtained the pardon because since 



1993 he collaborates and supports the call for "peace accord" which was prepared and 
implemented by the National Intelligence Service (SIN). Esparza obtained the pardon in 
January 17, 1995, but it was kept secret because it was a political decision. The public 
announcement was delayed to facilitate Esparza's work to win over international 
supporters to the call for "peace accord". The article mentions that Esparza, a renegade, 
opposed the armed struggle initiated in 1980 and left Peru in early 1982; later in 1986, 
after a self-criticism, he was allowed to participate in the development of the international 
support for the People's War. Esparza became a close confidant of Robert Avakian 
(leader of the Revolutionist Communist Party in the USA - RCP-USA) and used this 
opportunity to position his friends abroad as "leaders" of "support groups" in the United 
States, France, Belgium, Mexico, Germany and Spain. These group of self-appointed 
leaders also collaborated with the call for "peace accord" and have been pardoned. In the 
article, the English senderologist Simon Strong, author of a book on "shining pathway", 
declares "it was Esparza who achieved the support of the Executive Committee of the 
Revolutionary Internationalist Movement (CoREVI) in favor of the 'peace accord to end 
the People's War in Peru ', as a result CoREVI conducted a number of sabotage activities 
against the Central Committee of the Communist Party of Peru (PCP) and its 
international supporters". Simon also mentions "it was because of this that the unity of 
pro-pathway [pro-PCP] forces was broken. If Peru decided to pardon Esparza it must be 
for this... of course, this pardon also implies that he provided information of the 
organization in Europe"; Strong now considers "Adolfo Olaechea Cahuas and Luis Arce 
Borja are two of the most important pathers in Europe to reckon with". The article also 
reports that Esparza's pardon, and its recent public announcement, are part of "political 
engineering" since it was Esparza himself who informed Adolfo Olaechea Cahuas about 
his contacts with representatives from Fujimori's regime, and called for Olaechea's 
"careful consideration and opportune action" to support future calls for "peace accord" 
[La Republica, July 30, 1996]. Note: Since 1993 the PCP Central Committee and its 
international supporters have combated and defeated both Fujimori's "peace accord" and 
the useless manipulations of the individual in Sweden, Javier Esparza, and his clique. The 
only path Olaechea and Arce now follow is their own pathology. 



LEVIA. Peru's Attorney General for cases of terrorism presented a motion against the 
decision of the Special Court for Terrorism and demanded the invalidation of the pardon 
given to Javier Esparza [El Comercio, El Peruano, July 31, 1996]. Note: Now that the 
"peace accord" farce is a failure, the regime keeps the pressure on Esparza to insure his 
participation in future counter-revolutionary campaigns. 



MILITARY COUP AGAINST FUJIMORI BUSTED. The Army Commander Luis 
Alatrista and the Army Captain Luis Alvarez, in charge of Special Forces Battalion N-19, 
were captured by the National Intelligence Service (SIN). The two officers were 



stockpiling two large arsenals of automatic rifles (FAL), machine guns, rockets and 
ammunition in their residences. SIN reported they were preparing a military coup against 
Alberto Kenyo Fujimori because of the low salaries and continuous hardship that Army 
officers suffer in recent years [La Republica, July 31, 1996]. 



FUJIMORI HAS FAILED. The reactionary journalist Manuel D'Ornellas painfully 
recognized "The objective of the recent Maoist advances is to tell the population that 
subversion is not dead, that Fujimori's regime has failed in its attempt to end it" [Expreso, 
July 31, 1996]. 



DINCOTE CHIEF FIRED AND REPLACED. The chief of the National Directorate for 
anti-terrorism (DINCOTE), General Carlos Dominguez, was sacked and replaced in view 
of his incompetence to prevent two spectacular PCP military offensives within 72 hours. 
The massive destruction of the National Police's Assault Division Headquarters and the 
total destruction of the Huallaga Front Chiefs personal property, residence and 
surrounding area, as well as other coordinated Maoist attacks, have caused serious 
preoccupation and panic in Fujimori's regime. Many foreign observers and most of Peru's 
newspapers now constantly report "sendero has recovered and it is back!". General 
Dominguez was replaced by General Maximo Rivera Diaz [El Comercio, Expreso, El Sol 
and most newspapers, August 1, 1996]. Note: The PCP was never gone, it continuously 
develops the People's War since May 17, 1980, and at present it prepares the strategic 
counter-offensive to Conquer Power Nationwide. The Conquest of Power is certain. 



SENDEROLOGIST CRIES NEW VICTORY FOR THE PEOPLE'S WAR. The 

senderologist expert in violentology Raul Gonzales reported in an interview "The 
replacement of the DINCOTE chief gives to sendero [PCP] the political victory it was 
searching for". Gonzales, raising his voice, declared "I cannot believe it, sendero decides 
who should be replaced in DINCOTE... it is incredible! and it was the Minister of Interior 
who did it. This amounts to a political triumph for sendero!". Gonzales added "The 
government's political will to finish terrorism is gone, it does not exist anymore"; his 
conclusion was "the Minister of Interior, General Briones, is showing he is not fit for the 
post, and up to now who can understand his real function and responsibilities? I cannot 
believe it, it is incredible! now sendero is back..." [La Republica, August 1, 1996]. Note: 
Once again it is clear Gonzales' tale "sendero is split and defeated" is a ridiculous lie. 
Who crushed Gonzales'lies? The invincible People's War led by the Communist Party of 
Peru (PCP). 



PEOPLE'S ARMY TAKES TOWNS IN THE NORTH. EPL mobile columns, led by the 
PCP, took control of the towns of Sihuas and Chiquian (196 kilometers from the city of 
Huaraz). The Maoist forces conducted armed propaganda and agitation; the local 
government representatives were asked to resign [El Sol, August 4, 1996]. 



PCP OFFENSIVE IN THE HUALLAGA FRONT. The reactionary Army and National 
Police mobilized their special forces in response to a recent Maoist military offensive in 
Huanuco. Armored helicopters and river gun boats supported the gigantic operation to 
capture various EPL columns operating in the area [La Republica, August 5, 1996]. Note: 
See following report from Caretas of August 9. 



THE NEW YORK TIMES REPORTS PCP OFFENSIVES. The imperialist world media 
cannot hide any longer the victories of the People's War led by the Communist Party of 
Peru (PCP) in the inevitable advance towards THE CONQUEST OF POWER 
NATIONWIDE. Calvin Sims, through his usual biased journalism, reports "The 
guerrillas bombed a central police station charged with protecting the Peruvian Congress 
and the house of a general who is the military chief in a region where the rebels have a 
stronghold. Following assertions that the attacks were made possible by security lapses, 
the chief of Peru's anti-terrorist police resigned"; the Fujimori regime "in the last 18 
months. ..has detained [arrested] more than 500,000 suspects" [The New York Times, 
August 5, 1996]. Note: Calvin Sims also reports "the latest wave of assaults. ..is 
particularly troubling because it was well coordinated and penetrated sensitive 
government and military targets". So his story of "security lapses" goes down the drain; 
the powerful attacks were masterfully planned political-military operations and well 
executed by the Communist Party of Peru (PCP) and the People's Army (EPL). Of 
course, Sim's article has its usual large portion of slanders and misinformation against the 
PCP, for instance "terrorism experts said that contacts within the group indicated that 
shining path has now splintered into numerous factions". This is a repetition of the 
ancient tale of "sendero is split and defeated", and in this way Calvin Sims presents his 
wishful thinking as objective facts; it is easy to allege "experts say that contacts say" the 
moon is purple!. He repeats old lies with cheap manipulations. What terrorism experts? 
Where? no facts at all. Could Calvin Sims be considered "a journalist"? How ridiculous! 
His work —and the New York Times— only serve the Yankee strategy of imperialist low 
intensity warfare, that is they serve the interests of greedy rich bankers in Wall Street and 
big capitalists and landlords who exploit and oppress all working class people. Calvin 
Sims also plagiarizes and repeats the old sendero logist pathology of "numerous factions" 
in the "shining pathway" have new leaders "from the past"; in Sim's own words: "The 



factions are being coordinated by a new group of leaders who had been part of the 
shining path during its infancy in the 1970's but who had left the group after a dispute 
with Mr. Guzman over the timing of his decision to take up arms in 1980". Sims is 
simply preparing the ground for portraying the old traitor and Fujimori's puppet Javier 
Esparza as a "leader of a shining pathway faction". Javier Esparza has been rewarded by 
Fujimori's regime for collaborating and supporting the "peace accord" campaign prepared 
and implemented by the National Intelligence Services-SIN (see previous report from La 
Republica, July 30, 1996). Moreover, in another article of The New York Times, August 
8, 1996, Calvin Sims repeats other senderologist tales and portrays the paramilitary death 
squads of big landlords and drug barons as "civilian patrols", that is "civilian" because 
they do not wear uniforms. But Sims not only manipulates false appearances, he simply 
lies, for instance, let us view his absurd lie "Shining Pathway is a Maoist revolutionary 
group bent on overthrowing the Government and turning Peru into an agrarian society". 
Here it is clear that Calvin Sims is bent on constantly slandering the COMMUNIST 
PARTY OF PERU (PCP), he calls it "shining pathway. ..a revolutionary group"; further, 
"turning Peru into agrarian society" is another cheap lie. If he is a journalists, Sims would 
do a bit of research and find out once and for all that the People's War is the principal 
form of class struggle in Peru's democratic revolution, and it is supported by and serves 
the People's Committees of Workers and Peasants, the very essence of the proletariat- 
peasant alliance to construct the People's New Power and People's Republic of Peru, to 
serve the people's interests, the People's Rights, their class rights to education, culture, 
arts, science, philosophy, health care, adequate housing and recreation areas, and 
dignifying employment, with the proletarian application and development of technology 
to increase industrial production, thus reducing the required working hours and the 
number of working days; in synthesis, freedom from working one's skin off for greedy 
capitalists and landlords; which necessarily implies a society without exploitation nor 
repression, without constant economic crisis and massive unemployment, without misery, 
debts, disease, ignorance, drug addiction, prostitution, etc. Things which obviously the 
landlord-bureaucratic dictatorship in Peru, or the US government in its own country, 
cannot provide, and will never be able to provide, because capitalism —in its present 
form: imperialist monopoly capitalism— is a parasitic and genocidal system, based on the 
exploitation and oppression of all working class people. Thus, to portray "turning Peru 
into an agrarian society" as the solution to Peru's problems is a sinister deception, a 
simplistic distortion of the interests of the working class masses in Peru. The New York 
Times and its mercenary Calvin Sims hardly provide any news, they mostly provide 
pathetic deceptions. Who believes Calvin Sims? Nobody. 



FUJIMORI AND DRUG DEALERS. There is confusion over Fujimori's evasive answer 
when questioned about the recent article published in Mexico's newspaper "Reforma". 
The Mexican daily reported that Vladimiro Montesinos, Fujimori's main advisor and 
master of SIN, and Santiago Fujimori, Fujimori's brother, are closely linked to various 
Mexican mafias involved in cocaine and heroine trade [El Comercio, August 5, 1996]. 



PSYCHIATRIC ADVISOR FOR FUJIMORI. Various newspapers report Fujimori's 
irritated tone in response to a recent report in which the german-trained psychiatrist 
Sigisfredo Luza is listed as a Presidential Advisor. Luza is also the "intellectual author" 
of various of Fujimori's initiatives to control Peru's universities [La Republica, August 5, 
1996]. 



PEOPLE'S ARMY CLASHES WITH PARAMILITARY DEATH SQUADS. Two EPL 
columns confronted the paramilitary rondas in Satipo, near the Ene river. The clash took 
place at 3:00 am, August 5; reports list two EPL casualties and one rondero eliminated 
[El Comercio, August 7, 1996]. 



LIMA. The retired Army General Sinesio Jarama, an antisubversive expert, declared 
"The widespread social and economic inequalities in Peru are the reasons for sendero's 
[PCP's] advance, it recruits many hopeless youth from poor sectors of society"; he added 
"sendero is not divided, there are no antagonistic elements in its organization", "If the 
present leaders are captured, other young leaders will emerge, because there is a large 
quantity of people with leadership and Gonzalo Thought in the head. In conclusion, we 
cannot eliminate subversion by capturing leaders, because the conditions of poverty and 
misery still exist and support their cause". General Jarama made an explicit call on 
Fujimori and the Minister of Interior to respond for the recent incompetence shown in the 
civil war "They are the ones who should respond now, they simply believed their own 
exaggerations, they have stated over and over, and in many places, that sendero's 
leadership is captured and the problem is over, now it turns out things are not that way" 
[La Republica, August 7, 1996]. 



PERUVIAN CONGRESS DEMANDS ANSWERS. Various senators from the legal 
opposition demand explanations from Fujimori in relation to the recent wave of Maoist 
offensives. Senators Gustavo Mohme and Fernando Olivera pointed out "Fujimori and 
the armed forces have been deceived by their own propaganda of the final triumph 
against sendero". The Senators also called on the Minister of Interior to come to Congress 
and explain the failures in the antisubversive war [La Republica, August 7, 1996]. 



POWERFUL INTERNATIONAL SUPPORT FOR THE PEOPLE'S WAR. International 
supporters in the five continents intensify their revolutionary support for the Communist 
Party of Peru (PCP) leading the People's War towards the Conquest of Power 
Nationwide. The international support for the revolutionary struggle in Peru is closely 
linked to the struggle against opportunism and revisionism at the international level. 
Comrades in Australia have launched the just and correct call to BOMBARD THE 
BOURGEOIS HEADQUARTERS IN CoREVI; at the same time, supporters in North 
America and Europe also center their support towards achieving the next great leap in the 
People's War: SEIZE POWER NATIONWIDE! CONQUER POWER NATIONWIDE! 
CONQUISTAR EL PODER EN TODO EL PAIS! [Rabblerouser, The New Flag, June, 
July, August, 1996] 



AYACUCHO. PEOPLE'S ARMY DEFEATS LANDLORDS PARAMILITARY 
SQUADS. The People's Army (EPL), led by the Communist Party of Peru (PCP), 
deployed mobile armed columns in the province of Huanta (Ayacucho). Various EPL 
columns entered the district of Ayahuanco at 8:00 pm, August 6, and attacked the 
paramilitary base of ronderos (death squads led by big landlords). Two ronderos (black 
heads) were eliminated; the paramilitary base was overrun and destroyed [Expreso, 
August 8, 1996]. 



HUANCAVELICA. PEOPLE'S ARMY DESTROYS CAPITALIST CORPORATIONS. 

Caretas magazine, on its edition of August 9, publishes in detail some of the events 
related to the recent PCP offensive in Huancavelica. In synthesis, on July 29, at 9:00 pm, 
the People's Army (EPL), led by the PCP, took over the installations of the construction 
companies Guiconsa, Translei and T&T in Izcuchaca (Huancavelica). The EPL 
conducted a coordinated deployment of various mobile columns in the surrounding areas 
to prevent any interference with the operation. Each EPL column is composed of 50 
combatants or more. Workers at the site were gathered and asked to express their 
grievances; during the dialogue an EPL combatant expressed "The dictatorship is always 
asking for more and more sacrifices, and people are starving, living in misery, this 
genocidal system of exploitation deserves to perish! They said we were defeated, but here 
we are; we want to know your problems, help you solve them; what about your salaries? 
what about the abuses?". The EPL liberated communication equipment, computers, 
dynamite, and the food supplies stored in the corporations' deposits. All the construction 
equipment, the private vehicles of executives, and a few trucks were destroyed with 
powerful explosives before the Maoist forces left the site. The operation lasted about 
three hours and there were no casualties. It is not the first time the EPL deploys its forces 
in the area, in July 1995 the construction companies were asked to leave, but they refused 
and continued the construction of a roadway to transport the goods that big private firms 
export abroad, as well as for the rapid transport of government troops. The corporations' 



executives were quite aware of various EPL columns operating in the area, but when 
government protection was requested, they were informed it could not be available 
[Caretas, August 9, 1996]. 



HUANUCO. PEOPLE'S ARMY TAKES CITY OF AUCAYACU. The People's Army 
(EPL), led by the Communist Party of Peru (PCP), deployed its forces throughout the 
province of Leoncio Prado (Huanuco), and various EPL columns entered the city of 
Aucayacu (population 20,000) during the evening of August 2, 1996. About 250 EPL 
combatants surrounded the city's police station and forced the police unit (20 policemen) 
to remain inside the station; according to some city residents, the EPL practically 
pardoned the policemen's lives, since the EPL did not overrun the station as in previous 
attacks; only three policemen were wounded. Other EPL units searched for two well 
known drug barons who live in the city, "Cristal" and "Champa", but somehow the two 
criminals managed to 
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LIMA. On November 11, 1995, more than 1,500 health care workers of Lima took over 
the building of the Ministry of Health. Before the take over, all security personnel and 
police guarding the building, were suddenly captured by the strikers. After 4 hours, and 
due to the military reinforcements, the strikers left the building in an orderly manner. 
Fujimori's crony Eduardo Young (Minister of Health) left just before the takeover. [La 
Republica/El Mundo of November 29, 1995] 



PUNO. On November 28, 1995, the people of Huancane carried out a strike and general 
mobilization of peasants and workers grouped in a Defense Front. At least 200 people 
took over the police station after the military surrendered (others fled in panic.) The 
people burned the police station and the home of Fujimori's fraudulently elected Mayor 
Francisco Aracayo. Six policeman and 6 peasants were critically wounded. [El Comercio, 
November 29, 1995] 



PCP FIGHTERS FREED 8 PRISONERS OF WAR. On December 7, 1995, a People's 
Army (EPL) column led by the Communist Party of Peru (PCP) conducted a lightening 
blitzkrieg-style military operation and liberated eight (8) prisoners of war. The 
commando action destroyed a military convoy in the Central Highway (between Huanuco 
and Pasco); two tanks and several armored carriers were destroyed; most of the 30 
soldiers in the convoy were annihilated; the few survivors surrendered and asked for 
mercy; the EPL released them after the soldiers gave up their weapons, ammunition and 
communication equipment. In another action (December 16), and EPL mobile column 
attacked the Army's special forces anti-subversive Battalion No. 313 in San Martin's 
Nuevo Progreso district. The initial attack was a typical Maoist military operation of 
"quick decision" causing 12 casualties and 10 seriously wounded in the battalion front 
patrol. Battalion No. 3 13 retreated attempting a safe escape, but the EPL followed with 
rapid persecution-wipe out tactics for two hours; only 18 special forces specialists 
survived. 



PATAZ. On December 12, 1995, a contingent of PCP combatants with the support of the 
population took over the Andean towns of Patramarca and Huancaspata in the province 
of Pataz, Department of La Libertad. The police station was overrun and one paramilitary 
was wounded. The Vice-Mayor was captured and subsequently released. [El Comercio, 
December 12, 1995] 



AYACUCHO. On December 12, 1995, at 8:30 PM, a bomb exploited in the city market 
"Mercadillo de San Sebastian" in the city of Huamanga, the capital of Ayacucho. The 
same day an intense guerrilla activity took place was near Vizcatan and was reported by 
the reactionary Army. The People's Army was engaged in violent military clashes against 
four military patrols led by an officer named "Mascaro." In the past, the regime has 
speculated that "Feliciano" [whom they allege leads the PCP] was operating out of the 
People's Committee of Vizcatan. [Expreso, April 12, 1995] 



TACNA. On December 12, 1995, Maoist guerrilla activity was reported in the city of 
Tacna in the Southern border with Chile. As usual, the regime claimed to have captured 
Maoists, but could not provide evidence. [Expreso, December 12, 1995.] 



LIMA. November 22, 1995. During a presentation at the Pacification and Human Rights 
Committee of Fujimori's Kangaroo Congress, Interior Minister General Juan Briones 
acknowledged that 300 police stations nationwide were seized by the PCP and are now 



being reinstalled. He promised that "the Army will allow the Red Cross to receive 
denunciation on tortures and human rights abuses... He also promised monthly reports on 
the fight against subversion and narcotrafficking as well as the sanctions against the 
military involved in drug trafficking." [Gestion, El Comercio, El Peruano, November 23, 
1995] 

Note. The above reveals 2 important aspects of the war: 1) the success of the mobile 
guerrilla warfare in which the PCP was able to overrun 300 police stations with the 
consequent take over of cities and towns nationwide, 2) the fact that no independent 
observer on the Army conduct in counterinsurgency activities exists. No Human Rights 
group, including the Red Cross have access to monitor the war zones, therefore, all 
reports that they receive are from an "official source" which every body knows is one of 
the belligerants in the People's War. 



LIMA. GUERRILLA ATTACK ON A TRANSPORTATION COMPANY. On 

January 5, 1996, the offices of Empresa "Luz del Sur" were smashed by a PCP contingent 
in the district of Villa Maria del Triunfo. A large float of buses and trucks of this 
company are been used to transport troops and paramilitary of the reactionary army in 
Central and Southern Peru (El Comercio, El M undo, January 5, 1996) 



FIGHT AMONG NARCO GENERALS. Fernando Rospigliosi (Jan. 21, 1996. Caretas 
1395) stated that under pressure from the US Embassy, the Peruvian Armed Forces will 
withdraw from the "war against drugs." Currently there are many Generals involved in 
narcotrafficking and some were already indicted. Rospigliosi acknowledges the fact that 
in 1989, the PCP took over the police station and the city Uchiza, after killing in combat 
and capturing most of its police. It was surprising for the reactionaries to see how the 
entire population supported the actions of the guerrilla against a hated military. 
Afterwards, the Armed forces replaced the police in the "fight against drugs" which led to 
its deep involvement in the drug business. In 1995, the new police station of New 
Progreso was again overrun by the Maoists. The regime has seen how the people openly 
supported the rebels and criticized the corrupt and abusive military. The change of the 
Army by the police in the "war against drugs" is irrelevant. The drug barons have deeply 
corrupted the military and police forces at all levels since 1989 when they entered the 
Huallaga Valley, especially during the military coup of 1992, when the Army in alliance 
with the drug cartels was fighting against the Maoist guerrillas. Several military officers 
denounced their superiors for cooperating openly with Colombian and Peruvian drug 
firms. Also, drug barons such as Abelardo Cachiche and peasants in the region have 
denounced the military for transporting cocaine in military aircraft. "Cachiche" and 
exiled Army officials Castillo and Valdivieso have testified that the government's 
allegations of a purportedly "PCP involvement in drugs" were untrue. 



Traditionally, the Peruvian military (Army, Navy and Air Force) has been very effective 
in murdering unarmed civilians and hundreds of political prisoners (Cantogrande, El 
Fronton, Lurigancho, etc.) , but coward in fighting the PCP's People's Army who are 
defeating the reactionary Army through a mobile guerrilla warfare in the entire country, 
or the Ecuadorian Army, that has soundly defeated the Peruvian genocidal Army during 
the last conflict in the Northern border. 

Journalist Mirko Lauer (Resumen Semanal Dec 29, 1995) reported on a major rift 
between the Army and the police has emerged. They are competing for the control of the 
Huallaga Valley which means a multimillion dollar drug business. The USDEA funds a 
police program called "Dirandro." The conflict between these two corrupt and criminal 
institutions has become public. The Army intelligence service released a video to a local 
channel "America TV" showing the top police brass trafficking in drugs and profiting 
from the properties confiscated to the drug barons. The police responded by conducting a 
show during the capture of the remnants of the MRTA and Lori Berenson whose actions 
were harmless since they were under surveillance for at least one year. Then, Fujimori 
congratulated the police, appointed a CIA pawn general Ketin Vidal as its head. At the 
same time announced that "no military is involved in drugs", the military tribunal [made 
up by the same Army crooks] found 6 out of the 1 1 generals implicated in the drug 
business, innocents. That is the way the old state is crumbling along a raging People's 
War. 



WORKING CLASS FIGHTS PRIVATIZATION OF PETRO PERU. The National 
Federation of Oil Workers (Fenpetrol) of Petro Peru based in the oil refinery of Talara 
called for an indefinite strike beginning on February 1st. The strike was called in protest 
for the firing of 1,540 workers under the disguise that is being privatized. Talara provides 
oil for the entire Northern region. Several imperialist companies are behind the 
privatization of Petro Peru among them Oxy-Bridas and several subsidiaries of Yankee 
oil companies among them Provisa, Rio Bravo, GMP, and Unipetro. The Chinese capital 
is represented by Sapet. This capitalist company has the particularity that all its workers 
are Chinese earnings meager salaries. The union leaders of Petro Peru were accused of 
being "terrorists" by the government. It is the struggle of the people and the workers that 
has resisted further the sell out of key resources to imperialist plunders. 



TOCACHE. At 10:30 AM, on January 17, 1996, a contingent of the People's Army of 
Liberation ambushed a military convoy in the locality of Nuevo Progreso. At least 5 
soldiers were wounded and the rest of the convoy were captured. A large quantity of 
weapons were seized. [Express, January 19, 1996] 



SATIPO. The paramilitary base of Shiguaviric located on the bank of the River Ene, was 
overrun by a Maoist contingent. Other clashes between the military and the PCP were 
reported in the border of the departments of Cusco and Ayachucho. [El Comercio, 
January 20, 1996] 



SATIPO. At 5 AM on January 20, 1996, more than 100 PCP combatants with the 
support of the community took over the locality of Selva Virgin in the district of Rio 
Tambo. The police station was overrun. 



SAN MARTIN. A PCP GUERRILLA CONTINGENT SMASHED AN ARMY 

PATROL IN TOCACHE. At 10:30 AM, on February 8, 1996, at least 50 Maoist 
guerrillas attacked with grenades and rockets the main Army patrol of Tocache. During a 
clash of 40 minutes, thirteen soldiers and 2 paramilitary were killed in combat, 5 others 
were wounded in a spectacular ambush in the Zone known as Cucaracha in the heart of 
the Huallaga Valley. An Army Lieutenant Colonel, who was known as a bloody tyrant 
and protector of narcotraffickers in the area, was identified among the dead. The People's 
Army attacked from various directions, most of the captured soldiers were released. The 
guerrillas captured heavy weapons and at least 20 submachine guns. The communique of 
the Armed Forces of Fujimori did not indicate any casualties in the guerrilla forces. This 
attack occurred just after one month and a half of the last guerrilla action on December 
18, 1995 in the locality known as Victor Andres Belaunde in the district of Nuevo 
Progreso. [Express, ElMundo, AFP, February 2, 1996, most of the newspapers, February 
9, 1996.] 

On February 8, the PCP contingent with the support of the community expelled the 
military authorities from Angashyacu-Riofrio, 45 km. North of Tingo Maria. In the main 
square, a trial was conducted by the same population against the heads of Fujimori's 
paramilitary Rondas with debts of blood and direct collaborators of the government 
forces. Three of them were executed and a dozen were set free. One of the executed was 
the manager of the Army run cafeteria. All Military vehicles were burned. [El Comercio, 
February 2, 1996.] 



GERMANY. Guerrillas (supporters of the PCP), bombed a German government office. 
On December 27, 1995, Reuters reported that the Anti-Imperialist Cell of Germany (AIZ) 
blasted a Duesseldorf office block four days ago, against the imperialist government of 
Bonn that provides economic and military assistance to the fascist regime of Fujimori. 
The leaflet reads: Long live the People's War! The blast, early on Saturday morning, 
shattered windows in a building housing the Peruvian Consulate. No-one was injured. In 
a 23-page statement sent to news agencies, AIZ said it planted the bomb to draw 
international attention to the conditions of poverty and misery in which Peruvians live. 



Especially the inhuman conditions in which more than 7500 PCP political prisoners 
languish in concentrations camps. It warned of more "fatal"' attacks to come against the 
representatives of the child-killer butcher Fujimori in Germany and Europe. It stated the 
following: "With the explosives, which we put in the main entrance of this 
building. ..which houses the Peruvian Consulate, we highlight the situation for the 
majority of people in Peru." In a statement written in a mixture of German, English, and 
Spanish, AIZ also expressed open solidarity with the Communist Party of Peru (PCP) and 
its Central Committee leading the Peruvian revolution [The PCP is known as the 
"Shining Path" by reactionaries and imperialists all over the world] AIZ criticized the 
German government for pursuing imperialist policies in Latin America and for promoting 
a "military-civilian dictatorship" in Peru. 

Editor's Note. Fujimori's official newspaper El Peruano reported that on March 27, 1996, 
Edward Lintier, Germany's Vice-Minister of Interior announced in Lima that his 
government has allocated 1 million Marks for counter-insurgency efforts. These projects 
were justified to the German parliament under the guise of "war on drugs." A crude 
imitation of the Yankee initiative in the Andes to combat revolutionary movements. 



PEOPLE OF CHIMBOTE REPUDIATE BLOODY DICTATOR. Despite the police 
repression, on January 26, 1996 the people of the Northern city of chimbote repudiated 
the presence of Fujimori. More than 700 steel workers and port workers joined the rally. 
They protested the policy of selling off to imperialist companies the steel company of 
Sider Peru and the ports of Chimbote. An additional 440 steel workers were fired during 
the visit of Fujimori. 



BRAZILS PARLIAMENT REPUDIATES MURDERER FUJIMORI. On February 
28, 1996, Fujimori announced that his government paid 3 million dollars to the Andean 
Pact. He also offered the services of its political police (SIN) to investigate the alleged 
presence of PCP cadres in the Brazilian Amazon, especially the PCP's influence with the 
organization "peasants without land du Brazil." This vicious butcher claimed that "he has 
eradicated terrorism while respecting human rights." The significant part of this visit was 
that the Brazilian Parliament unanimously condemned the Peruvian regime and denied 
his request to address Congress. 

(El Comercio, February 29, 1996) 



SAN MARTIN. On February 20, 1996, PCP Maoist combatants executed in combat a 
member of Dincote (political police) Jhony Yomona Guivin. This clash occurred near the 
police base of Aguaytia on the main highway of the province of Padre Abad (El 
Comercio, February 22, 1996.) On March 3rd, the armed forces and police violently 



clashed two contingents of the PCP People's Army of Liberation. The guerrillas 
ambushed 13 police and 20 soldiers. Both sides fought for 30 minutes in the localities of 
Tipishca and Rio Seco. One soldier was severely wounded. On March 25th, 13 policemen 
clashed with a group of guerrilla fighters in the area of Huaranguillo. The army stated 
that no loses on both sides occurred. However, witnesses in nearby communities said that 
several bodies were picked up from the battle field by the military. (El Comercio March 
25) 



TOCACHE. On February 24, 1996, a violent clash between the PCP's People's Army of 
Liberation and the reactionary armed forces of Fujimori took place in the locality of 
Tipishca, district of Nuevo Progreso. The guerrilla contingent withdrew from the center 
of operations in an orderly manner. (El Comercio, February 27, 1996) 



CAJAMARCA. On February 24, 1996, several guerrilla actions occurred in the province 
of Celendin and the province of Santa in Chimbote in Northern Peru. At least a dozen 
government buildings and police stations were smashed. (El Comercio, February 25, 
1996) 



LIMA. On March 28, 1996, the pro-government paper El Mundo reported that there was 
evidence that the PCP's urban guerrilla activities have been reactivated in Huaycan and El 
Salvador, key districts in metropolitan Lima. The execution of the government's 
informant Pascuala Rosado, was the culmination of several political and military actions 
of the Maoist guerrillas (March 28, 1996) 



THE PEOPLE'S WAR SHAKING UP THE OLD STATE. Newsweek, in its 4th issue 
of March reported that "Sendero's" activities have been surging steadily in Peru. 
Newsweek said that one indication of this was the execution of police informant Pascuala 
Rosada who operated for years in the Shantytown of Huaycan. Pascuala was under SIN's 
(Peruvian CIA) "Witness Protection Program." However, Newsweek repeats the old 
thesis of the government's counterinsurgency advisors known as Senderologists. Its says: 
"Sendero has no possibilities to win. Its support is only based on FEAR in the 
Shantytowns. That's why very few people showed up at the funeral of Pascuala Rosado." 
Didn't they say the same story after the execution of the organizer of urban paramilitary 
and SrN informant, Mela Moyano? (Expresso March 29, 1996) 

On March 19, the government's mouthpiece Express, quoted police analysts and 
Senderologists, lamenting the latest PCP guerrilla actions. It listed the executions of 
several governors (gobernadores) in the Huallaga Valley, attacks of the police stations 



and ambushes of the reactionary army as wells as the take over of cities and villages, 
threats to imperialist businessmen and the cronies of Fujimori, including massive 
paintings inn walls and distribution of dazibaos/leaflets in the last 15 days. 



LIMA. On March 10, 1996, Agency France Press reported that an intelligence source 
indicated that the PCP is "infiltrating the poor neighborhoods of Lima, organizing 
people's schools and youth organizations to reactivate itself." Police Senderologists 
working in La Republica claimed that "Sendero still controls some areas in the country, 
from which it can move its fighters to Lima and try to reactivate its local Committees..." 
(La Republica, March 11) 



BOLIVIA. The Bolivian police reported that Peruvian Maoists have penetrated the 
locality of Janco, near the border with Peru, and 

have conducted armed assaults against government vehicles. Note. The Bolivian 
government has signed a "counterinsurgency" agreement with Fujimori and is providing 
logistic and military aid to the dictator. (Expresso March 1996) 



ACACIA. On March 18, 1996, the political-military command of Acacia acknowledged 
that one of its patrols has suffered a devastating ambush at the hands of the PCP's 
People's Army of Liberation, and one Captain died. This guerrilla action occurred on the 
15th at 12 PM. in the locality of Huahuasana, District of San Miguel, province of La Mar. 
(Expresso, March 19, 1996) 



LIMA. On March 10, a guerrilla contingent dynamited the headquarters of "Edelnor" 
(Electricity Company.) At the same time another group, seized a wealthy supermarket. 
The first action occurred at 5:35 AM (before working hours) in the District of San Juan 
de Lurigancho where the guerrilla placed in the window .5 kilos of anfo. Two hours later, 
another group of Maoists seized the supermarket of La Union in the Shantytown of 
Bayovar in the District of San Juan de Lurigancho. (Most papers March 11, 1996) 



EL DIARIO INTERNACIONAL (EDI) DID NOT ISSUE A DEATH THREAT TO 
SNITCH MICHEL AZCUETA. ONLY THE PERUVIAN PEOPLE WILL JUDGE 
AND PUNISH AZCUETA FOR HIS CRIMES. 



LIMA. On March 12, 1996, the yellow newspaper El Mundo reported that police snitch 
and organizer of paramilitary groups in Villa El Salvador, Michel Azcueta, was being 
indirectly threatened with his life by the EDI. "In the article "Father Courage and 
Paramilitary Groups,' Azcueta was ummasked of organizing a "citizen's security plan," 
inspired in fascism. It is a new modality of urban rondas." 

El Mundo stated that government Senderologists ("political analysts") sustain that "when 
Sendero denounced someone of corruption or an organizer of paramilitary Rondas, it was 
a death sentence." La Republica and El Mundo falsely claimed that EDI has accepted the 
PCP authorship of the execution of Pascuala: "Sendero has acknowledged the authorship 
of the PCP." The fact is that EDI has eloquently described who Pascuala Rosado was, but 
there was no mention that the PCP has claimed responsibility for her execution, at all. 

Note: Despite the countless crimes of the regime, the combative people of Peru have no 
fear of continuing the armed struggle. It is the reactionaries who have fear of the 
revolution, the strategic equilibrium and the revolutionary justice. Whoever claims that 
EDI speaks for the PCP Central Committee, is fooling himself. 



LIMA. SENDEROLOGISTS' RESPONSE TO PCP OFFENSIVE. In the face of the 
March successful guerilla attacks of the PCP through the nation, the government's outlets 
responded with a massive campaign of psychological warfare in the press against the 
people's War. Thus, on March 12, Gestion published leaks of the intelligence services 
SIN and the mercenary agents known as Senderologists. It stated: "Sendero has collapsed 
into small dissident factions. .The terrorist attacks are the last signs of desperation ...they 
are killing each other in the jails." 

It also added that the government is organizing paramilitary in 8 municipalities, and one 
of them is Villa El Salvador where there are 300,000 people. The most notorious 
Senderologists working for the Security Services are: Raul Gonzales, Carlos Ivan 
Degregori, Enrique Bernales and Carlos Tapia. All of them with debts of blood against 
the people. 

Caretas (March 18, 1996), the magazine of the big bourgeoisie, quotes SIN (Peruvian 
CIA) and Dincote sources stating that: 

"Sendero is working hard in its recomposition. It has frozen its military actions to invest 
all its energy in the political arena. The reasons that determine such an action have to do 
with the opportunity and propaganda such as in the case of Pascuala Rosado which has a 
good international impact since it coincided with the International Day of Women and the 
meeting of the presidents of the Andean Countries hosted in the city of Trujillo. The 
leadership is in Huallaga, but some information revealed, that they moved to the Valley 
of Ene. The grave problem of Sendero is the split between the Gonzalo forces and 
Feliciano's. " Two conclusions can be drawn from this fact: 



1 . The enemy does not know who the actual PCP leaders are. 

2. The same government's claim that, President Gonzalo has been very sick and in 
complete isolation, dismisses the counterrevolutionary hoax of "peace talks." Therefore, 
the claim that the PCP is split in two factions is ludicrous. 

3. All actions of the PCP's People's Army of Liberation have a political purpose and they 
are carefully planned. Hence, they flushed their claim of "PCP is terrorist" down the 
drain. 

Police sociologist Raul Gonzales stated, "Sendero is seriously wounded, but was not 
defeated yet." He is saying this since 1988. Alberto Ku King, whom El Diario of Lima, 
said once that he behaves like an agent of Interpol, stated: "Some actions of the hard line 
wings of Sendero lately, do not mean that they are organically reconstituted." Of course, 
that is disinformation, since Gonzales bosses, Generals Hermoza and Ketin Vidal assert 
that the PCP enjoys good health. If not, who is the target of their "new strategy of total 
war"? They are not fighting against the wind mills of Quixote but against the People's 
War led by the PCP. Get real Ku King ! 



LIMA. "FAMILY PLANNING" DEMAGOGIC POSTURE OF THE DICTATOR. 

On February 27, in Brazil, the cynical dictator that always denied the class struggle in 
Peru, stated: 

1. "I don't care about the opposition of the Church." This is the Church that has blessed 
his crimes and the bloody bayonets of the armed forces. The "leader" of such opposition 
is the boot licker and promoter of paramilitary rondas Archbishop of Acacia, Juan 
Cipriani. 

2. "The rich Catholics have the right to use contraceptives, why not the poor Catholics?" 
Since when does Fujimori, the murderer of the poor, who has made Peru a land of 
tuberculosis and cholera, care about the poor? His government is producing 300,000 new 
Peruvians living in extreme poverty every year. His offer of providing "free condoms" to 
the people is, in order to comply with the orders on population control by his imperialist 
masters (IMF, World Bank.) Why doesn't he provide health care, jobs, potable water, 
sewage, food and electricity to most Peruvians who are lacking these basic necessities? 
Lackey Fujimori believes that by carrying out genocidal policies of extermination and 
population control, he will reduce poverty in Peru." [El Mundo February 29, 1996] 



LIMA. MASSIVE ARREST OF HOMOSEXUALS. On February 28, 1996, most of 
the papers in Lima reported the arbitrary arrests of 300 gays and lesbians in several parts 



of the city as part of the "sexual education" and "family planning" law of the fascist 
dictatorship. 

This repression has been encouraged by the Church hierarchy and the conservative 
parties since tyrant Fujimori staged a military coup in Peru in 1992. In previous years, the 
extinct revisionist group MRTA has been particularly brutal in killing homosexuals in the 
Department of San Martin. The PCP has a clear policy of respecting the rights of this 
marginal but oppressed portion of Peruvian society. 



WORLD BANK ASKS DICTATOR TO PRIVATIZE UNIVERSITIES. 

El Comercio of March 1st, reported that Armeane Choksi. Vice- President of the World 
Bank, requested that the government privatize the universities. Educators and specialists 
such as Alan Trahtemberg estimated that about 3 million students will be thrown out of 
classes if this policy is implemented. The rights to free public education in Peru were 
conquered with the blood of the people in long struggles. However, this government has 
imposed exorbitant fees for all levels of education and has tripled the tuition in the 
universities, as a first step for a total privatization. The little that is left for the education 
of the people must be defended. In Peru, there are many private schools where the 
children of the bourgeoisie receive the government's subsidized education. The regime 
invests heavily in the education of the ruling class, including paid scholarships to schools 
in the U.S. and Europe. All Fujimori children attend school in the U.S. Therefore, the 
privatization targets directly the education of the sons and daughters of the people. 
According to El Comercio (March 1, 1996), the World Bank has drafted a plan for the 
regime and that to prevent the just resistance of the student movement, "it should 
privatize the universities gradually." 



BLOODY REPRESSION AGAINST STREET VENDORS. On the one hand, the 
dictatorship and its imperialist backers, demagogically promote the capitalist method of 
"informal activity or self-management" to compensate the massive unemployment and 
underemployment. On the other hand, it brutally represses the desperate masses that turn 
themselves into street vendors to feed their families. The new reactionary Mayor of Lima, 
Alberto Andrade and Fujimori's Minister of the Presidency, Jaime Yoshiyama, after 
collecting taxes in advance from the vendors, used their armed forces to brutally eject and 
confiscate the goods of 400 street vendors of "Parque Universitario." In addition, 1,500 
vendors of "Avenida Abancay" were beaten and expelled from their places. A total of 37 
people wounded were reported. Their leaders were arrested by the police accused of 
being "terrorists." That is the real face of the "democracy" in Peru. Fujimori's crony 
Yoshiyama alleges that the street vendors "cause chaos, collective neurosis and violence." 
[Expresso March 3, 1996] 



LIMA. On March 11, 1996, El Mundo, a paper close to the intelligence services, quoted 
an unidentified Dincote source that President Gonzalo "has been in a very poor health 
and in a complete isolation." This is another evidence that the "peace talks" is a counter- 
revolutionary hoax and that their claim of a divided PCP is a dream of the reactionaries. 
Meanwhile, La Republica (March 11, 1996) stated that the execution of police informant 
Pascuala Rosada by a group of women in the district of Huaycan, is a indication of a 
guerrilla offensive "Sendero still controls some zones of the country from where it can 
sent combatants to Lima." 



PARAMILITARY MORE ORGANIZED IN CITIES: URBAN RONDAS 

In a vain attempt to contain the advance of the People's War in the cities, the 
counterinsurgency police is organizing paramilitary in close cooperation with some local 
municipal authorities. This effort is led by corrupt politicians such as Michel Azcueta in 
the shantytown of El Salvador and by others in 2 human settlements in the district of Ate- 
Vitarte under the guise of "fighting crime." "We work with the police" said one of their 
leaders. [El Comercio, March 3, 1996.] On March 18, 1996, El Mundo reported that CIA 
puppet and police Chief General Antonio Ketin Vidal confirmed that he is organizing 
paramilitary in coordination with the Ministry of the Interior and the local municipalities. 



SNITCH MICHEL AZCUETA FINGERS PCP SUPPORTERS. 

On March 13, the known trafficker of poverty in the Shantytown of Villa El Salvador, 
Michel Azcueta, said that 300 subversives may have been freed and he has seen them on 
the streets. He was contradicted by his friends in government. Luz Salgado, Fujimori's 
spokeswoman, said that these people may have been innocents arrested and released 
thereafter upon request from human rights groups and the Church." {La Republica, March 
14) 



NGOs FUNDED BY USAID: CORNERSTONE OF COUNTERINSURGENCY. 

On March 18, 1996, the government's mouthpiece Expresso published that most of the 
"reconstruction" of the peasant communities under guerrilla influence is being done by 
the NGOs. In Acacia, for example, NGOs and the Army are working on the forced re- 
settlement of 37% of the peasants. 



PATAZ. LA LIBERTAD. The PCP's People's Army of Liberation seized an imperialist 
mining company operating in the District of Tayabamba, Province of Pataz. The police 



and security forces quickly surrendered. A large quantity of explosives, dynamite and 
weapons were captured with the participation of the workers. Many youngsters enrolled 
volunteered into the guerrilla ranks, PCP slogans were shouted by the community, 
leaflets and revolutionary paintings were prepared before the Maoists withdrew from the 
area [Expresso, March 19, 1996] 



LIMA. The pro-government papers "ElMundo" and "Expresso" reported on March 21th, 
that a police Major, who was a high member of Dincote, was executed by the PCP in 
Lima's beltway road known as "Carretera Central." They also acknowledged that several 
guerrilla activities were carried out in the zone of Chosica in the outskirts of Lima. 



LIMA. On March 3, 1996, the reactionary magazine SI, the host of Senderologists Raul 
Gonzales, Degregori and Henry Peace, reported that the reactionary armed forces of 
Fujimori and the PCP's People's Army of Liberation were engaged in military clashes in 
the Province of La Mar, Acacia. It stated: "The merit of General Hermoza, Chief of the 
Joint Command of the Armed Forces is to introduce the concept of "total war' against 
subversion. To this end, the legal norms and the international treaties have been adjusted 
in order to improve the moral of our troops, and the civil actions to organize the 
population against subversion. We cannot say that subversion has 
disappeared. ..especially now when they have openly allied themselves with the 
narcotraffickers." 

REPLY: 

1) The "concept of total war" is the Yankee imperialism guidance on Low Intensity 
Warfare, which has been implemented in Peru for the last few years. The facts show that 
the concept of People's War based on Marxism-Leninism-Maoism, Gonzalo Thought is 
far superior than the "new tactics" of the reactionaries. 

2) "Adjustment of legal norms" means to place 65% of the country under a state of 
emergency, dismantle the judicial system, impose curfews, and commit impune crimes 
against the people. 

3) The "international treaties" mean to slice the national territory and to violate the 
national sovereignty to the benefit of reactionary neighboring regimes and U.S. 
imperialism that control them (e.g., treaty with Ecuador, Brazil, Colombia.) Their 
objective is to justify a direct or indirect Yankee military intervention to combat the 
People's war led by the PCP. 

4) The morale of the genocidal army of Fujimori, author of multiple genocides will be 
tarnished forever, until its total destruction by the People's War. 



5) To organize the population to confront masses against masses is nothing new, it was 
done in Vietnam, Guatemala, and today is being done in Peru. 

6) Is the PCP involved in drugs? Where is the evidence? There is none. The term 
"Narcoterrorism" is an invention of the decrepit Ronald Reagan in the 1980s. The fact is 
that the armed forces of Fujimori is involved in drugs up to the neck. Hundreds of army 
officers were implicated in drug trafficking, some diplomats were caught with drugs in 
international airports, and drug kings arrested by the Yankee DEA provided elaborated 
details on their work with the military. You cannot hide that. Didn't General Jaime Rios 
Arauco, ex-Chief of the Army in the Upper Huallaga Valley say that he fed his troops 
and receive money from the drug cartel's? That has been the real alliance [La Republica, 
January 3, 1996.] Didn't Gen. Rios say that Fujimori and the Armed Forces were aware 
of such an alliance? 

Why is the DEA covering this up? Why did Clinton re-certified Fujimori's drug policies 
knowing he heads a narco-regime? The answer is simply: The victorious People's War. 



LIMA. On March 6, 1996, Amnesty International (AI) issued a press release attacking 
the PCP. AI is remembered in Peru for its coward silence in more than a dozen genocides 
committed by the reactionary regimes in Peru, especially Fujimori. For example, after the 
300 prisoners of war were murdered in the Prison of El Fronton in 1986, and another 100 
political prisoners (true prisoners of conscience!) were butchered in the prison of 
Cantogrande. AI blinked its eyes in front of the dictator. The new AI statement read: 
"...We condemn this crime and other thousands of atrocities of SL in the last 15 years." 
Furthermore, AI request that the murderous Armed Forces should protect "the popular 
leaders" is like asking Hitler to protect the Jews and the Communists. When in the history 
of Peru, did the genocidal Armed Forces of Peru protect the people? If that was the case, 
there should be no revolution. We would like to ask the gentlemen of AI, to substantiate 
their allegedly "thousands of crimes of the PCP" with independent sources other than the 
Peruvian regime, the US State Department (its funded NGOs) and the Senderologists. 
The New Flag. 



FINANCIAL TIMES OF LONDON EXPOSES THE CHARADE OF 
"ECONOMIC MIRACLE." Sally Bowen [March 7, 1996] reported that Peru's 
economic growth rate will fall to around 4 per cent this year, less than half the 1993-95 
annual average, Mr Jorge Camet, economy and finance minister, said. This forecast 
followed Michael Camdessus', International Monetary Fund managing director letter of 
20 February, he expressed "concern" over the recent rise in inflation (an accumulated 2.8 
per cent for the first two months) and the pace of import growth. Mr. Candessus is 
obviously more preoccupied about the payments of the regime to its foreign creditors. 
Camdessus warned: "I do not believe it is realistic to hope the exceptional treatment 
given to Peru up to now by foreign creditors will continue at the same levels in the 



future." In 1995 current account deficit closed at $3.75bn, or 7.5 per cent of official GDP, 
according to central bank figures released this week. Exports rose 22.3 per cent to 
$5.57bn on the back of high international minerals and commodities prices, but imports 
rose 37.9 per cent to $7.69 bn, leaving a trade gap of $2.12 bn, more than double the 
1994 total. 



THE "ECONOMIST INTELLIGENCE UNIT" (EIU) ANALYZES PERU. 

The publication Economist Intelligence Unit (EIU), a Wall Street imperialist outlet, in its 
February release stated: 

1. EIU: "Despite Fujimori's public approval which has floated in the range of 60- 
70%,. ..the regime lacks political leadership. The opposition Party Union for el Peru of 
Perez de Cuellar, has turned into a misled organization. ...Lima's Mayor Alberto Andrade 
is now seen as the new possible challenger to Fujimori in the next presidential election." 

The above is revealing. Fujimori's popularity is highly questionable since SIN, the 
regime's intelligence services, has the control of at least 3 opinion poll companies. 
Among them are Apoyo S.A,. Imagen, who release periodically fraudulent survey results, 
manipulating public opinion. Most of the surveys are done by phone in wealthy areas. In 
the last presidential election, more than 75% of the eligible voters did not vote or voided 
it. Thus, the "popularity" of Fujimori is like the foam of a beer. His only real support is 
the bloody bayonets of the Armed Forces. What good has Mayor Andrade done so far? 
As soon as he took over, he licked the boots of the military by pledging loyalty to the 
dictator. Then, he unleashed his paramilitary, police and Army to savagely beat and 
expelled 400,000 street vendors to "clean up Lima," he fired 2,000 workers. Andrade is a 
former member of the right-wing fascist group Popular Christian Party (PPC.) 

2. EIU: "During the run-up to the presidential election (first half of 1995), the 
government's expenditures rose by more than 45%, compared with the year before. ..The 
current account deficit widened to $2.68 billion in the first nine months of 1995, 
compared with $1.32 billion during the same period in the year before. ..It will continue to 
increase in the period 1996-98. It will not cover the deficit gap. Thus, the government 
will be relying on privatization of Petro Peru (oil), Electro Peru (electricity), and 
Centromin Peru (minerals) to generate a three buffer areas after which the export -by the 
privatized companies- should neutralize the deficit. Tourism will also help. ..Total foreign 
privatization revenues in 1995 reached only 1.09 billion, less than half of 1994's 2.32 
billion." 

First, the above represents the IMF plan, which goes along with the massive firing of 
workers, who, to survive, become street vendors and thus plunge into poverty. The wages 
of all workers are drastically reduced due to the high unemployment and recession. 
Second, the privatization enforced by the military of key economic strategic sectors, are 
being resisted by the workers and people, mainly because of the increase of the political 



and military actions of the People's War in 1995. The greedy foreign capitalists thought 
that the revolution was defeated with the capture of one of its top leaders. Now they woke 
up in nightmares when the raging People's War is intensifying the sabotage of imperialist 
investments. The crippling of the Canadian run Ontario Hydro Power Plant by the 
People's Army of Liberation, is a good example. 

3. EIU: "In October 1995, the regime reached a preliminary Brady-style debt- 
restructuring agreement with its commercial bank creditors. According to government 
estimates, the agreement will incorporate some $4.4 billion of principal, plus $4-5 billion 
in interest. Final agreement may be reached during the first half of 1996, after which 
annual service costs will be $300-350 million dollars for the next five years... According 
to the original agreement with the Paris Club, annual service payments of $3 60m were to 
be made until 1996, when the payments would increase to around $900m per year." 

That's the heart of the problem. All imperialism cares about is how to suck up the most 
blood from the Peruvian people. There is a deficit. Privatization do not solve the problem 
of the reactionaries. Fujimori will increase taxes to the impoverished people and fire even 
more workers to raise the money needed to satisfy his imperialist masters. To whom does 
the "privatization" benefit? EIU informs us: "As of December 1995, the bidders of Petro 
Peru are Chevron, Mobil, Murphy Oil, Amoco and Exxon (all USA). ...Although a 
preliminary agreement with Shell-Mobil was signed in May 1995, for the development of 
the Camisea gasfields, a final contract has not been signed yet. The discrepancy between 
them is that the government wants two pipelines to transport gas to Lima over a seven 
year term, while Shell plans to establish a 500mw thermoelectric plant near Camisea and 
postpone the building of the pipelines. ..Shell wants to pay only 10% of 
royalties... Chevron is the competitor in this $2-2.5 billion dollars project." [Note. 
Camisea is the largest gas reserve in South America located in the Department of Cusco.] 

THE CULTURAL OFFENSIVE OF IMPERIALISM. Disney (Touchstone, 
Buenavista, Hollywood Pictures), Warner and Fox, have recruited and provided licenses 
to Televideo, a video rental company owned by Frecuencia Latina, the second-largest TV 
channel in Peru. In 1996, Blockbuster Video opened four locations in Lima. 

INTELLECTUAL PROPERTY AT THE SERVICE OF YANKEE MASTERS. 

Peru has a very rich culture. It has produced first rate literary proletarian writers, poets, 
artists and other original figures, whose intellectual property was never respected by any 
regime in place, and their foreign masters who have trafficked and profited from it. For 
example, many of the Hollywood movies and mass marketed music in the U.S. and 
Europe contain the Andean music, displays our historical ruins and architecture, etc. 
Have the imperialists ever respected the intellectual property of the oppressed countries 
such as Peru? Never. But, when our people use their "U.S. patented products," for even 
recipes on how to make a "slice of pizza," they use the puppet governments of our 
countries to suppress the national industry. Let's read the case reported in the EIU: 
"Following several months of dispute between Domino's Pizza (USA) and the local 
Disdon Pizza (Peru) for the use of similar logo colors and characteristics, the Fujimori 



government resolved the issue, in favor of the US company, considering that Domino 
Pizza is well known worldwide." This may appear to be a small issue, but it clearly 
illustrates whose interests serves, the genocidal U.S. puppet, country seller Fujimori. 

THE 1995 DEFICIT GAP INCREASED 100%. 

IEU: "Peru's trade imbalance is reaching a crisis. Between January and November 1995, 
the trade gap totalled $2.03 billion, compared with a $1.12 billion deficit in the same 
months in 1994. Imports were up around 40% during 1995, totaling approximately $7.47 
billion. On the other hand, according to the government, exports reached $5.3 
billion. ..The US is its principal market (20% of the total) followed by Great Britain." The 
total U.S. investment in Peru is $5.41 billion dollars compared with the relatively 
minuscule Japanese investment of $39.46 million (less than 1% of the total). [Gestion, 
February 28, 1996] This is important to correct the popular belief that Fujimori represents 
mainly the interests of the Japanese imperialists. In reality, he is the most faithful lackey 
of U.S. imperialism. 



FASCIST TYRANNY HIRES FOREIGN MERCENARIES FOR PUBLIC 
RELATIONS. 

ACT 1. In February 1996, the government contracted the services of Ms. Chabeli Iglesias 
(daughter of the singer Julio Iglesias) for a week long public relations tour of Southern 
Peru with Alberto Kenyo Fujimori. Ms. Iglesias is preparing a report "Fujimori: a symbol 
for big business in Peru" for the TV network Univision in the U.S. A Spanish paper 
(Madrid's "Diario 16", Feb. 26) informed us that the business deal turned into a torrid 
love affair between the singer's daughter, Chabeli, and Fujimori who has divorced his 
wife Susana Higuchi. Fujimori's wife denounced the widespread corruption in the 
government and made public her repentance. On Ms. Iglesias's part, she recently divorced 
her husband (writer R. Bofil) who accused her of being "an unfaithful sexpot obsessed 
with rich old men." 

ACT 2. On April 20th, 1996, the African bourgeois feminist Gertrude Mongella, a tool of 
the Chinese regime in the last Women's Summit meeting of Beijing, was hired with all 
expenses paid by the regime. She toured with the Peruvian butcher in the Amazonian 
region. Univision showed TV images of Fujimori, Gertrude and the military providing 
hand outs of used clothes for children with an obvious counterinsurgency purpose of 
trafficking with the poverty of our people to wash out the criminal image of the dictator. 
Ignorant Gertrude in gratitude, for the high fee paid by the regime, told the children of the 
village of Junin Pablo (85% of them suffer from TB): "You have the water, you have the 
people, you have a great leader Fujimori, what else do you want children?" 

ACT 3. During the last week of April, the Peruvian Intelligence Services (SIN), hired 
John McCarry, a U.S. free lance "journalist" who has worked in the past, promoting 
dictators in Latin America and Asia. Sources in Lima reported that, he, and National 



Geographic were paid more than $200,000 to promote "the good image of Peru and 
Fujimori" to the world with the purpose of increasing tourism. Thus, The National 
Geographic is shamelesly launching a pro-Fujimori Campaign. However, McCarry in his 
first article goes too far in licking the boots of the genocidal dictator and his military, that 
according to Human Rights groups holds the first place in political murders and 
disappearances in the world, and is known for starving their people with hunger and 
misery. McCurry didn't mind all that, and wrote in the May issue of National Geographic: 
"There is no more of the savage nihilism of the Shining Path. .75% of the people support 
Fujimori... the Peruvian Indians believe that Fujimori is their God." He quoted two 
unknown experts of "Andean mysticism," most likely a couple of SIN operatives or 
Senderologists: "...Fujimori emerged to lead this country at a time of total darkness. Now 
think about the word 'Pachacutic' the Inca that transformed the Incan Empire into 
greatness... Would anyone disagree that Peru has undergone an extraordinary 
transformation?. ..Isn't he pulling Peru away from the legacy of colonialism, leftist 
military dictatorships, and the Shining Path.?" Let's debunk the arguments of the 
advocate of the phony Pachacutic. According to the O'Brian & Sierra report of 8/1994, in 
1993, 15 million Peruvians out of 24 million, live in chronic poverty (two out of three). 
The rate of increase per year since 1990, is 660,000 Peruvians are falling into extreme 
poverty. Former Minister of Agriculture Carlos Amat y Leon who is no friend at all of 
the PCP (Caretas January 24, 1996) stated: "In the Departments of Apurimac and 
Huancavelica the life expectancy is the same as Europe in the XVI Century." These are 
the areas that the Nisei "Pachacuti" and McCurry visited. The assertion that Fujimori is 
anti-colonialist is laughable. A similar McCurry's article on the Phillipines (before the 
overthrow of the dictatorship) was published, in which he considered Marcos a 
nationalist patriot. The PCP has an established plan and program for the country, based 
on the careful study of Peruvian reality. No one in Peruvian history, except the PCP 
founder J.C. Mariategui and President Gonzalo have scientifically studied the Peruvian 
society. McCurrey does not care about the facts, he is just doing his dirty job as a 
mercenary. 



LIMA MAYOR ALBERTO ANDRADE MASSACRES MUNICIPAL WORKERS 

On April 1st, 1996, workers of the Lima municipality began an indefinite strike, in 
protest of the firing of hundreds of workers. A week later on April 9th, the despot Mayor 
discontinued to payment of wages and health benefits to the workers' families. On April 
11th, nine (9) leaders of the Workers Municipal Union (SITRAMUN) were fired and 
harassed by SIN in their homes (Gestion, El Mundo, April 4, 1996.) Meanwhile, the 
Association of Street Venders of Lima (Central Unica de Trabajadores Ambulantes) 
carried out a large mobilization of more than 30,000 street vendors against the Fujimori 
regime and his fascist Mayor. The PCP, always ingrained in the masses, has distributed a 
leaflet warning these little henchmen of the Dictatorship such as Alberto Andrade to 
respect the rights of the workers, otherwise the people have the right to carry out 
revolutionary justice. 



ALTO HUALLAGA. HEAD OF PARAMILITARY DEATH SQUAD EXECUTED. 

On April 5th, 1996, at 10:30 PM, Julio del Castillo Rodriguez, a ruthless head of the 
Army run paramilitary organization in the locality of Naranjillo (Comite of Self-Defense 
or Rondas), was executed. As a result, all authorities appointed by Fujimori resigned and 
fled in terror (La Republica, April 10, 1996) 



STATE OF EMERGENCY IS EXPANDED COUNTRYWIDE. Because of the bold 
advances of the People's War led by the PCP, the regime expanded the state of 
emergency in two departments, 10 provinces and 3 districts. The provinces of Oxapampa 
(Department of Pasco), Satipo and Chanchamayo (Department of Junin), Castrovirreyna 
and Huaytara (Huancavelica), Humanga, Cangallo and La Mar (Department of Acacia), 
the districts of Quinbiri and Pichari in the Province of La Convention (Department of 
Cask.) Also the entire Department of Huanuco (except minor areas), the entire 
Department of San Martin, the district of Yurimaguas in the Department of Loreto, and 
lastly the provinces of Andahuaylas and Chincheros in the Department of Apurimac, are 
under military curfews and the total suspension of constitutional rights (El Mundo, April 
4, 1996.) 



IN HUANUCO, NINE SOLDIERS DESERTED FROM THE ARMY AND 
ENROLLED IN THE PCP. 

On April 13TH, 1996, nine soldiers of the reactionary Armed Forces, deserted the PCP 
with explosives and several weapons, and requested their enrollment in the People's 
Army of Liberation. The desertion occurred in the Andean locality of Uco, in the border 
of the departments of Ancash and Huanuco. (Expresso, April 16, 1996) 



FASCIST REGIME VIOLATES ITS CONSTITUTION. The Kangaroo Congress 
passed a law modifying the Citizens Participation Law that authorizes holding 
referendums in cases of national interest, such as the privatization of strategic industries. 
This is one more hallmark of a tyranny that does not even respect its own laws given by 
decree. Previously, this run away pseudo-Congress (a formality of the dictatorship) 
passed the Law of Impunity and the Cantuta Law. 



LAMBAYEQUE: PCP SEIZED THE CITY OF OLMOS. On April 7th, 1996, the 
PCP led People's Army of Liberation (EPL) defeated the reactionary army of Fujimori 
and the local paramilitary, and took control of the locality of Capilla Torres. The people 



cheered the approximately 50 guerrillas, made up of young men and women who entered 
the city, singing the Communist International and shouting revolutionary slogans such as, 
"Viva el President Gonzalo", "Prepare the Strategic Offensive", "Down with the 
Genocidal Dictatorship of Fujimori." The health center run by the police was seized, and 
several government businesses were confiscated. The community organized a support 
rally. Two heads of the local paramilitary Rondas, who committed crimes on behalf of 
the army, were captured and put in trial by the community. After long deliberations, both 
of the paramilitary La heads were executed. Several youngsters voluntarily joined the 
Maoist guerrillas [Republica, April 8, 1996] 



FUJIMORI'S "PROSPERITY": A NATION OF TUBERCULOSIS (TB) 

Estimates of the Pan-American Health Organization indicates that TB infection was the 
cause for the death of 75,000 people in Latin America in 1995. The same year 400,000 
people were

(In The New Flag, Vol. 3, Number 1, July 1996, p. 58, we published a critical letter from 
a Brazilian reader. Here is our response.) 

Dear reader: 

Thank you for the summary of events in Peru and your observations regarding the posters 
published in the NF (Vol. 2, No. 3). Only a small part of your criticism can be accepted. 
First, in relation to the poster "in the middle of the newsletter" which has various slogans 
extracted from the Party documents, including the one you distort ("en la cara llevas la 
victoria...") stating that it does not "provide a strategic direction." You claim that the 
slogan "you carry victory in your face..." lacks real meaning for the masses" and that it is 
"only a harangue." Well, the Party document (Instructions) explicitly says that in 
struggling and supporting the cause, one must "carry victory in the face, not defeat." 

(Note: it is not "victory SMILES in your face," an obvious translation error.) The Party's 
call is a call for enthusiasm, to spread optimism and defeat pessimism, because — in 
synthesis — after much effort, victory is certain. When considering the protracted nature 
of the People's War, it becomes obvious that enthusiasm is essential for the masses' 
struggles. The class morale must stay high to overcome difficult moments and to solve 
new problems with enthusiastic, disciplined and creative hard work. Thus, the expression 
"you carry victory in your face..." has to do with boosting class morale, and morale in 
warfare is crucial. Of what use is a "strategic direction" if an army is completely 
demoralized? People are the most important force in warfare, not technology nor any 
other sophistry. Your claim that the call lacks "real meaning for the masses" and "neither 
does it provide a strategic direction" is rather unfounded, confusing and reflects 
subjective idealism. What does it mean "to provide a strategic direction"? 



In essence, the poster clearly calls to CONSTRUCT THE CONQUEST OF POWER (a 
real strategic objective) and a lot more; it also aims at boosting class morale, because it is 
impossible to separate these two. Technology and politics, science and art, weapons and 
morale are contradictions, unities of opposites, and when applying the ideology of the 
proletariat, a scientific class ideology (Marxism-Leninism-Maoism, Gonzalo Thought), 
one cannot ignore inspiration, enthusiasm, morale, creativity, passion, imagination, etc., 
all of which are part of people's daily lives, of class struggle; a part of material reality 
reflected through our minds. 

It is true that "PCP slogans have a clear political content" that serve to organize and lead 
the masses' struggles to conquer and exercise Power nationwide. However, you portray 
this fact as "express the movement of the masses." What does this mean? Nice sounding 
words. Next time please provide at least a brief concrete explanation. Further, your 
comment that "there are things that according to the revolutionary interests would tend to 
disappear or are to be consolidated" needs clarification. To consider "revolutionary 
interests" in the abstract amounts to a bourgeois idealist distortion. Without the struggle 
of the working class masses, without a leading Communist Party and a guiding ideology, 
we would have bourgeois sophist "interests". Even the financial oligarchy has 
"revolutionary interests" for its "neoliberal revolution"(!). The class character is principal. 

As a supporter of the people's revolution in Peru, please help us improve the work of The 
New Flag. We encourage you to create a poster yourself for publication, to express 
yourself in practice, and match your words with deeds.

AFRICAN PRISONER WRITES FROM SPAIN 

Dear editor, 

I am a 30 year old Ghanian (Ghana, West Africa). As a supporter of the PCP, words 
could not easily express my joy, when I received the latest issue of The New Flag (NF) 
from a GRAPO friend in a Spanish maximum security prison. It's not just because I am 
from a country colonized by the British and NF is written in English, but the context 
therein has touched me most. The NF has convinced me that the political situation and 
economic situation in Peru is very similar to most of the African countries. And it is a 
pity that the hands of the imperialists are too long, to reach everywhere to loot and kill. 
Bertoldt Brecht said in his days that there are too many ways to kill: stabbing someone in 
the stomach, taking away bread or to strip off anything from him/her, not healing his 
sickness, living in a bad house, making him die at work, sending him to an unjust war... 
etc. Little of all these are banned in our days. The European net of anti-racist United for 
Intercultural Action informed us that the imperialists have added one more method of 



killing: since 1993, 330 people died trying to surpass the walls of the Europeans' fortitude 
or as the result of their expulsion. And our people live in a world characterized by misery, 
which is triggered by an unjust economy along with a series of belligerent conflicts to 
protect their interests. There is a need for a correct ideology which must inevitably lead to 
the launching of the People's War. 

After spending 6 years here, I'll be released soon and return to the struggle outside. I am 
in total agreement with President Gonzalo (PG): "failures and defeats are relative; what is 
absolute is struggle." As such, my objective now is to go back home and contribute to 
organizing a Communist Party. Here in Europe, oppressed people and/or immigrants 
have no legal rights, and the resistance to the oppressors is falling apart. Therefore, I have 
decided to struggle at home just like PG taught us: "the best way to support the People's 
War is to make revolution in your own country."

REVOLUTIONARY ART 

Below are 3 of the 34 poems in the book Times o/Warpublished by the Central 
Committee of the Communist Party of Peru. These poems were originally written in 
prose by President Gonzalo as part of the Party's political documents, and were given a 
poetry form by a rank and file comrade named Rosa Murinache. The publication of the 
book in Spanish in 1987 showed the inclusion of revolutionary poetry in the New Art 
being forged in Peru; at the same time President Gonzalo has added to his undeniable 
standing as great political-military strategist, the status of poet. Other revolutionary 
leaders such as Mao Tsetung and Ho Chi Minh were also poets. 

These poems are part of the literature of the people in Peru, which follows a different 
than bourgeois literature. It is for the common people in the cities and in the People's 
Committees in the countryside, who practice the new culture mostly in oral form. 
Gonzalo Thought holds that transforming the old culture means transforming the 
literature and the language; that is, a revolution in the comprehension of revolutionary 
works, which will contribute to the defeat of the enemy. In order to be understood by the 



masses, the poems of President Gonzalo are realistic, clear and simple. From the point of 
view of revolutionary literature as well as of the history of ideas in Peru, this book is very 
valuable, since the role of the People's War in Peru in the world proletarian revolution 
cannot longer be ignored. 

In Party Organization and the People's Literature Lenin said he would touch on the 
matter of Party literature, not of literature per se. He advocated that "ninety percent of 
literature, even "legal literature' can be partisan literature" and that the "literary persons 
must without a doubt be part of the Party's organization," thus Lenin trashed the 
bourgeois idea of "absolute freedom" in literature because a writer would always be 
dependant on "his bourgeois editor and bourgeois public." Therefore, the development of 
proletarian art is needed for the victory of the revolution.
